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St. Mary’s 
parents ask 
for facts 

Board’s elimination of 
grades astonishes many

A recent decision by St. Mary’s 
School board to eliminate the 
seventh and eighth grades from the 
parochial institution has left many 
parents feeling shocked and wonder¬ 
ing where to turn. 

According to Pearl Feeney- 
Grater, a member of the parents’ 
association, the decision came as a 
total surprise to adults and their 
children. 

“We (parents) as a group question 
this vole. Where are the facts? 
That’s what we’re questioning,” 
said Feeney-Grater. “What about 
the outside study?" 

In response to the decision, 
parents planned a candlelight vigil 
Jan. 25 “to show support for the 
future of St. Mary’s School,’’she 
said. "To show unity, and that we 
have bonded together." In addition, 
Feeney-Grater said the group wants 
to demonstrate their belief in the 
need for a Catholic school, for its 
spiritual, emotional and educational 
benefits. 

The school, which ironically this 
week celebrates Catholic Schools 
Week, is on the verge of losing the 
two grades due to an unanticipated 
vote by school board members 
under the leadership of its pastor, 
the Rev. Stephen Koen. St. Mary’s 
School houses classes for children 
3'^ years old through grade eight. 

Koen was unable to be reached for 
comment when the Star went to 
press Tuesday night. 

Parents received letters last week 
explaining the outcome of the vote, 
which left most recipients filled with 
disbelief. 

Feeney-Grater said parents were 
particularly surprised by the sud¬ 
denness of the announcement. She 
said an evaluation of the school was 
completed in 1988 by an independent 
group. The results led to a recom¬ 
mendation for a five-year plan to 
initiate a developmental program to 
raise funds, she added. 

As far as the school board’s deci¬ 
sion is concerned, Feeney-Grater

Taxes might go up 

Selectmen study Prop. 2 14 override choices

It could cost the average taxpayer 
an additional $185 to $375 in property 
taxes just to keep town programs 
and services at their present level. 

This week selectmen reviewed 
five possible options for overriding 
or excluding debt from Proposition 
2 '2 and calculated their effect on 
next year's tax bill for an average 
($250,000) home. On Feb. 13 the 
board will decide which options, if 
any, to place on the ballot for the 
March 28 town ballot. 

Selectmen Chairman Robert 
Deerlng said an override or debt 
exclusion will be necessary to com¬ 
bat the present budget shortfall of 
$2.38 million. He encouraged resi¬ 
dents to contact their representa¬ 
tives with comments on the question 
of an override. 

A general override of Proposition 
2*2 allows a community to increase 
revenue in excess of the 2 '/ 2 percent 
levy limit. Debt exclusion w ould per¬ 
mit taxation above the 2 1 ^ percent 
limit to raise funds for debt specific 


debt service costs excluded from the 
general budget, such as the Town 
Hall or public safety building debts. 

A capital outlay exclusion raises 
funds for a specific project, such as 
school improvement projects, above 
the levy limit. 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt and 
Chairman Robert Peering each pre 
sealed the board with a fact sheet 
spelling out possible options. 

Schmitt presented five options 
which he said are viable solutions. 
“There has been a lot of talk about 
override options. One thing that has 
become apparent to me is that this is 
not a one-year problem,’’ he said. 

Schmitt’s first option includes a 
capital exclusion plus exclusion of 
the Town Hall debt. This would cost 
the average homeowner an extra 
$25(5 above the standard 2' •> percent 
property tax increase. This plan 
calls for a $880,(MM) capital exclusion, 
plus $770,000 for the initial Town Hall 
debt, to raise an additional $1.6 mil¬ 
lion in taxes.. 

Option 2 includes the $800,000 capi 
tal exclusion plus exclusion of the 


public safety building debt of 
$•107,000. It would add some $199 to 
the average homeowner’s tax bill, 
while producing approximately $1.26 
million additional in tax revenue. 

Option 3 includes exclusion of an 
override of the Town Hall debt and 
the public safety debt ($770,000 plus 
$‘107,000 respectively), adding some 
$185 to the average homeowner’s 
bill. This option would raise approxi¬ 
mately $1.18 million for the town in 
fiscal year 1990. 

The fourth option involves a $2 4 
million general override At a cost of 
$375 to the average homeowner, this 
would bring in enough revenue to 
eliminate the current budget 
shortfall. 

Option 5 involves a $3.8 million 
general override, which would com¬ 
bat the current shortfall, and leave 
the town with additional funds for 
next year. Schmitt also estimates 
that this override would cost the 
average taxpayer an additional $375 
The overall impact for fiscal year 
1990 would be approximately $2.3 
million, w'ith a net gain for fiscal

Hike taxes or ax jobs 

Fin Com hearing presents next year’s grim choices

Only by raising taxes can 
Winchester emerge from the fiscal 
crisis without laying off public work¬ 
ers, including some 40 school 
employeess. That was the message 
presented by Finance Committee 
Chairman Chester Haskell to 
approximately 100 residents Tues¬ 
day night. 

“The Finance Committee believes 
the town has a very serious prob¬ 
lem," said Haskell. 

If the $2.38 million shortfall is not 
addressed this year, Haskell said the 
figure will reach $3.2 million next 
year and $4 million by fiscal year 
1991. 

“You can’t solve the problem just 
by exluding debt,” said Haskell. 
“The solution has to be on the 
revenue side. We are not going to get 
$2.38 million through cuts without 


seriously reducing the level of ser¬ 
vices in the town." 

Haskell pointed out that approxi 
mately 60 percent of the municipal 
budget and 80 percent of the school 
budget are personnel costs. Aside 
from personnel and expenses the 
town is required to pay, such as 
group insurance for employees and 
collective bargaining salary 
increases, the budget consists of 
only about $3.3 million, said Haskell. 

“Large cuts cannot be done with¬ 
out personnel reductions. People 
will lose their jobs,” he said. In real 
numbers, Haskell estimated this 
number could reach approximately 
40 in the school department. 

Haskell said more than a year ago, 
the town was faced with an $800,(KM) 
debt, and considered the possibility 
of an override of Proposition 2*2 
That problem was solved by draw¬ 
ing down the free cash account and 
increasing user fees. 


“Here we are again,” said 
Haskell. The difference, he noted, is 
that the problem is three times as 
large, with a $2.3 million deficit, and 
there are fewer options, since free 
cash is dwindling. 

Haskell explained both the 
expense and revenue sides of the 
budget and the various forms of an 
override of Proposition 2' 2 . 

Describing options for addressing 
the problem, he said: “What they all 
mean is increasing taxes.” Howev¬ 
er, without an override of some sort, 
the town could suffer a serious 
reduction in services. Haskell said 
the FY90 budget “is in essence a 
level-funded budget. It’s the FYB9 
budget with no new (additions).’’ 

“Whatever the selectmen decide 
to put on the ballot will decide the 
paramount of our debate on this 
budget,” said Haskell.

Candidates face 
many tests in bid 
for chief’s position

Choosing a new chief for the 
Winchester Police Department will 
be no simple task. 

According to retiring Police Chief 
John McHugh, who has been on the 
force for 29 years and chief of the 
department for the last 12, the post 
“is not a position you can take very 
lightly.” 

And the Town did not take lightly 
the prospect of determining the best 
candidate for the job either. 

The process that Winchester will 
use consists of three parts — a 
state-administered exam, submis¬ 
sion of documentation on training 
and experience and the final section 
of the process, which is known as the 
“Assessment Center.” 

The first part, the chief’s exam, 
which used to be known as the civil 
service exam, will be administered 
by the Massachusetts Division of 
Personnel Administration Feb. 4. 

All six lieutenants presently on the

force will be taking the exam, said 
McHugh. The examination itself will 
count as 40 percent of the final 
tabulation. Passing this portion of 
the test is the base of the whole 
process, said McHugh. 

The Assessment Center portion 
counts as 40 percent and will be 
administered during a two-day per¬ 
iod, Feb. B and 9. The candidates’ 
prior training and experience will 
weigh in at 20 percent. McHugh 
noted that candidates must docu¬ 
ment all background, years of ser¬ 
vice, seminars and classes attended 
and other related materials for the 
Division of Personnel 
Admininstration. 

The Assessment Center consists of 
a group of observers who set up a 
test situation in which the candi¬ 
dates must demonstrate how they 
would, “think, react and respond," 
said the chief. 

The situations may range from 
dealing with a catastrophe or man¬ 
agement dispute, to an emergency 
or a shooting — “and they’ll (the 
candidates) will be asked to solve 
it,” said McHugh. 

“It’s an evaluation or assessment 
of behavior, response and know¬ 
ledge," he added. 

The same process of testing, back¬ 
ground and assessment was in place 
during the search for a new fire chief 
last year. McHugh recalls that in 
1976 when he earned his present 
post, a similar process let candi¬ 
dates to exhibit their on-the-job 
skills in a six-week trial period as 
police chief. 

When each portion of this year’s 
process is complete, the candidates 
will be ranked by the Massachusetts 
Division of Personnel Adminstration 
within six to eight weeks. At the end 
of this time, the names of the top 
three candidates will be given to 
Town Manager W. Chadwick Maur¬ 
er for his final selection. 

The Board of Selectmen are then 
asked to either affirm or veto Maur¬ 
er’s decision within 15 days.

lead by Charles Hale of Resource 
Management Associates and the 
results of the center tabulated by 
three assessors who are non- 
Winchester residents and of which 
Hale is not one. 

McHugh he thinks the process is a 
good one and needs to be as thorough 
as it is. “The person (who is chosen 
chief) will be the person who will 
have a great impact on the style of 
living in the town,” said the chief. 
“Police are involved in all aspects of 
the community.” 


He also noted that although the 
Board of Selectmen may have the 
authority to override the town mana¬ 
ger’s decision, the results of the 
testing process will speak for 
themselves. 

“The Assessment Center provides 
a lot of detail,” said McHugh, in 
addition to the examination and 
prior experience. He noted that the 
process should draw out, “a good, 
qualified candidate," but until that 
time, McHugh said he will remain 
Winchester’s chief of police.

Housing nearly finished

Construction of affordable housing 
units is well underway, according to 
Housing Director Jeremiah Keefe. 

Keefe and Housing Authority 
members appeared before select¬ 
men Monday night to update the 
board on the status of affordable 
housing units being built on Cam¬ 
bridge Street and Lock land Hoad as 
well as on Palmer Street. 

According to Keefe, developments 
on both Cambridge Street and Lock- 
land Road are “waiting strictly on 
• Boston) Edison." Keefe noted that 
as soon as the authority can get a 
certificate of occupancy approved, 
families can move in to the homes. 

Keefe said the Palmer Street con¬ 
struction is on time. He added that 
the authority plans to install brick so 
that it will blend in with the sur¬ 


rounding developments, as was 
agreed to by the neighborhood 
group. 

According to Keefe, each housing 
unit costs approximately $146,000. 
As far as other sites for affordable 
housing are concerned, Keefe said a 
consultant is working with the 
authority to find parcels of land in 
Winchester which could be 
developed. 

Selectman Judith Muggia made 
reference to a 1088 Boston Globe 
article that cited Winchester as a 
town that is not doing enough as far 
as affordable housing is concerned. 
Muggia said she feels positive about 
the steps the authority is taking. 

“We’re making a lot more prog¬ 
ress than the Globe would let you 
believe,” she said. “It’s nice to know 
families will be moving into the units 
soon.” 


Keefe said the selection process 
for the units has been completed. 
“As far as we’re concerned. . the 
proper five applicants are being 
placed," he said. Keefe noted that 
two applicants are employees of the 
town, who because of their employ¬ 
ment received priority. 

Keefe said he felt the stigma sur¬ 
rounding affordable housing applic¬ 
ants has changed over the years. 

"These are hard-working people, 
good people with a family trying to 
do the best they can,” said Keefe. 
“(A salary of) $27,500 is not an awful 
lot of money for four people. I think 
the town is going to benefit from 
this," he added. 

When asked how many applicants 
for housing the authority has had, 
Keefe said he believes there are 
approximately 200 families and 
between 80 and 90 elderly. 


Selectman Sopper feels pipe 
refurbishing plan is all wet

Selectman Frank Sopper is at odds 
with a plan to refurbish the town’s 
water system, and says too much 
money is being spent on engineering 
costs for the $3.8 million project. 

Sopper said he believes funds set 
aside for an outside engineering 
firm could be better spent cleaning 
and lining water pipes in town. How f - 
ever, Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer and the remainder of the 
board of selectmen disagree. 

In a 4-1 vote, with Sopper in oppos¬ 
ition, the board supported Maurer’s 
request to sent out the request for 
proposals (RFP). 

Maurer said it is necessary to get 
the RFPs out to engineering firms 
this week. “If we don’t forward this 
out shortly, we’re not going to be 
able to complete work within this 
construction season,” said Maurer. 

Maurer provided an update on the 
water program to Selectmen Mon¬ 
day night. According to Maurer, the 
RFP has been prepared and is ready 
for submission to engineering firms. 
Maurer said the town has been given 
a figure of $709,000 for engineering 
costs from Weston and Sampson, the 
firm which originally completed a 
review and proposal for the town’s 
water system. 

Maurer said the RFP’s will be sent 
out to 10 engineering firms to culti¬ 
vate estimates for similar work 
from firms other than Weston and 
Sampson. While the majority of 
selectmen supported the plan, Sop¬ 
per said he did not favor the plan as 
presented. 

Sopper said he “got this terrible 
feeling” when he received Maurer’s 
RFP report because it does not focus 
“on the real problem in our water 
system. . .100,000 feet of unlined 
cast-iron pipe," said Sopper. He 
added that he believes the engineer¬ 
ing work could be done by the town’s 
engineering department. Sopper 
said allocating funds for engineering 
will reduce the amount of cleaning 
and lining of pipes the town 
undertakes. 

Sopper said, “My fear is that, 
whatever they don’t have for those 
programs will come out of the $2.7 
million” which has been allocated 
for cleaning and lining and replace¬ 
ment of pipes. By having the town’s 
engineering department do the work 
and the water department perform 
the inspections, Sopper estimated 
the town could save $300,000 to 
$400,000. 

“Why are we going to pay some¬ 
one to take those records (from the 
engineering department), go back to 
their office, copy them and hand 
them back to us?” asked Sopper. 
“Let them (town engineering 
department) do what they did in the 
past and let us start cleaning and 
lining. The public wants their pipes 
cleaned and lined." 

The $709,000 includes aerial photo¬ 
graphy, mapping, bidding services, 
construction administration, resi¬ 
dents inspection, a computer svstem

and treatability study. Sopper said 
he feels that number is short, since it 
does not include such figures as the 
cost of computer installation. 

Sopper said aerial photography 
and computer system were not 
incorporated into the original plan, 
and will ultimately cost the town an 
additional $400,000. 

Selectman Chairman Robert 
Deering said the plan for an outside 
engineer was incorporated into the 
proposal approved by Town Meet¬ 
ing. “The scope and requirement 
goes beyond the capabilities of our 
own engineering and water depart¬ 
ments," said Deering. 

“I have no problem with the 
request going out as it is,” said 
Deering. Deering said the engineer¬ 
ing costs will not take away funds 
earmarked for cleaning and lining. 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt dis¬ 
agreed with Sopper’s view that the 
engineering work is unnecessary as 
well. “I think it would be absolutely 
foolhardy to do a job this size with¬ 
out engineering services,” he said. 
Schmitt said he supported the RFP 
as Maurer presented it. 

In response to Soppers comments 
on reductions in the proposed work, 
Schmitt said, “I guarantee we’re 
going to do at least 55,000 feet (clean¬ 
ing and lining) if not more.” 


Phase one of the project will 
address problems in the north end of 
town “where most of the concerns 
were raised by Town Meeting mem¬ 
bers,” said Maurer. Residents of 
Precinct 8 in particular voiced con¬ 
cern last year ‘about poor water 
quality and inadequate water pres¬ 
sure in their neighborhoods. 

Maurer noted that engineering 
costs will go toward completing 
work which can be used in phases 
two and three as well. 

Selectmen Judith Muggia said the 
project “culminates a totally sensi¬ 
ble proposal." Muggia asked that 
the board “fulfill the expectations of 
the town and get into the ground this 
summer.”

The volunteers and junior volun¬ 
teers get to know patients and talk 
with them, thus making them feel 
someone cares. 

According to Marie Johnson, 
director of volunteer services, the 
volunteers get a satisfaction out of 
their work by knowing they are 
doing something for others. 

The volunteer program started 
when the hospital first opened and 
the junior volunteer program began 
about 30 years ago. 

“If junior volunteers plan on going 
into health-related fields, this is 
great experience,” Johnson noted. 

The duties include directly helping 
the staff and patients, as well as 
delivering medical supplies, charts, 
and prescriptions from the pharma¬ 


cy. The volunteers work in all parts 
of the hospital. 

“The presence of the volunteers 
provides an atmosphere in the hospi¬ 
tal because they want to help and 
they care,” said Johnson. 

Junior volunteers receive a gold 
pin after 50 hours of volunteer work 
and there is an opportunity for 
senior high school students to apply 
for a grant. Through the grant, 
selected students receive $300. The 


program was initiated two years ago 
for junior volunteers who put in 200 
hours or more of volunteer time. In 
addition, Johnson submits an annual 
report of the volunteers’ work to the 
principals of the schools to be 
entered on the students’ transcripts. 

Johnson hopes more people will 
decide to help out at the hospital and 
become volunteers. 

“The satisfaction of volunteering 
and helping someone else is incredi¬ 
ble,” she said.

Gazing out across the Mill Pond 
on a recent bone-chilling after- 
! noon, we marvelled at the wild 
ducks swimming in the open 
channel under Mount Vernon 
Street Bridge and decided to 
inquire as to the welfare of our 
absent town ducks. 

Dick Tofuri of the D.P.W.. and 
Winchester’s veritable “admiral 
! of the fleet,” assured that all are 
I getting fat and lazy at their vaca- 
I lion retreat in Woburn. The fleet 
I now numbers 17 Peking Ducks 
and 24 mixed Toulouse and White 
China Geese. 

Dick related how he and his 
men, as the days shorten in late 
autumn, build a temporary snow 
fence at one end of Mill Pond and 
feed the waterfowl there for a 
time to get their confidence — 
and then sweep in. If all goes 
well, the ducks are penned and 
taken to the Woburn farm of a 
generous town employee. Board 
for these web-footed town celebri¬ 
ties is minimal — grain all wint¬ 
er, and perhaps bedding. 

He said our ducks probably 
would survive a winter outside in 
the pond — except for the great 
danger of freezing in the ice as it 
advances across the water. 

During the annual roundup, a 
rebel or two sometimes does not 
take kindly to leaving the safe 
harbor of Mill Pond — and in 
efforts to escape the wiley 
D.P.W. crew, navigates the Main 
Street waterfall into the placid 
waters beside the post office, and 
beyond. 

One recent refugee managed to 
evade all effort at capture and 
made a beeline for the Arlington 
side of the Mystic Lakes. 

Only with the backup of a pow¬ 
er boat and a net was the recalcit-

ously dispatched to Woburn with 
its more docile brethcren. 

Unlike the F.B.I., Winchester’s 
D.P.W. does not always, so to 
speak, get its duck, and we under 
stand delighted residents of Med¬ 
ford have often granted asylum 
to one or more fugitives who 
escaped completely and set up 
housekeeping at Mystic Dam. 

Taste in lifestyle aside, one 
hopes they are living happily 
ever after! 

Old timers will recall Dorothy 
Lord, formerly of the Star office, 
treating the ducks in high style at 
her North Woburn farm for many 
a winter. 

In earlier days, the Mill Pond 
island was an interesting place 
with its rustic bridge, benches 
under the big, old willows, and an 
uncharacteristic ramshackle 
wire pen where the ducks congre¬ 
gated all season. 

If memory serves, the town 
had, at various times, white 
swans among the ducks and 
geese, and in the late 1940s the 
Rotary Club donated a pair of 
black swans to the town. 

Recently, one local wag sug¬ 
gested getting some new swans 
which might, in protecting their 
territory, go after the Canada 
Geese which lately have been 
making a Pate de Foie Gras of 
the expensive new sod surround¬ 
ing Town Hall. 

Annually, on the certain late 
April day when the air freshens, 
and we note with pleasure the 
return of the ducks to the pond, 
Dick Tofuri and crew can well sit 
back with satisfaction — for this 
is Winchester’s supreme trade¬ 
mark — sparkling pond, serene 
ducks, and majestic Town Hall — 
a never changing comfort, and 
ever a subject for the artist in us 
all. 


BEACON HILL ROLL CALL 


Volume 15 — Report No. 3 
Massachusetts House and Senate 
January 27, 1989 

The House and Senate. “Beacon Hill 
Roll Call” records local representa¬ 
tives’ votes on five roll calls from the 
House debate on proposed changes. 
There have been no roll calls in the 
Senate. 

Orders (II 1500) — House 114-34, 
rejected an amendment striking a 
proposed rules change which would 
require unanimous consent for the 
House to vote on any order or resolu¬ 
tion introduced outside the daily 
House calendar. Amendment sup¬ 
porters said this rules change would 
in effect eliminate the opportunity to 
suspend rules to allow votes on con¬ 
troversial matters of immediate 
importance. They cited past votes on 
03 consultants, health care, rever¬ 
sions and lottery funds. Opponents 
said the rules change will close a 
loophole which Republicans have 
used to force votes on non-binding 
orders designed to waste time and 
embarrass the Governor. 

A “Yea” vote is against unanim¬ 
ous consent. A “Nay vote is for 
requiring unanimous consent. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
no. 

Fiscal Note ( II 1500) — House 116-32, 
rejected an amendment striking the 
section requiring a fiscal note by the 


House Ways and Means Committee 
on any bill costing in excess of 
$100,000. The amendment would 
require a fiscal note, indicating the 
price tag of any bill costing any 
amount of money. Amendment sup¬ 
porters said estimated costs are 
important even if they are under 
$100,000. Opponents said the $100,000 
minimum has worked well and 
should not be changed. 

A “Yea” vote is for requiring the 
fiscal note. A “Nay” vote is against 
requiring it. 

Casey voted no. 

Roll Calls (H 1500) — House 121-26, 
rejected an amendment requiring 
that the roll call votes of House 
committees be kept in the office of 
the House Clerk rather than in the 
committee’s office. Amendment 
supporters said this will make these 
important records more accessible. 
Opponents said there have been no 
complaints about records access 
and claimed the amendment would 
result in an additional burden for the 
House Clerk. 

A “Yea” vote is for the amend¬ 
ment. A “Nay” vote is against it. 

Casey voted no. 

Previous Question (II 1500) — House 
121-27, rejected an amendment strik¬ 
ing a section allowing a motion to

Precinct 8 has its 
share of housing, 
says Dewald 

TO THE EDITOR: 

This past spring, the Board of 
Selectmen applied to the state for 
more “red brick money” for another 
phase of “antiquing” the town cen¬ 
ter. At about the same time, the 
Winchester Housing Authority sent 
a proposal to the state (EOCD) 
applying for 12 units of 705 (state- 
subsidized) family housing. Of 
course, we were told at a housing 
authority meeting that there is no 
connection between the request for 
subsidized housing and more 
unneeded red bricks. 

A few years ago, public hearings 
were held concerning state spon¬ 
sored housing (surely not attended 
by a majority of the present 
Winchester Housing Authority), and 
there seems to have been a consen¬ 
sus that the 705 housing would be 
scattered-site, consistent with cur¬ 


rent zoning and impacting all neigh¬ 
borhoods and precincts equally. 

However, the housing authority, 
totally disregarding the electorate, 
applied for and received tentative 
approval for funding of 12 units of 
705 housing on a single site. Unfortu¬ 
nately, I cannot recall any elected 
town official, including members of 
the Winchester Housing Authority, 
the Board of Selectmen, or the 
Planning Board, who campaigned 
advocating the construction of 12 
units of subsidized housing on any 
one site. Even Selectman Schmitt in 
his election propaganda wrote, “I 
think it terribly important that 
Winchester never again need to 
sacrifice open land to satisfy state 
agreements.” (Daily Times Chroni¬ 
cle, Tuesday, March 24, 1987) It 
appears to me that a radical change 
in the town’s housing policy is taking 
place in a very subtle way without 
any input from the electorate. 

Very recently, Governor Dukakis 
proposed major new taxes, and 
there were articles in both local 
papers concerning the seriousness 
of our budget deficits in town. At the 
same time we learned that the 
Winchester Housing Authority 
obtained a $7,500 grant from the 
state (EOCD) for the hiring of 
consultants, who have now been 
hired, for the purpose of finding a 
“suitable” site for the proposed 12- 
unit subsidized housing project. 
Clearly, the citizens and officials of 
this town know what land is avail¬ 
able better than any outsider, and to 
hire some outsider to tell us what to 
do with our own land is absolutely 
ridiculous. This is just one more 
example of our tax money (both 
local and state) being foolishly 
wasted. 

Surely, the site for the 12 units was 
determined in some closed meeting 
months ago; that is, before the 
original application for the housing 
was submitted to the state. I predict 
that the wetlands in Precinct 8 will 
be the only suitable site recom¬ 
mended by the high-priced consul¬ 
tants. How else could it be, if the 
consultants want to get paid? Pre¬ 
cinct 8 already has its share of 705 
housing, and I urge every fair- 
minded citizen of the town to resist 
the ghettoization of any neighbor¬ 
hood or precinct. A policy of placing 
12 units of subsidized housing on a 
single site must have the approval of 
the electorate, and therefore, it 
must be a campaign issue of the 
highest priority.

This week 
in history 

25 years ago: 1964 

The Winchester Fire and Police 
Department asked the Town to 
accept a new State Act that would 
establish a “minimum annual com¬ 
pensation” through two separate 
articles. The fire and police depart¬ 
ments were asking for a $6,300 mini¬ 
mum salary as opposed to the for¬ 
mer $5,628 per year minimum. 

The Winlon Club’s Cabaret, a 
show performed annually by the 
local troupe, had just received their 
reviews for yet another year. The 
show was a big hit according to 
first-night audiences and a Winches¬ 
ter Star critic. 

A special panel of the Noonan 
School Parents Association met to 
discuss the adequacy of the school 
buildings at the present time. They 
also discussed what revisions could 
be made to accommodate more stu¬ 
dents in the future. 

The Personnel Board was plan¬ 
ning to recommend to Town Meeting 
members not to make any general 
across-the-board increases to town 
employees’ salaries this year. It was 
the first time that the Personnel 
Board had not recommended an all 
encompassing increase of a flat per¬ 
centage in employees’ salaries. This 
flat percentage had, in the past, 
accounted for the cost of living index 
and inflation factors. 

15 years ago: 1974 

Winchester officials took charge of 
the runaway panic of buying gaso¬ 
line in town. Restrictions placed on 
gasoline sales imposed by Governor 
Francis Sargent would not solve the 
fuel shortage, according to Select¬ 
man Arthur Dunbar. Meetings with 
local filling station managers were 
scheduled by selectmen to deal with 
the crisis on a local level. 

A two-alarm blaze at a residence 
on Clearwater Road drew firefigh¬ 
ters from both Medford and 
Winchester. An estimated $40,000 
worth in damage was reported. The 
cause of the fire was believed to he a 
defective fireplace chimney. 

A collective bargaining agree¬ 
ment was reached at the J.H. Winn. 
Inc. on Washington Street in 
Winchester. 

10 years ago: 1979 

School Committee members 
approved $200,000 in budget cuts for 
fiscal year 1980. The Finance Com¬ 
mittee had recently recommended 
cuts for the schools which included

Back in the old days, when men 
wore hats and guys like Jack Webb 
ruled the airwaves, barking orders 
out of the sides of their mouths to 
craven lots of gibbering criminals, I 
had a lovely teacher for high school 
English. 

Miss Haynes, as we shall call her 
here, wore ruffles at the throat, and 
brooches on her considerable front, 
and drilled us all in what she called 
“Poytry,” especially the more musi¬ 
cal kind that snapped shut every 
four lines or so with neat little rhym¬ 
ing couplets. 

She made us read the standard 
high sehool fare, a book a week it, 
seems, from (he 19th century, long 
dry doozies like “Silas Marner” and

week, she made us write Themes, 
which I did with relish, concocting 
long florid essays filled with words 
of many syllables on topics like 
“Life,” and “Truth,” and “Hamlet 
and The Courage to Act,” all filled 


with the most high-tone Latinate 
verbiage. 

When I graduated from high 
school, Miss Haynes wrote in my 
yearbook, “Best Wishes and I Hope 
You Do Write.” 

But writing then was far in my 
future. That September, I stored the 
yearbook, packed my Latin diction¬ 
ary, my collection of frosted lip¬ 
sticks and all the bright and hopeful 
dramas I’d invented for college 
applications, and took myself off to 
the campus. 

There, it turned out, the century 
had turned; and the books we read 
there had far less of the flavor of 
Victorian highthought. 

Senior year in college, I wrote an 
honors thesis first semester, bring¬ 
ing to my adviser each week bits of 
chapters, segments by segment, as I 
composed them. A dry and famous 
gentleman, wreathed in smoke like 
Mount Sinai, he’d smile in a pained 
sort of way as he read what I wrote, 
gesture with the stem of his pipe to

this or that phrase and ask, “What 
are you trying to say here?” 

Haltingly, I’d try to tell him. 

"Then why don’t you say it?” he d 
reply, returning the pipe to his 
mouth. 

After four straight months of this 
sort of word-by-word tutoring, I 
finally got the message. 

And the message was, Keep it 
Simple. When In Doubt, Cut It Out. 
Purge your prose of the merely 
ornamental and what that man 
called the hifalutin. Avoid throat¬ 
clearing, the writer’s tendency to 
draw undue attention to himself. Get 
out of the way and let your story tell 
itself. 

It was a lot to learn. It was a lot to 
unlearn. 

But all the best writing, is really 
the simplest. Of the 275 words Lin¬ 
coln spoke in the Gettysburg 
Address, 196 have just one syllable. 

Likewise, the most familiar words 
are also the best most times. The 
whole Bible contains only 6000 
words, and yet think of their impact. 
The power in a phrase like, "the 
Lord is my shepherd”; “I lift my 


eyes unto the hills”; “now...through 
a glass, darkly; but then, face to 
face.” 

My professor taught me all this, 
and I tried hard to learn it. In the 
end, I became a teacher myself and 
began red-penning the phrases of 
others. To this day, I can’t let a 
sentence go by without giving it a 
thorough frisking for excess 
baggage. 

And it’s funny, 15 years after she 
wrote them, Miss Haynes’ words 
came back to me like a prophecy. I 
read them one day 8 or 9 years ago 
and slapped my head in “I could 
have-had-a-V-8!” style. That was it! 
That’s what I was going to do with 
my life! 

I’m doing it now. “I hope you do 
write,” she’d penned in my year¬ 
book then. I hope I do too, I say to 
myself, facing every deadline. 
Please let me write something one 
more week without failure or inter¬ 
ruption. So far, I’ve been able to. 

I love plain speaking wherever I 
find it. I love this job. And I thank 
God for the teachers who led me to 
it.

Albano concerned 
about cuts to 
elderly services 

State Senator Salvatore K. Albano 
(D-Somerville) recently told a group 
of senior citizens that he is con¬ 
cerned about the future of important 
state and federal elderly service 
programs. Albano’s remarks came 
at a legislative panel discussion 
sponsored by Living Is For the 
Elderly (L.I.F.E) at the Dilboy 
V F W. Post in Somerville. 

When a member of the audience 
asked Albano about the Home Care 
Program for elders, he explained 
that state revenue shortfalls have 
forced program cutbacks affecting 
thousands of sejiior citizens across 
the state. “The state’s budget prob¬ 
lems and a lack of commitment 
from the federal government have 
combined to produce real problems 
in the Home Care Program,” Albano 
said. “At least 2,000 eligible people 
were denied Home Care services 
this past year because of a lack of 
funding,” he added. 

The Home Care Program was 
designed to help senior citizens live 
at home independently. The prog¬ 
ram provides clients with help in 
daily living activities, such as tneal 
preparation, shopping, and 
transportation. 

Albano urged the audience to be 
active in debates over how to main¬ 
tain and improve vital services for 
the elderly. He added that “It is 
important to make government as 
efficient as possible, but we must not 
cut deeply into essential programs 
that satisfy basic human needs.” 

Senator Albano was joined on the 
panel by John O’Neil, Executive 
Director of Somervillc/Cambridge 
Elder Services, State Representa¬ 
tive Joseph K. Mackey (D- 
Somerville), State Senator Michael

Parents had no idea the board was 
considering such a vole. “The reeva¬ 
luation started again without know¬ 
ledge to the parents,” asserted 
Feeney Gater. 

St. Mary’s parents are worried 
about the future of (he school, 
according to the association mem¬ 
ber. “It’s going to be a ripple effect 
Ihroughoul the whole school,” she 
said.

Mary’s School, since there is no 
guarantee of a kindergarten- 
through eighth grade education, 
which for many leads easily into a 
Catholic high school.

similar plans, said he favored 
“some sort of debt override for $1.2 
or $l .3 million, and possibly increase 
some fees” such as iti the recreation 
department or Wildwood Cemetery. 

“I think we have to face the fact 
that there will have to he some sort 
of cuts, there may have to he some 
sort of override, and Town Meeting 
will have to appropriate some 
money from free cash,” said 
Deering. 

Deering noted the town must 
decide which is the most viable solu¬ 
tion to the problem. T believe there 
will he some pain, hut we’re all 
trying to minimize that,” he added. 

Selectman Frank Sopper asked if 
Town Manager W. Chadwick Maur¬ 
er is working on a plan to reduce the 
budget by $2.3 million if an override 
does not receive voter support. He 
said he and the School Deparlment 
are working on such plans. 

“Over the last few years, the town 
has taken a very close look at vari¬ 


ous budgets,” Maurer said. “The 
alleged fat that’s there has been 
striped away.” 

Maurer said the type of cuts that 
must be taken to reduce the budget 
by $2.3 million “involve reductions 
in personnel. That is a real 
possibility.” 

One method to reduce personnel 
would he to eliminate positions 
which are presently vacant. Maurer 
said such reductions would affect 
any department, whether it be 
police, fire or clerical positions. 

“You are taking steps to reduce 
the public service,” he said. “There 
aren’t simple reductions that you’re 
going to make. There are tough 
decisions,” said Maurer. He noted 
that a list is being prepared of reduc¬ 
tions which will he necessary if an 
override is not passed, and will be 
made public 

“No way can we face the task in 
front of us without reducing ser¬ 
vices.” he said. 


Hearing outlines stark 
choices facing town 


future, the major issue facing the 
Town of Winchester is its fiscal prob¬ 
lems as the sources and amounts of 
revenues continue to diminish and 
expenditures continue to rise at a 
level which exceed revenue. 

“The decisions that face our town 
officials and the citizens of Winches¬ 
ter will be difficult ones. Other seri¬ 
ous issues which will arise are the 
appointment of a new’ Town Counsel, 
the second phase of the Woburn Loop 
Disposition, downtown parking, 
affordable housing and renewal of 
Continental Cablevision’s license. 

“The issues facing the Board of 
Selectmen will require, at a mini¬ 
mum, experienced and quality lead¬ 
ership which I have brought to the 
Board over the past three years and 
through your vote on Tuesday, 
March 28 I hope to continue over the 
next three years.”

Haskell noted that at the state 
level, it is recommended that a free 
cash account be equal to 5 percent of 
the total budget. For Winchester, 5 
percent would equal $1.6 million. By 
the end of this fiscal year, that 
account will be drained down to 
approximately $535,000, he said. 

Haskell outlined the options the 
committee sees as viable plans, 
ranging from reducing the budget by 
$2.38 million to a general override 
for $2.4 or $3.8 million. 

Haskell said the problem with a 
general override is that “once you 
do it, it’s done forever.” On the 
positive side, he said it provides 
some flexibility to the budget. 

Debt exclusion is much more 
closely tied to specific projects, such 
as the public safety building. 
Haskell said to exclude all of the 
town’s debt would require support 
on seven ballot questions. 

“Basically, the town is faced with 
some serious issues about the qual¬ 
ity of life, and how much we’re going 
to pay in taxes,” he said. 

Haskell then opened the forum up 
to questions from the public. 

“Is the Finance Committee pre¬ 
pared to remove $2.3 million from 
the budget?” asked resident Lorna 
Tseekares. Tseckares, who served 
on the committee for nine years, 
said residents have not felt the pain 
of service reductions. “One can 
assume they will not believe what 


you are saying,” she said. “And you, 
all of you, will be left holding an 
empty hag. 

Haskell said if selectmen decide to 
put an override on the March ballot, 
his committee will prepare two 
budgets in anticipation of that vote; 
one which takes into account the 
override possibility and one which 
reduces the budget by $2.38 million. 

I le said lists are being prepared by 
both the town manager and school 
department to outline what cuts 
would he made if the town is 
required to make major cuts, and 
will be made public. 

Town Meeting member David 
Mortensen said his frustration in the 
process last year came with the 
selectmen’s decision not to put an 
override question on the ballot with¬ 
out an accompanying explanation of 
where possible reductions in the 
budget could come. 

“it’s important for voters to know 
beforehand w’hat the cuts are going 
to he,” noted one resident. If voters 
knew exactly what programs or 
which teachers would be eliminated, 
they would have a clearer sense of 
the problem, she added. 

Many attendees supported the 
idea that selectmen should put the 
question before the voters. 

“1 think this is going to be an 
important winter and spring, and I 
urge you lo become involved and to 
educate yourselves on these ques- | 
tions,” said Haskell.

The hierarchy of office humor

Yes, they still give ‘‘hotfoots’’ to 
newcomers on the floor of the stock 
exchange! For those of you who 
don’t know what a hotfoot is, it is the 
placing of a match in the sole insert 
of a shoe and lighting that match 
without being noticed by the owner 
of the shoe. What results is a very 
hot foot. 

Playing pranks on each other and 
playing jokes on newcomers, espe¬ 
cially, is a practice condoned by 
most organizations. Being the butt of 
jokes is one of the rites of passage 
newcomers must go through. 
Laughter is the glue of many 
groups; however, even laughter has 
its own hierarchy. 

In a study of humor by Coser et al., 
titled “Laughter Among Col¬ 
leagues’’ (McLean Mental Hospital, 
Belmont, Mass.), it was found that 
the majority of the witticisms were 
made by senior staff members, the 
junior staff made far fewer ones, 
whereas the paramedical staff made 
almost none. What also is relevant 
here is that the most frequent 
targets of the senior staff were 
junior members, whereas the humor 
of the latter was against themselves. 

In the only two cases in which the 
senior members were the targets of 
the juniors, the targets were absent 
from the meetings. Humor 
decreases social distance, but junior- 
members can safely take the initia¬ 
tive to decrease that distance 
through humor only if they use 
themselves as targets. It is a way of 
ingratiating themselves. It also is a 
subtle means of weakening authori¬ 
ty, of “getting in.” 

The issue in not what or rather 
who do we laugh at, but also who 
does most of the laughing? Often the 
widest division between who’s in on 
the joke and who’s left out is that 
between men and women. Both sex¬ 
es don’t necessarily find the same 
things funny. 

In our culture, a woman who has a 
good sense of humor is one who 
laughs (but not too loudly) when a 
man makes a joke. A man who has a 


good sense of humor is one who tells 
good jokes. The man provides, the 
woman receives. Thus, at the hospi¬ 
tal meetings, men made 99 out of the 
103 witticisms recorded, but women 
often laughed harder. 

Junior members have a role very 
similar to that of women in our 
culture — they are supposed to learn 
and to accept the superiority of the 
senior members. 

That laughter is good for your 
health has been proved by Norman 
Cousins, who cured himself of an 
illness through the use of humor. He 
watched old Buster Keaton and 
Charlie Chaplin movies. Laughter as 
a tension reliever is something we 


all have experienced. How to use it 
constructively at work can be a 
worthwhile challenge. 

One idea is to have a large bulletin 
board where the employees can 
bring cartoons or jokes to pin on the 
hoard. Anonymous fun-poking at 
bosses can be quite revealing (to the 
bosses). Keeping a small part of 
even serious meetings lighthearted 
will allow people to relax for a 
moment and get back to the task at 
hand with renewed energy. A good 
laugh even can be equivalent to a 
coffee break. 

People work best in an atmo¬ 
sphere where, although it is mostly 
work, there also is room for play, 


where there are both challenges and 
relaxing moments, involvement 
with the task as well as an opportuni¬ 
ty for personal time with co¬ 
workers. People who can laugh 
together stay together. 

Although kidding can be fun, one 
must be watchful that it is never at 
the expense of another person or 
group.

Italian etchings at Museum of Fine Arts 


The Museum of Fine Arts, Boston 
presents Italian Etchers of the 
Renaissance and Baroque, a loan 
exhibition which surveys the role of 
etching in Italy from about 1,520 to 
1,700. The unprecedented exhibition 
will consist of 135 prints, seven 
drawings, and nine books illustrated 
with prints selected from public and 
private collections in the U.S. and 
Europe, featuring the prints of such 
well-known Italian artists as Parmi¬ 
gianino, Federico Barocci, Annibale 
Carracci, Stefano della Bella und 
Salvatore Rosa. The exhibition is on 
view at the Museum of Fine Arts, 
Boston, through April 2, and then 
travels to the Cleveland Museum of 
Art and the National Gallery of Art, 
Washington. 

According to Sue Welsh Reed, co¬ 
curator of Italian Etchers and Asso¬ 
ciate Curator in the Department of 
Prints, Drawings and Photographs, 
at the Museum of Fine Arts, Boston, 
“It seems extraordinary that paint¬ 
ings and drawings by many of these 


same artists are well known and 
have been published and exhibited 
many times, and yet their etchings 
have been virtually neglected, 
unknown even to specialists. The 
etching medium enabled Italian 
painters to draw freely and sponta¬ 
neously on a copper plate, in order to 
create original works of art that 
could be shared by many. The prints 
are as individual and as expressive 
of the artists’ personalities as are 
their drawings, some of which will 
be included in the exhibition for 
comparative purposes.” 

Richard Wallace, co-curator of the 
exhibition and Professor of Art at 
Wellesley College, “The exhibition 
investigates the close parallels 
between the evolution of Italian 
etching and the major stylistic deve¬ 
lopments in Italian Mannerist and 
Baroque art, including the shift from 
the linear to the painterly, and the 
growth of the artists’ fascination 
with expressive effects of illumina¬ 
tion. Among the subjects examined 


are the development of etching as a 
medium, where and when innova¬ 
tions in technique occured, and the 
differences between printmaking 
centers such as Venice, Bologna and 
Rome. We have also explored, and 
sought to explain, why Italian etch¬ 
ings of this period differ so much in 
appearance from their German and 
Netherlandish counterparts. Italian 
etchers did not tend to seek the crisp 
blacks and whites of Durer or 
Rembrandt, but rather moved tow¬ 
ards grayer tonalities.” 

The first major Italian painter to 
etch was Parmigianino, influential 
Mannerist painter and prolific 
draftsman. He recognized immedi 
ately that the etching technique by 
its very nature permitted a free and 
sketchy handling of line and he 
exploited those characteristics to 
create some of the most original 
etchings ever produced, graceful in 
design and vibrant with light. Par 
migianino’s innovative approach set 
the tone for Italian etching for the 


next 200 years. Prints by close fol¬ 
lowers of the School of Fontaine¬ 
bleau illustrate the great influence 
of Parmigianino’s prinLs. 

Among the other important, origi¬ 
nal and influential etchers featured 
in Italian Etchers are Guido Reni, 
Josepe de Ribera, G.B. Castiglione, 
Pietro Testa, Palma Giovane, 
Claude Lorrain, Jacques Callot, and 
Luca Giordano. Although only one 
etching in the exhibition is attri¬ 
buted to Caravaggio, his distinct 
influence on printmaking is repre¬ 
sented in the works of Orazio Bor- 
gianni, Giovanni Battista Mercati 
and others. 

The etchings selected for Italian 
Etchers cover a wide range of sub¬ 
ject matter. While religious images 
dominate, prints in Italian Etchers 
also treat topics of mythology, his¬ 
tory, portraiture, theatre, ceremo¬ 
nies, festivals, architecture, engi¬ 
neering, hunting, fantasy, legend,

Abram has woodworking show 


Master carpenter Norm Abram, 
who for 10 years has helped guide 
intrepid do-it-yourselfers through 
home renovation projects on This 
Old House, now will show viewers 
how to build simple, elegant furni¬

Christian Science 
group hosts guest 
speaker Nola Cook 

In times of distress, is prayer only 
a last resort? This is the question 
asked by visiting lecturer Nola A. 
Cook of Cleveland in a free lecture 
Feb. 5. 

A Christian Scientist who has lec¬ 
tured internationally during the past 
few years, Cook will present a public 
talk on the subject, Prayer: The 
Last Report or the First?” at 3 p.m. 
on Feb. 5 at the Jenks Senior Center. 
The talk is sponsored by the mem¬ 
bers of the Christian Science Church 
in Winchester, and is open to all. 

Ron Barton of 20 Leslie Rd.. will 
introduce Cook. Jodi Friborg of 7

“Most people, even those who 
don’t consider themselves particu¬ 
larly religious, turn to prayer during 
a time of severe crisis, and as the 
last resort,” Cook says. But the 
Bible, she adds, points to the prom¬ 
ise that we can utilize prayer as a 
first resort in dealing with every 
type of problem we may face. 

The speaker says that, in her long 
experience as a public practitioner 
of Christian Science, she has seen 
over and over that prayer not only 
solves human relations challenges, 
fear of being alone, and other com¬ 
mon problems, but also heals physi¬ 
cal ailments. She cites a number of 
healings from the Bible and from 
her own life to illustrate her points. 

In her lecture on Sunday after¬ 
noon, Cook wil explain what her 
years of service in the spiritual heal¬ 
ing ministry have taught her about 
the power of prayer.

In 
the book of James in the Bible, she 
found the instruction, “Ye ask, and 
receive not, because ye ask 
amiss...” 

To illustrate how prayer, as taught 
in Christian Science, affects lives, 
the lecturer refers to several exam¬ 
ples of problems that have been 
faced and overcome through prayer. 
She will tell how a condition diag¬ 
nosed by doctors as terminal was 
healed wholly through reliance on 
spritual means, and how prayer 
brought an immediate answer to a 
person who was faced with a rob¬ 
bery at gunpoint.

Fatigue can be banished

Some people are up and beginning 
the activities of the day before the 
first crow of the cock. Others don’t 
stir until the work-a-day world has 
been turning the wheels of industry 
for several hours. The internal body 
clock determines individual energy 
peaks and for some, the jet lag 
feeling persists without ever having 
left the ground. 

“Several things can trigger the 
body enzymes for action,’’ says 
Charles Ehret, Ph.D., senior scien¬ 
tist in neurobehavioral chronobiolo- 
gy at the Argonne National Laborat¬ 
ory. Sunlight, high protein meals, 
strenuous activity, and even caf¬ 
feine stimulate the enzymes to 
action. On the other hand, carbohy¬ 


drates motivate the sleep phase. 

It is important to give attention to 
these cues in resetting the body 
clock so that it ticks all day. Exer¬ 
cise between 8 a m. and 5 p.m. 
rather than later in the evening. Eat 
two-thirds of your daily protein at 
breakfast or lunch rather than at the 
dinner hour. Pass up the evening 
coffee in order to unwind at night. 
Dr. Ehret advises eating most of the 
daily carbohydrates for supper. 

Dr. D.W. Edington, Ph.D., direc¬ 
tor of the University of Michigan 
Fitness Research Center, states that 
the sedentary body has to work 
harder because the heart and lungs 
are less efficient and poor circula¬ 
tion deprives various body tissues of 
oxygen. Thus, muscle deterioration 
takes place. 

The body burns fewer calories and 


the pounds pile up causing a feeling 
of sluggishness. To rev up your 
engines from a day of inactivity, 
take a ten mile walk. Have an exer¬ 
cise break of a few minutes and the 
grogginess disappears. Breaking 
stride dissipates the “drowsiness” 
and body fatigue which is a disabling 
malady. M.F. Graham, M.D. says 
that “fatigue is a robber of achieve¬ 
ment, a pilferer of potential, and it 
has no peers.” 

Stress and tension are prime sus¬ 
pects that cause fatigue. Stress gets 
the adrenaline pumping, and the 
heart beating faster. Muscles tight¬ 
en and the mind is poised for action. 
Today we do not have to run from 
wild beasts so tension builds up 
resulting in chronic fatigue.

The Armenia Cultural Foundation 
hosted a reception for the nine- 
member Sister City trade and busi¬ 
ness delegation from Yerevan, 
Armenia, on Tuesday evening, Jan.

CAR CARE CORNER

What cleans your home 
carpets, cleans your car's. 
That includes virtually any of 
the spray-on/bristle brush/ 
rub-on foam carpet sham¬ 
poos. Before or after 
vacuuming (most experts 
say before), car carpeting 
should be rid of spots. Use 
a prespotting household 
cleaner. Follow this with a 
detergent wash. Then use a 
rug shampoo. If what’s on 
the carpet is grease, tar, or 
the like, use a solvent type 
cleaner. If road-salted snow 
or slush has whitened or 
greyed the carpet, then 
brush away what snow and 
slush you can. Vacuum up 
what remains. If the stain 
persists, it can often be 
removed with a carefully ap¬ 
plied saltwater solution. (1 
cup of table salt to 2 quart 
of water.)

Big Ben is back

Winchester’s Paul Calantropo has 
been hovering 12 stories above the 
! ground at Boston’s South Station, 
} ; completing a task not many people 
could even attempt. 

A clockmaker, Calantropo has 
repaired and reinstalled the massive 
; timepiece at the transit station, a 
clock that many Bostonians boast as 
their own version of “Big Ben.” 

.' Calantropo is one of the few people 
in the United States who has the 
ability to repair such a clock, which 
\vas originally manufactured back 
; ip 1895 by the Howard Watch and 
Clock factory. The clock was 
installed at South Station just three 
years later in 1898. 

According to Calantropo, the 
weight used to run the clock totals 
about one ton and the length of the 
pendulum is an unusually long 20 
feet. As for the conditions he had to 
worked in, Calantropo describes 
them as “fairly adverse.” 

! “Every time a train comes in, the 
whole building shakes,” he said in a 
•recent interview. 

Calantropo used a special rigging 
system in order to replace the cables 
•and pulleys of the system. Lifelines 
were used, enabling him to hang 
over a gantry, or bridge, which was 
suspended in the air. 

1 What did Calantropo’s wife think 
about all of this? “She doesn’t 
mind,” he joked. “We’ve got plenty 
of life insurance." 

Because the Howard Watch and 
Clock Company is no longer in oper¬ 
ation, the architects of the South 
Station renovation project were 
'unsure what to do about the clock. 
However, architect and Winchester 
resident John Symonds recom¬ 
mended Calantropo to overhaul the 
Clock, and get it ticking again. 

• All of the replacement parts had to 
be handmade and installed. In addi¬ 
tion, although the clock has received 
virtually no maintenance over the 
last 20 years, Calantropo said he is 
confident the clock will run now for 
another 100 years. 

“Howard Clocks generally will go 
for a long time,” he added. 

Calantropo had to bone up on some 
of the theories relating to how the 
. mechanism works before he actual¬ 
ly began work on the ticker.

As the deadline approaches for 
non-incumbents to file nomination 
papers in the Town Clerk’s office, 
townwide elections are for the most 
part shaping up as no-contests. 

In only two races are incumbents 
being challenged — selectmen and 
assessors. Residents interested in 
running for office have until Feb. 10 
at 5 p.m. to take out nomination 
papers. Papers must be returned to 
the Town Clerk’s office by Feb. 14. 

When asked how this election com¬ 
pares to past elections, Town Clerk 
Carolyn Ward said, “It’s slower than 
I would have expected judging from 
the fiscal predicament the town is 
in.” 

However, Ward expressed optim¬ 
ism about the race, and cited the 


large number of calls she has 
received from citizens inquiring 
about obtaining election papers. 

For selectmen, both incumbents 
Francis P. Sopper and Robert F. 
Peering, are seeking for re-election. 
They are being challenged for a seat 
by Cynthia A. Krumme. 

For assessor, only one incumbent, 
David P. Errico, is up for re- 
election. Errico is being challenged 
by George L. Anderson. Mark A. 
Lombardi has taken out nomination 
papers for a one-year seat on the 
board vacated by the resignation of 
member Francis X. Mahoney. 

John J. Sullivan is up for re- 
election for moderator and is run 
ning unopposed for the one-year 
seat. 

For the Board of Health, the sole 
incumbent Dr. Warren J. Taylor is 


running for re-election unopposed. 

Daniel T. Chane is running for 
re-election as a Planning Board 
member. Edward T. Rodrigez is 
running for a two-year seat on the 
board vacated by the resignation of 
member Judith Wiegand. 

Two members of the School Com¬ 
mittee, Michael K Ronayne and 
Alice O. McCarter, are also up for 
re-election. Both are running 
unopposed. 

Incumbents Anne K Nevins and 
Ernest A Phillips Jr. are running 
unchallenged for their seats as 
library trustees 

John F. Looney Jr. is running 
unopposed for his seat as New Eng¬ 
land Metropolitan Regional Voca¬ 
tional School representative.

The joint was jumping with the 
sounds of enthusiastic clapping 
as McCall Junior High School 
eighth-graders put their hands 
together to keep the rhythm of a 
soulful rendition of “I Will Not Be 
Moved.” 

Sponsored by the McCall 
Enrichment Committee and per¬ 
formed by the Boston Arts Group, 
the production of "Langston 
Hughes: Dreamkeeper” was an 
inspiring look at the life of one of 
the most recognized authors and 
poets of the common black exper¬ 
ience in contemporary time. 

McCall Principal Evander 
French introduced the Feb. G 
program to students, citing the 
impact of Martin Luther King 
and the importance of the celeb¬ 
ration of Black Awareness Month 
in February. 

French said the program would 
help students, “recognize his 
(Hughes’) contribution to our 
society and to recognize the con¬ 
tribution of black Americans.” 

The play consisted of a series of 
vignettes, chronicling Hughes’ 
life from his birth in Missouri in 


1902, to his life in Mexico with his 
father and his struggles at Col¬ 
umbia University as one of the 
few black students. 

The play also covers the time 
he spent in Harlem, where he 
rejoiced in the brotherhood he 
found there and took inspiration 
for many of his short stories. In a 


striking irony however, Hughes 
found as he journeyed to Africa 
on a trading ship worker that 
Africans referred to the Ameri¬ 
can Hughes as “white.” 

The 50-minute production fea¬ 
tured four actors, Bill Farrier, 
Diana Benson, Judy Porter and 
Eddy Murphy. Murphy lead the 
cast as Hughes, narrating the 
events and bringing the charac¬ 


ter to life. Each of the other 
actors took on a variety of per¬ 
sonalities in Hughes’ life. 

In a masterful production, 
McCall students got a taste of the 
tremendous prejudice and rac¬ 
ism in America in the earlier part 
of this century. In addition, they 
got a view of what it took to fight 


these prejudices and of the people 
who started the wheels of change 
in motion. 

Porter added music of the era 
on piano and actors interspersed 
emotional readings of Hughes’ 
poetry and stories throughout the 
play, tying his life and his work 
together.

Selectmen may balk at Fin Com proposal

Finance Committee members 
favor placing a $3.8-million override 
of Proposition 2'^ on the March 28 
ballot, but selectmen seem reluctan- 
tartf to follow their advice.

their current levels while dealing 
directly with the $2.3-million deficit 
projected for fiscal 1990.

The Finance Committee appeared 
before selectmen in full force Mon¬ 
day night to voice support for the 
proposal.

Winter Pond water is still contaminated

Contamination that closed Winter 
Pond in the beginning of January 
was not the first case caused by 
defective equipment at a nearby 
pumping station, but the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works (DPW) hopes 
it will be the last. 

According to Conservation Com¬ 
mission member Jerome Cura, 
problems at Winter Pond came into 
the limelight when an abutter to the 
pond notified the commission of sew¬ 
age draining into the pond last 
December. At that time, Conserva¬ 
tion Commissioner Elaine Vreeland 
contacted DPW officials who said 
they were aware of the problem and 
working toward a resolution, said 
Cura. 

Cura said he in turn spoke with 
Board of Health Member Dr. Ste¬ 


phen Black-Schaffer, at which time 
testing began. 

The pond, which lies in the area of 
Woodside Road, Dartmouth Street 
and Pond Street, was found to be 
contaminated with coliform bacter¬ 
ia, which health officials contend is 
the result of sewage dumping. 

On Jan. 5, Winter Pond was closed 
to ice skaters and other residents by 
the Board of Health. Signs were 
posted which warned skaters of pos¬ 
sible danger until further testing 
could be completed. 

However, Woodside Road resident 
Althea Shirley contends the practice 
of dumping into the pond “has been 
going on since the early 1960s.” 

Shirley noted that each time the 
Board of Health became aware of 
the problem, they acted on it. How¬ 
ever, she said the DPW has not been 
as cooperative. Shirley said last 
week that the sewage is drained into 


the pond at least a few times a 
month, which she charges is illegal. 

“When the sewers are overloaded, 
the pumping station switches the 
sewage into a storm drain which 
runs into the pond,” said Shirley. 

When the pond was first closed to 
skaters in early January, Edward 
Grant, operations manager of the 
DPW’s water and sewer division, 
told the Star the problem stemmed 
from a sewage pumping station on 
Woodside Road that was being 
repaired. An overload of sewage 
forced the DPW to avert the flow 
into the pond, otherwise the sewage 
would have backed up into peoples’ 
homes. 

Cura noted that the Conservation 
Commission has jurisdiction over 
the waterways in Winchester, and 
when they were first notified of the 
occurrence in December, they fol¬ 
lowed steps to rectify the situation. 


He added that the commission quer¬ 
ies the DPW on its progress on a 
weekly basis. As of Jan. 30, the 
problem had not yet been resolved, 
said Cura. 

Robert Morin, acting director (Jf 
the DPW told the Star last week that 
rehabilitation of the pumping station 
was underway and that trouble with 
the sensors in the stations had been 
causing the problems and wert* 
being replaced. 

“We’ve been checking (the sys¬ 
tem) twice daily to make sure it’s.' 
running and cleaning,” said Morin. • 

He also noted that the problem of. 
the sewage being averted into Wint¬ 
er Pond was an emergency measure 
that took place only when the station 
was overloaded, but could not sa.y 
how many times such an overload 
had happened in the past. The situa¬ 
tion was “under control” and “not a 
regular occurrence,” said Morin.

! As for Town Meeting members, in 
Precinct 1, seven incumbent candi¬ 
dates and six new candidates are 
running for eight three-year seats. 
In Precinct 2, five incumbents and 
eight new candidates are running for 
eight three-year seats at Town Meet¬ 
ing. Also in Precinct 2, three one- 
year seats are available and are 
being contested by five candidates. 

; In Precinct 3, six incumbents and 
five new candidates are vying for 
gight three-year seats. Also, a one- 
year seat is open and is being con¬ 
tested by two candidates. 

• In Precinct 4, eight incumbents 
and four new candidates will try for 
eight three-year seats at Town 
Meeting. 

Candidate turnout for Precinct 5 is 
particularly low, according to Town 
Clerk Carolyn Ward. Only four 
incumbents and three new candi¬ 
dates have pulled papers for the 
eight three-year seats.

“It looks very complicated when 
compared to normal clocks. There 
are six arms that spin around. It 
makes a real racket,’’ he said. 

When asked if he had any unnerv¬ 
ing experiences to relate, he said, 
“Thank goodness, nothing crazy has 
happened. It is exciting to work on 
that escapement. (The part of the 
clock that keeps time, and powers 
the clock.) It’s the same escape¬ 
ment as in (London’s) Big Ben.’’ 

Calantropo said it took two days to 
remove the clock, and will take two 
more days to reinstall it. Although 
one might think a small army would 
be needed in order to move the 
clock, Calantropo has had the assis¬ 
tance of three friends, State Trooper 
Tim Yenchen, Engineer Steve Kelly 
— and their hoist. 

According to Calantropo, each of 
the pieces had to be taken out before 
the clock was transported. “It’s 
actually better to have less people. 
We work fairly slow. Although the 
clock weighs 750 pounds, there are

But thanks to Calantropo’s unusu¬ 
al talents, travellers to and from 
South Station will once again be able 
to set their watches to the time of 
Boston’s own Big Ben.

Large red hearts and kissing 
cupids are beginning to emerge 
in the town of Winchester as Val¬ 
entine’s Day is just around the 
corner. 

Valentine’s Day, celebrated 
Feb. 14, is a holiday honoring 
lovers who send gifts or greeting 
cards to express their affection. 

The holiday originates from the 
ancient Roman feast of Lupercil- 
ia, where letters were put in a 
great urn by young girls.

However, 
those who found it difficult to 
compose their own greeting, 
could refer to books with appro¬ 
priate verses. The cards were 
usually designed with hearts to 
symbolize love. 


Saint Valentine has traditional¬ 
ly been regarded as the patron 
saint of lovers. 

Candy stores rely on St. Valen¬ 
tine’s Day to increase sales. 
Sending candy to the one you love 
is a tradition on this holiday. 

Sending flowers is also a cus¬ 
tom of the lover’s holiday. Many 
send one rose as a sign of their 
affection. In some schools, Valen¬ 
tine’s Day provokes carnation 
day, when people send a carna¬ 
tion to someone anonymously, 
and that person has to pay a fee to 
learn who sent the carnation. 
School dances are also held in the 
honor of Saint Valentine. In 
elementary school, many teach¬ 
ers have a party for the children 
when they pass out small valen¬ 
tines to one another, signing them 
on the back. 

Sending valentines started in 
18th century England and is still 
going strong.

Jenks site may house disabled

; The parcel of land in question is 
small — approximately 140 by 85 
feet — but this piece of land could 
make a big difference to hand¬ 
icapped residents of Winchester in 
the future. 

At the Feb. 2 Housing Partnership 
poard meeting, Member Carolyn 
Dettinger, representative of the 
Council on Aging, reported that a 
subcommittee of the council had 
been formed to discuss the disposi¬ 
tion of a parcel of land owned by the 
jenks Senior Center. 

The parcel is located across from 
Town Hall between the Jenks Center 
and the Knights of Columbus build¬ 
ing on Mt. Vernon Street and runs 


along the Aberjona River. Currently 
unused, the site has recently been 
considered by the subcommittee for 
housing for the handicapped, said 
Dettinger. 

She added that the inspiration for 
the committee’s recent thoughts 
toward this type of housing was Star 
Senior News reporter and educator 
Dr. Leonor Rich. 

Rich, who was injured in a mishap 
last summer, has been finding it 
difficult to come and go from her 
second-story apartment, said 
Dettinger. Dettinger reported that 
members thought that such a centr¬ 
al location as that parcel of land 
would be ideal for residents of 
Winchester like Rich. 

The initial reaction to the proposal 


by the Housing Partnership mem¬ 
bers was positive and Dettinger 
plans to report back with news of 
future discussions within the 
subcommittee. 

The site had previously been 
targeted for additional parking 
spots, but both Dettinger and Part¬ 
nership Member Thomas Schmidt 
agreed handicapped housing would 
be a far more productive use. 

Although the subcommittee has 
not yet officially met, Chairman 
John Null reported in a recent inter¬ 
view that the subcommittee was 
“looking into the possibility" of 
creating handicapped housing units 
on the site. He added that the six- 
member subcommittee would meet 
sometime in March to discuss this 
and other options. 


Building for elderly means 
meeting special needs

According to architect Charles 
Tseckares, there’s more to con-

! The elderly are “special” clients 
; who pose unique problems and possi-

• Tseckares, architect for the 
I Gables independent elderly housing 

• (IEH) project on Cambridge Street, 
I described the task of creating versa- 

• tile housing for elderly to Board of 

* Health members Monday night. 

The overlay zoning for the project 
was passed last fall by Town Meet¬ 
ing, and currently the process of 
developing plans, working with 
abutters and keeping local boards 
updated on the progress of the deve¬ 
lopment is underway. 

Tseckares reported the average 
age of residents of the Gables will be 
. between 79 and 82 years of age. 
Statistically, he added, that will 
mean a large percentage of women. 

The Gables will consist of 125 units 
with individual apartments and con¬ 
gregate living space. One main 
dining room will give residents an 
opportunity to eat lunch and dinner 
with other residents, an aspect of the 
! housing that many elderly will 
; enjoy, said Tseckares. 

He added that the two main areas 
of concern when building elderly 
housing are technical and 
. emotional. 

Technically, doorknobs often pose 
a problem for the elderly and must 
be replaced by lever handles. Also 
lighting fixtures must be close 
enough to reach and be replaced and 
. not be plaeed on the ceiling. Stoves 
should come equipped with controls 
• on the front of the unit, not on the 
back where the elderly would have 


to reach over burners, he added. 

Tseckares added that the emotion¬ 
al needs of the elderly can also 
present unique concerns in housing. 
Because many elderly have exper¬ 
ienced the loss of loved ones, the 
feeling of home and interaction 
between the residents is encour¬ 
aged, he said. 

An area for potting plants, laun¬ 
dry, a beauty parlor and card room 
will be other congregate areas avail¬ 
able for residents, as well as pleas¬ 
ant window view. 

“We’re trying to make it as easy 
as possible to interact. And the 
subtle things are important too,” 
said Tseckares. 

Board receives thanks 

Residents Peggy Schleicher, John 
Morgan and Michael Connolly are 
familiar faces al the Hoard of Health 
meetings of late. But Monday night’s 


session brought the North End crew 
in for a different, but related, 
reason. 

“We wanted to have the opportuni¬ 
ty to publicly thank the board,” said 
Morgan. 

The thank you’s were in reference 
to what recently had turned into a 
full-blown controversy over a piece 
of land in Morgan’s and Schleicher’s 
neighborhood. Residents charged 
that the owner of the land, Charles 
Ferrari, had dumped contaminants 
in the parcel. 

Through interaction with the 
Board of Health and Ferrari, a conti¬ 
nuance has been granted, and addi¬ 
tional testing may be ordered. 

Schleirer reported that a “North 
End Task Force” has been formed 
to collect data and history and hope¬ 
fully draw conclusions that might 
result in recommendations for addi¬ 
tional testing.

Helen Eliseenko is much like any 
16-year-old girl. 

She has studied American history 
and literature for many years and is 
currently attending Buckingham, 
Brown and Nichols, a private school 
in Cambridge. And she’s living in 
Winchester, a quiet, yet typical New 
England town. 

But home for Eliseenko will he at 
the Hirschfeld home on Emerson 
Road for just a few more weeks. Her 
real home is thousands of miles 
away in Moscow. 

When asked why she wanted to 
participate in an exchange program 
between the United States and the 
Soviet Union, Eliseenko was some¬ 


what taken aback. To her, it wasn’t a 
question of wanting to go to America 
— it was a question of getting a 
chance to go. 

"Fifteen persons could go in the 
past. But then that number was 
reduced to 10,’’ said Eliseenko. Her 
class then held elections and the 
teachers had a "special selection" 
for students who would be given the 
opportunity to visit America. 

When the word came that she had 
been chosen, Eliseenko said goodbye 
to family and friends and set off for 
America with nine other students. 
Arriving in New York Jan. 25, the 
tiny group of world travellers were 
given a whirlwind sightseeing tour. 

First stop was Williamsburg, Va. 
where Eliseenko says she "had a 


chance to see everything." Then on 
to Washington, D.C. for a short visit. 

"It was a pity we were only there 
for a couple of hours," said 
Eliseenko. 

The next stop was Boston, where 
Eliseenko found quite the opposite 
true. "We had a chance to see as 
much as possible,” she added. 

She now attends school with her 
nine compatriots and 16-year-old 
Karen Hirschfeld, daughter of her 
Winchester family. 

During her three-week stay Eli¬ 
seenko has learned a lot about the 
United States. But that’s not entirely 
unusual for Eliseenko — she’s been 
studying about this country since 
she was eight-years-old. 

In Russia, Eliseenko was required 


to lake courses on American history 
and American literature. And she 
began learning the language eight 
years ago. Her flawless English is 
the result. 

"We also get a great amount of 
material (about the U.S.) from 
newspapers and magazines. There 
is a lot of information about the 
United States," said Eliseenko. ‘; 

The biggest difference Eliseenko 
has noticed about life here is that 
people own their own homes. "Most 
of the people of Moscow live 'in 
apartments,” she said, she and her 
family included. 

Will she return to the U.S. at thfc 
next opportunity? "I certainly hope 
so,” said Eliseenko.

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Experts to discuss US-Soviet relations 

Goldman, Maxwell examine Soviet life from differing perspectives

;0f the countries in the world, the 
Soviet Union seems to be the nation 
Americans know tho least about, yet 
often fear the most. It has long been 
a land shrouded by the shadow of the 
Iron Curtain and chastised for overt 
military and political moves. 

. In more recent years, secrecy and 
hostility have been replaced by gins- 
iiQst and Gorbachev, paving the way 
to more open communication, if not 
better understanding of this world 
power. 

Two internationally recognized 
experts on the Soviet Union, Mar¬ 
shall Goldman and David Maxwell, 
will speak on a variety of topics 
regarding U.S.-Soviet relations in a 
lecture at the Jenks Center Feb. 12 
at 2 p.m. 

• In recent interviews, Goldman 
and Maxwell talked about what 
spurred their extensive studies of 
Russia and what their specialties 
have uncovered about that country. 

Goldman, an expert in the Soviet 
economy, took an early interest in 
the Soviet Union, one which was 
originally sparked by his intrigue 
with Communist revolutionary lead¬ 
er Joseph Stalin. 

' “I wanted to find out if it (com¬ 
munism) was all it was cracked up 
to be,” said Goldman, “. . it 
wasn’t.” 

Goldman is a professor of econom¬ 
ics at Wellesley College and an asso¬ 
ciate director of the Russian 
Research Center at Harvard Univer¬ 
sity. He is also a regular guest on 
ABC’s ‘‘Night Line,” has been a 


commentator for WBZ—TV News in 
Boston and was an observer for 
“Good Morning, America" of both 
the 1985 and 1987 Soviet-American 
Summit Talks in Geneva and 
Washington. In addition, he is the 
author of many books on topics of 
Soviet economics, environmental 
concerns and foreign relations. 

Goldman estimated he has 
travelled to Russia at least a dozen 
times in his career and sees no end 
to his involvement in Soviet studies. 
More literary endeavors are also 
possible for the future, said Gold¬ 
man. Writing books for him is a way 
to find answers to questions, he 
added.

Of Mikail Gorbachev, Goldman 
said he enjoyed documenting the 
Soviet leader’s ‘‘problems, 
strengths and challenges. . .and 
what they mean to the U.S.” 

All in all, Goldman said 
U.S.-Soviet relations have 
improved, “there is a world of dif¬ 
ference from where we were four or 
five years ago.” The relationship 
between the U.S. and Soviet Union is 
more of a “buddy-buddy” type of 
relationship now, said Goldman. He 
added that this relationship, “could 
be for real, and not for show as it 
was in the 1970s.” 

His plans for the future are, “to 
keep doing what I’m doing,” said 
Goldman. 

The second speaker at the lecture, 
David Maxwell, is dean of undergra¬ 
duate studies and academic affairs 
and professor of Russian literature 
at Tufts University. Maxwell lived in 
Russia from 1970 to 1971 and is 
currently planning his nineteenth 
trip to that country. 

After a visit to the Soviet Union 
when he was 17 years old, Maxwell’s 
curiosity in the country was peaked. 
He delved into Russian literature 
upon his return — although not sys¬ 
tematically, he said — and con¬ 
sumed volumes of works by Tolstoy, 
Dostoyevsky and others Russian 
authors. 

He cited literature as “a good way 
to get a feel (for a country), yet it is 
not always a good representation.” 
He added that a “fair amount of

You really can’t 
fight City Hall

When Mr. Vin Carroll, 
respected veteran of many an 
ebullient town meeting, regret¬ 
tably announced his retirement 
recently, his thoughts strayed 
back to 1926 and his first Town 
Meeting — when Winchester still 
held to the open Town Meeting 
beloved by its fathers. 

Even before adoption of a lim¬ 
ited Town Meeting, according to 
a 1927 report of the “Town Meet¬ 
ing Committee,” we already had 
a form of restricted Town Meet¬ 
ing due to limited seating at Town 
Hall. This was greatly exacer¬ 
bated by a huge influx of new 
voters in 1920 as full franchise 
was finally granted to women. 

There were also strictures set 
by insidious packing of the hall by 
special interest groups, and 
many times too. articles of wide 
import were acted upon by the 
bare minimum of voters. 

The most unfortunate spectacle 
of all, however, was the occasion¬ 
al throng of voters turned away 
from a Town Hall into which no 
more bodies could be wedged. 

As a result, in 1922, the 
Referendum Act was passed 
which provided right of referen¬ 
dum on any issue where there 
was an overflow at Town 
Meeting. 

By 1928, Winchester being 
ready, it joined the 20th century 
through a representative town 
government by limited Town 
Meeting — a measure handily 
ratified by the voters. 

As Vin Carroll mentioned, 
Town Meeting seats then were 
cherished prizes and lists of resi¬ 
dents vying for seats in each 
precinct were enormous. 

This year, Town Clerk Carolyn 


Ward sees greater demand for 
seats — probably due to the 
imminent financial crises. This is 
encouraging to the local political 
observer, but is only one part of a 
necessary change in a perceived 
electorate apathy. 

The other part rests squarely 
on we voters who should care 
enough about Our Town to initi¬ 
ate purposeful dialogue with our 
Town Meeting representatives. 

Each year, our League of 
Women Voters issues a list of 
addresses and phone numbers of 
all Town Meeting members. Eas¬ 
ily found at the town clerk’s 
office, it suggests closer acquain¬ 
tances with those who do the 
voting for us. 

Town Meeting members shape 
the future of Winchester with 
each warrant article put to 
debate and vote. Citizen input on 
these decisions is highly 
regarded by those lucky few 
Town Meeting members who 
entertain regular dialogue with 
constiuents. 

Within 10 years, Mr. Carroll 
envisions a paid seven-member 
council making all the decisions 
for the Town of Winchester. 

In Our Town, where citizen par¬ 
ticipation has been elevated to 
cult status, we do not always 
follow the most efficient path in 
achieving our goals. We do 
achieve them, however, and usu¬ 
ally in a more enviable manner 
than most of our sister 
communities. 

We show it best when all of us 
come together — Town Meeting 
member or constituent — reaf¬ 
firming our strong sense of com¬ 
munity — as Vin Carroll has done 
for over 62 years.

Some filling stations however, did 
not open until mid-morning causing 
those stations that did open for busi¬ 
ness in the early hours to be inun¬ 
dated with customers. 

The top story of the week was the 
energy crisis. Signs notifying cus¬ 
tomers of the “rules of the game” 
were posted throughout town. These 
included gasoline sales to Winches¬ 
ter residents only from 7 to 8 a.m., 
with proof of residency available, 
the Oregon plan in effect (cars with 
license plates ending in even num¬ 
bers could get gas on only even days, 
odd numbers on odd days), and a $3 
minimum on all gas purchases. 
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Facing the inevitable

Recycling: challenging America

If anyone doubts the usefulness of 
letters to the editor, take a look at 
recycling in Winchester. 

In 1968, Leonore Frazier, now in 
the Washington area but for many 
years a person who made things 
happen in Winchester, wrote a letter 
to the Star suggesting that the town 
start recycling its waste. The 
Department of Public Works and the 
public reacted quickly and by 1971 
the DPW was keeping records of the 
growing tonnage of paper and other 
materials being handled. 

This writer remembers the pre- 
Frazier days when we would pack 
our papers and bottles into the car 
for recycling runs to companies in 
Somerville. 

Last December the town deposited 
more than 71 tons of paper alone at 


the Winchester Recycling Center. 

There has been such publicity, 
both locally and in national publica¬ 
tions, that by now we should all know 
the benefits of recycling. 

It can greatly reduce the thou¬ 
sands of dollars the town must pay to 
deliver our trash to the Andover 
incinerator. It is the most effective 
way to respond to the crisis caused 
by the shortage of landfill sites. 

It slows the steady depletion of our 
natural resources. It prevents the 
clogging and despoiling of our riv¬ 
ers, lakes and harbors by waste 
materials. 

It helps prevent the accumulation 
of toxic wastes which may threaten 
our helth and may shorten our lives. 
Finally, it enables us to avoid pollut- 
ing the atmosphere with 
incineration. 

Recycling and waste disposal are, 
nevertheless, hampered by a variety 


of problems. 

A large portion of the population of 
Winchester is not recycling. The 
failure to do so is costing the town at 
least 40 or 50 thousand dollars a 
year. 

Lacking the imaginative business 
activity in recycling present in 
many other states, we are failing to 
develop ways to repair, transform 
and reuse discarded goods. 

We have failed to imaginatively 
market recycled products. We have 
done too little to reduce the flow into 
our towns of goods which are not 
recyclable, particularly plastic 
items such as bags, diapers and 
packaging. In short, we aren’t halt¬ 
ing the production of such materials 
at the source. 

There is, also, a more serious 
difficulty. Using recycled materials 


to replace those being mined, manu¬ 
factured or forested, we will, as 
recycling and reuse grows, begin 
affect adversely jobs and businesses 
operating in these areas. 

This means we must find ways to 
create new employment for thpse 
effected, and many of them will he 
created by recycling itself. ! 

In the case of paper, where the 
market is being saturated by the 
combination of primary and 
recycled paper, we can use the exist¬ 
ing mills to recycle and replace 
some of our soft woods, which pro¬ 
vide the pulp for paper, with hard 
woods much needed to reduce the 
high costs of building with lumber. 

American prides itself in its abili¬ 
ty to confront the solve difficult 
problems. It should have no trouble 
with this one. '

Resident urges 
others to pay 
heed to budget 

TO TIIE EDITOR: 

Winchester today faces a financial 
problem far more serious than has 
occurred in recent memory. It 
behooves each of us as taxpayers to 
pay very close attention to what 
occurs in the next week or so. What 
happens, most particularly at the 
Board of Selectmen level, will deter¬ 
mine whether or not we taxpayers 
have a fair chance to influence the 
outcome on the question: What kind 
of Winchester do we wish for the 
future. 

The problem of course is Proposi¬ 
tion 2 Vi and the fact — which few in 
town seriously dispute — that 
Winchester faces a $2.3 million 
shortfall this year, and even more 
next year unless we vote to override 
it. We need to do so simply to pre¬ 
serve the status quo. 

Otherwise, as the Finance Com¬ 
mittee told the Town last week, 
approximately 40 to 50 Town 
employees’ jobs must be eliminated, 
which will drastically affect the 
schools, public safety and other 
Town services on which we rely. 
Since nearly 90 percent of the 
Town’s annual expenses are “fix¬ 
ed”, the only realistic place to make 
any meaningful cuts in order to meet 
the shortfall must necessarily come 
from eliminating jobs (teachers, 
policemen, firemen and others). 

In recent years the Town Mana¬ 
ger, successive Finance Commit¬ 
tees, and the last several Town 
Meetings have cut budgetary “fat” 
to the bone. In doing so, particluarly 
in the past two years, they have 
repeatedly made clear that they 
thought these cuts were not in the 
best interest of the Town. They have 
been faithful in pointing out that the 
cuts were forced upon us only 
because of Prop. 2Vfe, not because 
they recommended them. Our 
Finance Committees have pointed 
out that Prop. 2'a was backing the 
Town into a hole which would only 
get deeper unless faced head on. 

Others may still wish to debate 
whether further cuts can reasonably 
he made. If so, the time has come for 


them to be precisely specific about 
exactly which programs or services 
they think should be cut. And they 
should tell us clearly why we should 
agree with them that this is 
appropriate. 

I submit that the cuts already 
made have been so deep and com¬ 
prehensive that it really is no longer 
persuasive to argue that more can 
be done to solve this problem 
through more program cuts. Last 
year the Town “squeaked through” 
only by increasing water and sewer 
fees, freezing capital projects, draw¬ 
ing down our reserve against 
emergencies to scandalously 
dangerous levels, and cutting sever¬ 
al budgets most regetably. (A cut is 
regretable when no one thinks it is a 
good idea). Our police force, for 
example, is currently understaffed 
by seven people, because of Prop. 
2 Mj. The Town’s capital programs, 
essential to maintaining infrastruc¬ 
ture, have been crippled. 

Last year's “solution” was no sol¬ 
ution at all, and it only postponed 
until now the fundamental problem, 
which has only grown larger. 

When Prop. 2>j was first prop¬ 
osed, its supporters were always 
quick to argue that — if its effects 
ever brought any community to the 
point that it could not continue to 
function as it wished — that town 
could vote to override it. A signific¬ 
ant number (at least 109) have 
already done so in various forms 
since 1982, and many more are faced 
with the same problem Winchester 
confronts this year. The notion of an 
override, assuming the taxpayers 
agree it is appropriate, is neither 
irresponsible nor unprecendented. It 
is hardly contrary to the spirit of 
Prop. 2*2 itself. 

If that is so, now what? The prob¬ 
lem is that Prop. 2 X > has built into it 
a series of hurdles designed to make 
it nigh unto impossible for the tax¬ 
payers to have a chance to he heard. 
First, a majority of the Board of 
Selectmen (in Winchester 3 of 5) 
must vote to put the issue on the 
ballot. This is something Selectmen 
are reluctant to do lest they be 
attacked for supporting a tax 
increase, the dreaded “T word”. 

Secondly the voters are asked to 
vote for an override in the abstract, 
without really knowing what specific 
programs will in fact he cut if they 
vote against it. Voters will clearly 


wish to know precisely what would 
program cuts of $2.3 million this 
year really mean. (Few of us will 
like any part of the answer). 

Only if both of those steps occur 
does the Town Meeting have a 
chance, representing us all, to vote 
on the tailor-made cuts necessary to 
adjust programs and otherwise 
shape Town government. 

This year the Finance Committee 
has recommended to the Selectmen 
that they place on the March ballot a 
general override sufficient to keep 
the Town government intact with 
current programs for this year and 
next. This proposal, mind you, seeks 
only to maintain to the status quo. 
No alternatives are on the horizon. 

However, the Selectmen — rather 
than aiming toward adopting this 
sensible and courageous recommen¬ 
dation — are instead toying with the 
idea of putting on the ballot only a 
limited override (only enough to 
cover bonding of current and past 
capital projects). Such a “solution” 
is not a complete solution even for 
this year. If adopted, it will only 
defer facing the reality that this is a 
long-term problem. If adopted, it 
will deny the voting taxpayers of the 
chance to vote on these important 
issues for themselves. 

Each of us should watch carefully 
in the days to come to see what 
happens. Either the Selectmen will 
follow the leadership of the Finance 
Committee and put a general over¬ 
ride question on the ballot; Or the 
Selectmen will vote in such a way as 
to deprive the rest of us, the voters 
and taxpayers, of the option of con¬ 
sidering a general override. We 
should call them now and let them 
know that we hope they follow the 
Finance Committee’s lead, and we 
will not particularly appreciate their 
substituting their individual judg¬ 
ments for that of the taxpayers on 
such an important issue.

Town should 
override for 
‘specific amount’ 

TO TIIE EDITOR: 

Few would deny that Proposition 
2 *2 has controlled property tax 
increase. Many would agree that 


governmental efficiency has 
increased as a result. I believe that 
most of the fat has been trimmed but 
do not propose either to open the 
floodgates to tax increase or to sac¬ 
rifice our quality of life or our excel¬ 
lent public school system to a politi 
cal experiment. 

Rather, let us recognize the prob¬ 
lem — that annual inflation in the 
real cost of level services is greater 
than 2.5 percent per annum and,let 
us pass an “override” with a specif¬ 
ic percentage limit — some com 
promise tied to a recognized eco¬ 
nomic index or a fixed value, in the 
range of 4 to 6 percent, designed to 
maintain services and build our free 
cash account back to between $1 and 
1.5 million. 

In the process let us fully fund our 
pension plans and otherwise main¬ 
tain responsible fiscal policies based 
on a pay as we consume policy. I am 
sure our finance committee could 
suggest an appropriate rate or index 
to accomplish this. 

By approaching the problem this 
way we can maintain taxpayer con¬ 
trol and avoid an annual budgetary 
“crisis”. In the current year it tyill 
probably also be necessary -to 
“exclude” some debt in order; to 
adjust for previously insufficient 
revenues.

It’s time to 
‘bite the bullet,’ 
says resident 

TO THE EDITOR: 

1 As one who attended the Finance 
Committee’s public hearing on Jan. 
31, I was impressed with the clear 
presentation of our Town’s fiscal 
crisis made by chairman Haskell. I 
congratulate the Committee for its 
in-depth study, for their forthright 
^.projections, and for their responsi¬ 
ble recommendation I understand 
they have made to the Board of 
— Selectmen concerning the place¬ 
ment of the issue on the ballot for the 
March 28 election. 

As a former public official in 
Winchester I share some of the 
responsibility for the financial predi¬ 
cament in which we find ourselves. 
As far back as I can remember, 
regardless of potential consequ- 
' ences that would occur in the future, 
Winchester has taken the annual 
position, “Let’s minimize any tax 
increase this year.” 

We reduced our maintenance 
budgets, we cut meaningful prog¬ 
rams which would have led to long- 
range cost savings, and we trans- 

• ferred significant funds from our 
. '“surplus cash” without regard to 

• saving for the proverbial “rainy 
day.” 

The rationale was, of course, that 
this was good short-term manage- 
' ment; and, indeed, Winchester can 

• justifiably be proud of the prudent 
vyay we have reduced unnecessary 
.expenditures. 

1 But then along came Proposition 
‘'tyfcl! This highly-acclaimed statew- 
" icle program was a needed reform 
for many communities in the Com¬ 
monwealth. However, as we have 
•* Sfcen in Winchester, this legislation 
led to penalizing restrictions 
imposed upon well-managed munici- 
' palities and those who were unable 
to expand their tax resources with 
major commercial developments. 

- Consequently, our Town has been 
■ -farced to continue the short-sighted 
philosophy of minimal maintenance, 
“free cash” reductions, and lately, 
establishing extensive “user” fees. 

As we enter the last decade of the 
20th century, it is evident that these 
'past practices have “caught up with 
us” ; that short-term make-shift sol¬ 
utions no longer will balance the 
budget if we attempt to come close 
to maintaining Winchester’s “qual¬ 
ity of life” as we know it today. 

• Therefore, as unfortunate as such 
•a conclusion must be, a general 
override of the restrictions imposed 
by Proposition Vk appears unavoid¬ 
able at this time. This politically, 
volatile decision need not be the 
•disaster some of our prominent citi¬ 
zens have proclaimed in the past. 
•Our Town Meeting has demon¬ 
strated great restraint and contol 
over unnecessary spending. The 


override of Proposition 2 1 a provides 
only the flexibility to maintain the 
needed services which our conserva¬ 
tive Town Meeting members deem 
appropriate. It certainly will not 
open the floodgates to unwarranted 
spending. 

During the next several weeks the 
Town will debate this critical issue. 
It is most important that the resi¬ 
dents and taxpayers learn of the 
specific programs and services 
which would be eliminated if there is 
no override, e.g., reduction in teach¬ 
ing personnel which increases the 
teacher-to-pupil ratio; reduction of 
hours of operation at the Town Hall, 
at the Library, at the Refuse Dispos¬ 
al Area; unfilled potholes and lim¬ 
ited snow removal; reduction of 
park and playground maintenance, 
etc. (What will we say to our Little 
League ballplayer when he tells us 
he lost the crucial game because he 
couldn’t find the ball in the unmowed 
outfield?) 

Perhaps even more important to 
some of our townspeople is the reali¬ 
zation that the accelerated apprecia¬ 
tion of Winchester’s real estate val¬ 
ues may be quickly lost if we 
diminish our quality education, cul¬ 
tural and athletic programs. 

I am confident that our fellow 
citizens will support the flexibility- 
achieving override if they are prop¬ 
erly informed of the choices. The 
important decision this week is to be 
sure we are given the opportunity to 
make the choice. 

I urge the Winchester Star and its 
readers to promptly call members of 
our Board of Selectmen, asking 
them to adopt the Finance Commit¬ 
tee’s recommendation; and assume 
the leadership role of assembling all 
other Town Boards and committees 
in the united effort to meet the 
challenge called for by this fiscal 
crisis. 

We can temporize no longer; this 
is the year we must “bite the 
bullet”!!!

Municipal reductions 

In Maurer’s first option, a portion 
of the cuts involve decreases in those 
items that are independent of 
departmental budgets. These town 
services would be eliminated: 

Leonard Beach, the Youth Center, 
the Department of Public Works 
(DPW) tree planting program, 
replacement of sidewalks at McCall 
and Muraco schools and the pipes at 
McCall, call firefighters, and consul¬ 
tants for the planning and personnel 
boards. 

Positions on the town payroll 
would also be eliminated as they 
become vacant. Maurer anticipates 
savings of some $350,000 by not fill¬ 
ing 11 positions expected to come 
vacant by July 1. This action would 
reduce the police and fire depart¬ 
ments by four officers each. If would 
also reduce the size of the DPW 
workforce. 

The next level of cuts could 
include smaller items affecting the

The town could realize 
a savings of $225,000 here. Casualties 
of such a program would include: 

Friday night activities at the 
youth center, overtime and sick 
coverage for police and fire person¬ 
nel, DPW summer help, landscaping 
at local fields and the cemetery. 

Moreover, the town would elimi¬ 
nate duck food that is provided dur¬ 
ing the winter months. 

The final level of cuts could be 
realized only by eliminating 14 real 
people from the town payroll. 
Included would be: The Youth 
Center and reduction of social work¬ 
er’s hours for the Council on Aging, 
elimination of clerical workers in 
the town clerk’s, town manager’s, 
comptroller’s, engineering and 
treasurer/collector's offices, as 
well as elimination of library per¬ 
sonnel and a number of other 
employees. 

Maurer’s second option involved 
the elimination of whole depart¬ 
ments. which would reduce the mun¬ 
icipal budget by some $719,000. 
Included in this are: The recreation 


department, youth center, archival 
center, tennis courts, Council on 
Aging, dog officer, call firefighters, 
school crossing guards, ambulance, 
DPW specialties, such as tree plant 
ing. transfer station overtime, and 
other services. 

School reductions 

Superintendent Mitsakos empha¬ 
sized in his contingency report to the 
Finance Committee that the present 
school budget is based on level¬ 
funding for the next year. 

His first option calls for a reduc¬ 
tion in school employees. Mitsakos 
said 12 elementary classroom teach¬ 
ers, two specialists, three secondary 
teachers, one elementary counselor 
and one secondary counselor would 
be eliminated. This would result in a 
reduction of $6jt)6,690 from the 
budget. 

Such action would lead to larger 
classes and split or combination 
grades in the elementary schools, 
according to Mitsakos. 

Eliminating three secondary 
school teachers would lead to 
increased sizes for major courses 


and the elimination of courses with 
smaller enrollments. The reductions 
would “begin to affect the com¬ 
prehensive academic program at 
Winchester High School," according 
to Mitsakos’ memo. 

Program reductions, including a 
potential cut of $30,000 from the 
athletic budget, would eliminate at 
least one major varsity sport and 
impose transportation fees on 
others. These fees could prevent 
some students from participating in 
after-school athletics, Mitsakos 
predicted. 

Other cuts would include: elimina¬ 
tion of sabatical leaves, for a sav¬ 
ings of $60,000; reducing food ser¬ 
vice costs by $36,260 — resulting (n . 
hikes in the cost of school lunches tq 
students; deferral of replacement! 
and improvement programs — for*a • 
total of $266,800. 

In addition, major structural 
repairs recommended by the 
Department of Public Works would 
be deferred, according to the plan. 

Mitsakos will present the conting¬ 
ency plan to the School Committee 
for discussion at their Feb. 14 
meeting.

Feb. 1.3 meeting following a public 
hearing on the matter. 

Selectmen Chairman Robert 
Deering noted that the budget has 
been scrutinized since lust summer. 
He added that no matter what ques¬ 
tion appears on the ballot, “It won’t 
be something that just got cranked 
out on an adding machine." 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt said 
while he supports the notion of a 
simple, single ballot question, he 
was unsure he could support an 
override for as much as $3.8 million. 

In introducing the proposal on 
behalf of his committee, Haskell 
said, “Anyone who’s been involved 
with the town’s budgets knows we’ve 
had a growing fiscal problem.”

Funds for the production were 
donated by the McCall School 
Improvement Council and addi¬ 
tional aid was granted from the 
state. Marty Hood, president of 
the Parents Teachers Association 
(PTA) chose the Boston Arts 
Group because of the rave 
reviews the group received from 
other schools in the area. The 
group earned equally enthusias¬ 
tic reviews at McCall as well. 


Haskell added that the final decision 
of what, if any, question appears on 
the ballot lies with selectmen. 

In making such a decision, Haskell 
told selec'men they would “define 
the parameters of debate for the rest 
of this spring." 

Haskell emphasized the serious¬ 
ness of the present fiscal situation in 
town. As an example, Haskell said 
that last year, the town needed 
$641,000 from the free cash account 
to balance the budget. As of May. 
1989, Haskell estimates that account 
will total approximately $531,000, 
which would not even reach the 
figure required last year. 

“I don’t need to point out to you 
how thin a safety margin this is,” 
said Haskell. 

Selectmen received an outline 
from Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer of projected budget cuts that 
may be realized if an override does 
not pass. The board agreed they 
must take into consideration prop¬ 
osed reductions on both the munici¬ 
pal and school side of the budget 
before coming to a final decision. 
(See related stories). 

Making tin* decision 

At their Feb. 2 meeting, Finance 
Committee members discussed 
whether to adopt a single proposal or 
a series of proposals to present to 
selectmen. 

At that meeting, Haskell told 
members selectmen were “very 
eager” for the committee’s input 


and had asked specifically for a 
recommendation. Haskell said he 
believed selectmen were still con¬ 
templating their options, and that 
the committee’s input could be very 
influential. 

Member John Williams said if the 
committee appeared indecisive it 
would detract from the recommen¬ 
dation. He also said selectmen may 
perceive the committee’s proposal 
as a ceiling, and emphasized that 
"the ceiling shouldn’t be established 
too low." 

Members said they were unsure 
whether or not selectmen would 
adopt the $3.8 million override. 
Member Walter Tonaszuck said that 
while the Finance Committee could 
study the “economic reality,” 
selectmen had to consider the “polit¬ 
ical reality.” 

During a momentary lull, member 
Ralph Johnson asked the committee 
to consider what could be done to 
“provide some relief to those on 
fixed income. 

Member Anna Frattorolli asked 
the committee to be flexible and 
provide selectmen with their fiscal 
insights, even if the board ultimately 
chose something other than the pre¬ 
ferred option. Haskell said that if 
selectmen decide on a shorter term 
solution, the Finance Committee 
should furnish them with the neces¬ 
sary numbers and make certain 
they understand the proposal’s 
shortcomings.

Something is missing here

For What’s UP 

Perhaps we expect more of por¬ 
traits than we do pictures of land¬ 
scapes or still lifes or pure form. Its 
long and illustrious tradition not¬ 
withstanding, portraiture elicits our 
immediate response in being before 
the depiction of someone who is like 
ourselves and to whom we are likely 
to attribute not only similar physical 
characteristics, but emotional, psy¬ 
chological and attitudinal ones as 
well. 

Here’s Looking at You: Contem¬ 
porary New England Portraits, is a 
group show of 11 artists who include 
portraits among the subjects of their 
work. In many cases we are given 
less incentive to interact with the 
subject than to look at the artists’ 
rather remarkable skills. We find 
ourselves marveling at surfaces, 
fascinated by detail, and truly im¬ 
pressed with what has been put 
together within the pictures’ 
boundaries. 

No doubt about it, these artists 
know exactly what they are doing. 
With nary an unsure moment, ana¬ 
tomical proportions are flawless, 
pictorial composition is purposeful 
and intelligently-scaled, light is 
thoughtfully^ and believably illumi- 


nating and no “difficult" part of the 
figure or the entire picture is awk¬ 
wardly belabored. These are the 
works of practiced and mature 
artists." 

If we are not quite sure what it is 
that seems to be missing in these 
handsomely executed portraits, a 
trip from their installation at North¬ 
eastern University across the street 
to the Museum of Fine Arts’ breath¬ 
taking exhibition of the work of 
Francisco de Goya y Lucientes may 
provide some insights. For the Goya 
portraits overwhelm us not only 
with the extraordinary skill and 
beauty of their execution but with 
the profound feeling evident be¬ 
tween painter and subject that 
breathes into the work life and hu¬ 
manity 200 years after the pictures 
were made. 

The comparison is not unfair. Pro¬ 
fundity and presence certainly ap¬ 
pear to be aimed for by the artists in 
the New England Portraits show 
(monumentally in presentation is 
an issue, even in small works). Yet 
in almost every instance feeling is 
restrained to the point of self- 
consciousness, absent altogether, gi¬ 
ven a cool and ironic twist, or made 
clearly low in an heirarchical sort¬ 
ing of the pictures’ content. We are 
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distanced from the subject and* 
asked to look at the artist. 

How is it that Goya was able tp 
give us a portrait of his subject as 
well as of himself, his culture and 
his times? 

Goya not only had the means to 
say what he said, but he had some¬ 
thing to say! Curator Charles Giii- 
liano tells us, “An outstanding por¬ 
trait must reach beyond the surface 
and appearance of the subject tp 
probe for the subtle nuances of char-* 
acter and personality.’’ But we are 
not convinced that the pictures meet 
his standards. 

There are, to be sure, moments of 
intensity in the exhibition: Profes¬ 
sor Walter Levin, Physicist, stares 
straight ahead with a singleness of, 
purpose — a heightened awarenesis 
— readily captured by artist Mira’ 
Cantor’s densely gathered lines ar¬ 
ound his black-rimmed glasses and 
narrow chiseled face; James Apono- 
vich draws his daughter frontally, 
with a tender exploration of the, 
vulnerability behind her pre¬ 
adolescent pout. 

Most consistently there is deter¬ 
mined candor: Elsa Dorfman’s', 
poets and painters look right into the 
lens of her big camera, without pre-, 
tense or defense. Randall Deihl and 
Frances Cohen Gillespie paint a 
hard, clinical light on furrows in the 
brow, lines in the lip and veins 
scuplted through flesh. 

In the long run we long for another 
kind of candor. We long for a 
headlong dive into the risks of emo-, 
tion and mood — a sense of convic¬ 
tion and necessity in the making of, 
the works. And we long for a sense of 
preciousness sensible in the extent, 
to which our view of the world is 
changed through the depth of the 
artists’ feeling and perception.

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Girls keep winning 
in track-and-field 


The Winchester High girls’ track 
team continued to impress this week 
as they hammered Reading, 53-33 
while the boys couldn’t keep up with 
powerful Reading and fell, 63-22. The 


victory gave the girls a 5-2 dual meet 
record while the boys are now 4-2-1. 

The Sachem girls triumph was 
their first over Reading in ages and 
the team reflected the personality of

Megan O’Neil dominated the mile 
event by winning in 5:47.7, 25 sec¬ 
onds ahead of the next runner. 
Catherine Doherty was third. Megh¬ 
an Herlihy made it a sweep in the 
distance events by edging the top 
Reading runner by two-tenths of a 
second in the two-mile. Lisa Kener- 
son and Lisa Donlon finished 1-2 in 
the shot put to wrap up the victory 
for the Sachems. Shalagh Murdock 
and Kara McLucas were second and 
third, respectively, in the high jump. 
Meghan McKenna (7.4) was second 
in the hurdles and Amanda Bird 
(6.2) was second in the dash. 

In the boys’ meet, Winchester was 
without star athlete John Szczepans- 
ki and his loss was felt in the hurdle 
and high jump events. Freshman 
Dan McGrath took third in the hur¬ 
dles while speedsters Ray Donlon 
and Albie Cail finished one-tenth of a 
second behind the winner in the 
dash. Star runner Jose Acevedo was 
third in the 600 while Rob Meehan 
held on for a victory in the 300. Kevin 
Guarnotta was second in the 1000 
and Albie Cail put in a good effort in 
the high-jump. Bill Wey lman, a dedi¬ 
cated distance runner, shaved 15 
seconds off his personal record in 
winning the two-mile. Chris Ums- 
cheid threw his personal best in the 
shot put but still couldn’t crack the 
top three while the relay team kept 
their winning streak in tact. 



Wrestlers win four straight

; With four consecutive wins over 
! Belmont (44-18 on Jan. 25), Wake¬ 
field (40-30, Feb. 1), Cambridge 
Rindge & Latin (58-13, Feb. 4) and 
Malden (38-31, Feb. 4), the Winches¬ 
ter High wrestlers have a 14-5-1 
record for the season as they pre¬ 
pare for their final match against 
Woburn. 

.’ Winchester Star readers should 
know by now that this enviable 
record has been put together by a 
group of 15 young athletes who have 
opiy- been competing in 10 of the 13 
weight classes. While most wres¬ 
tling teams have the whole club 
cutting 10 to 15 percent of body 
weight, our team has been constant¬ 
ly fighting in higher weight classes. 

! Last Saturday’s match against 
Middlesex League rival Malden was 
a food case in point, the only excep¬ 
tion occuring when Malden failed to 
enter a 103-pounder, allowing Karl 
Munroe, who has endured much in 
his first season, to notch a 6-point 
win by default. Jarueba Taylor (112) 
continues to improve; he hit two 
double-leg drops in the first period, 
three near-falls overall and had a 
handsome lead, which went for 
naught when he ran out of steam in 
the third period to lose by fall. 
Taylor has to learn to stand up when 
he's tired and let the other guy work. 


Will Thilly (119) was involved in a 
fast opening skirmish that ended in 
a head lock, hip throw and scarf hold 
with his man facing up. Thilly and 
other wrestlers have had trouble 
finishing opponents off with this 
move since a determined defense 
can keep one shoulder up until the 
buzzer. However, this day, the hold 
was smoothly converted to an arm 
and headlock combination that puts 
both shoulders down and the fall 
came seconds later. A forfeit at 125 
put WHS ahead 18-6. 

At 130, coach Larry Tremblay 
moved senior Pete Lobur up a 
weight class but Lobur missed -a 
duck-under counter in the first per¬ 
iod and had trouble controlling his 
opponent on the mat and dropped a 
decision. At 135, Erhat Keinenahme, 
filling in for injured Adam Finn, did 
his best to keep from getting pinned 
in a head lock combination but 
dropped a major decision. The score 
was now 18-13 and Winchester’s 
heavier weights have not scored 
well this year. 

Co-captain Dean Jackson (140) 
showed a good full-crotch lift to 
counter a single-leg takedown and 
followed up with a near fall and 
scored with a stackup. In the third 
period, he once again set up the 
headlock-hip-throw-scarf-hold for 
the fall. Co-captain Chad Haskell 
now fought Malden’s best-moving 


wrestler to a 3-3 tie. To do this, he 
had to come from behind after being 
taken down, which he did with a nice 
inside move for a second-period 
reversal. His opponent had two 
minutes to win by escape or reversal 
but Haskell used five separate rides 
(leg, crotch, arm, arm bar and 
double-arm body) to control his man 
for the entire third period. 

The next match, at 150, was criti¬ 
cal and the 140-pound Mike Britt 
went out to do his best. For 3.5 
minutes, this was woefully insuffi¬ 
cient. Britt went in well for a single 
leg shot but flattened himself out to 
give up the takedown. He then 
proceeded to play “you can’t pin me 
early” and was warned. Then Britt 
seemed to notice that Coach Tremb¬ 
lay was intimating secret instruc¬ 
tions for his consideration. This 
writer, who was 30-yards away, 
even got the drift, which was: Britt, 
better start moving ASAP or face 
something worse than public cen¬ 
sure.

However, there were several points 
of interest in that Winchester for¬ 
feited no matches at all and also 
recorded its first and only win in the 
heavyweight division by compara¬ 
tively miniscule freshman Bill Bran¬ 
ley. Karl Munroe and Jarueba Tay¬ 
lor received forfeits at 103 and 112. 
Will Thilly (119) dropped a major 
decision for his second match loss of 
the season and looked particularly 
slow and indecisive, twice trying a 
head lock on a man clearly smart 
enough to avoid it. Sophomore Jeff 
Foster, who is now building an 
impressive varsity record, used a 
fine single leg for the TD and turned 
his man for three in the first period. 
In the second period, he countered a 
standup with a spinning, winning 
half-nelson crotch combination for 
the fall. Pete Lobur (130) had to 
fight back after being taken down 
early, scored two near falls in the 
second from bar arms and then, in 
the third, made a beautiful position 
change to throw with a pancake and 
pressed his advantage with a cross 
body crab for the pin. 

Erhat Keinenahme (135) showed 
novice form scrambling for a truly 
strange takedown and more or less 
pinning combination, which he con¬ 
verted into an illegal headlock . On 


resuming action, his opponent 
placed himself in a deep half nelson 
and Keinenahme did better than 
could have been expected by far 
with a fall. 

Co-captain Dean Jackson (140) 
had an active but scoreless first 
period, fell behind by an escape in 
the second and tied it with a stand- 
up escape in the third. With a half 
minute remaining, it looked like a 
certain tie, but Jackson shot his 
arms straight through the armpit, 
lifted and threw to the mat for a 
last-second fall. Co-captain Chad 
Haskell faced a man particularly 
good at the Cambridge strategy of 
tying up the opposite arm while 
standing.

Take special precautions 
when driving after dark

Night driving presents hazards 
that cause many people to refrain 
from taking a car on the highway 
after sundown. During the last ves¬ 
tiges of daylight when shadows 
merge with the dusk, all drivers 
have to be especially vigilant. 

New England winters provide few¬ 
er hours of daylight which presents 
numerous problems for people who 
have any difficulties with vision. In 
addition to the frustrations caused 
by sleet, snow, and glare ice, dark¬ 
ness is the biggest hazard that driv¬ 
ers have to face. 

Night vision is different from the 
effectiveness of eye adjustment dur¬ 
ing daytime hours. The pupils of the 
eyes open wide at night to catch as 
much light as possible but the ability

to focus is decreased significantly. It 
is interesting to note that people with 
light colored eyes generally have 
larger pupils, but that doesn’t mean 
that they can see better in the dark 
according, to Dr. Stephen L. Glass- 
er, Chairman of the Optometric 
Council of the National Capital Reg¬ 
ion, Washington D.C. 

He states that it may make them 
even more sensitive to headlight 
glare.

not belong to motorists. Statistics 
show that driving at night is twice as 
hazardous per mile as driving dur¬ 
ing the day. Those who have glauco¬ 
ma, cataracts, surgery for implants 
and other eye problems should hesi¬ 
tate about getting behind the wheel 
after darkness descends. 

Dr. Glasser recommends several 
ways to increase vision at night 
when eyes can’t react quickly. Look¬ 
ing at empty blackness distorts vis¬ 
ion and makes eyes sensitive to the 
glare of lights from oncoming cars. 
Focus on the car ahead or on some 
specific object and refrain from 
looking directly at the headlights of 
an oncoming car and remain in thq 
right hand lane to minimize the 
glare. Do not under any circum? 
stances wear sunglasses at night; 
despite the glare. ! . 

Dr. Glasser says, “Some people 
complain about ‘night blindness’ bui 
he emphasizes that nobody sees very 
well at night. There are many varia¬ 
tions concerning the amount of tim^ 
it takes individuals to get used to the 
dark. Generally, as we get older, th£ 
amount of time increases. If one 
wears glasses, Dr. Glasser reconv 
mends getting anti-reflective coal¬ 
ing on eyeglasses, especially if there 
are reflections from the edge of th£ 
glass. 

Do not drive with the dome light of 
the car on. The instrument panel’s 
rheostat should not be on high 
because eyes adjust to the light level 
inside the car which prevent seeing 
more outside. There must be enough 
light on the panel of the car, howev¬ 
er, to enable the driver to keep an 
eye on the car’s vital signs. 

Wait a few minutes before 
attempting to drive in the dark by 
giving the eyes a few minutes to 
adjust. Use a day/night mirror to 
lessen the glare of headlights frotn 
the car behind. 

Dr. Frank Kenel, AAA’s Staff 
Director of Traffic Safety says, 
“Clean all glass in the car to clear 
away a cludy build-up from smok¬ 
ers, dust, and dirt sprayed by other 
cars during inclement weather. 
Clean headlights, also to make sure 
that they give off the most light since 
dirty headlights are dim headlights. 
The continual micropitting in dusty 
areas causes the driver to se a halo 
around lights through the 
windshield. 

“The law’ requires functioning 
headlights. Check your car lights by 
walking around the car to he sure 
that all bulbs are working. Use your 
high beam lights responsibly, lower¬ 
ing them when cars are approaching 
from the opposite direction.” 

By following the recommenda¬ 
tions of the AAA, night driving will 
he a little safer when you are out on 
the road after dark.

A personal emergency system, 
Lifeline provides for 24-hour per day 
monitoring by trained personnel. 
Consisting of a small appliance con 
taining a push-button, it must be 
worn at all times, preferably on a 
wrist or around the neck. 

At the first sign of trouble, the 
owner pushes the button which auto- 
matically dials the Lifeline 
Response Center (which in Winches¬ 
ter is Winchester Hospital). The 
Center calls the patient immediately 
to find out the problem. If the patient 
cannot answer, this puts into motion 
a chain reaction which will send 
someone immediately to the home of 
the person in trouble and profession¬ 
al help will arrive in a brief space of 
time. 

To personally illustrate a case 
which happened some time ago 
when Priscilla Morse of Franklin 
Road needed help after slipping out 
of her wheelchair, she reports that 
within 10 minutes, the police and fire 
departments had come and gone 
much to her relief. 


She said she was very impressed 
by their service and the attention 
displayed. Priscilla says that the 


small monthly fee for Lifeline is well 
worth the knowledge that someone 
will be there when needed.

Selectmen take debt exclusion route

Winchester voters will have an 
opportunity to decide Whether or not 
to override Proposition 24 when 
they trek to the polls in March. 
Approval of the override option cho¬ 
sen by selectmen would add $135 to 
the property tax bill of the owner of a 
hypothetically typical $250,000 
house. 

Following a public hearing, select¬ 
men voted 4-1 in favor of placing a 
debt exclusion question on the ballot. 
The referendum will ask voters to 
support a motion that excludes the 
Town Hall and public safety building 
debts from the restrictions of Prop¬ 
osition 24. Selectman Frank Sopper 
cast the only dissenting vote. 

For the exclusion to go into effect, 
majority of voters must support 
ie question. 

.By excluding the Town Hall and 


public safety building debts, the 
town could generate an additional 
$1.7 million in revenue. However, an 
additional $600,000 would still have 
to be cut from the town’s budget, 
causing a reduction in services. 

In recent weeks, selectmen have 
been urged by the Finance Commit¬ 
tee to place a question on the ballot 
to deal with the $2.3 million budget 
deficit for fiscal year 1990. Select¬ 
men had three options to choose 
from: a general override, a debt 
exclusion or a capital outlay 
exclusion. 

In opening the hearing. Selectman 
Chairman Robert Peering said, 
“There are some people who ques¬ 
tion whether the $2.3 million number 
is a real number. The fact is, it is a 
real number.” 

Many members of the public in 
attendance at the meeting voiced 
support for a $3.8 million general 
override recommended by the 


Finance Committee. Others, includ¬ 
ing representatives of the Winches¬ 
ter Taxpayers’ Association, said 
they would not support any sort of 
override, claiming there is still 
“fat” in the budget that can be cut. 

Ruth Terzaghi, a supporter of a 
referendum question, said, “I hate 
to pay taxes as much as anybody 
else, but I appreciate the fact that I 
live in a town that is beautiful, well 
kept up, policed well. . and has good 
schools.” 

Terzaghi also noted that by 
“squeezing the town budget,” the 
ultimate effect will be on property 
values. 

In response to an inquiry as to the 
number of questions to appear on the 
ballot, Peering said he has spoken 
with bond counsel, and the chief 
counsel of taxation. “It can all be 
one simple question to exclude the 
debt,” said Peering.

Cuts will ‘hurt a lot’ 

School board members rap override decision

School Committee member Wil¬ 
liam Jervey didn’t like what he 
heard at the Feb. 13 meeting of the 
Board of Selectmen. 

Jervey took the opportunity to 
respond to comments made at the 
board’s meeting by Selectmen 
Frank Sopper and Stephen Powers 
with some prepared statements at 
the School Committee meeting Tues¬ 
day evening. 

Selectmen voted Monday night 4-1 
to put a question on the March 28 
ballot asking voters to support a 
debt exclusion of $1.7 million to take 
a bite out of the $2.3 million deficit in 
the town’s budget. 

A public hearing held before the 
vote gave residents and selectmen 
an opportunity to express their 
views. 

Jervey noted that after attending 
various selectmen’s and Finance 
Committee meetings during the last 
few months, “I left each with a 
growing sense of frustration and 
anger.” Monday night’s session had 
the same effect, he said. 

Jervey said the $1 million shortfall 


in the budget that will still exist, 
even with the passage of the debt 
exclusion, will mean cuts from the 
budget of the school department and 
‘the Pepartment of Public Works 
equalling approximately $200,000. 

He added that he felt Sopper was 
off-base when saying that Winches¬ 
ter school teachers received last 
year a “ ‘lavish nine percent 
payraise,’ .” 

The facts, he said, are that teach¬ 
ers received a six and three- 
quarters percent increase in salary 
this year and will see a seven per¬ 
cent increase next year. 

Jervey also attacked Sopper’s 
statements that Superintendent of 
Schools Charles Mitsakos requested 
a hefty salary increase. Jervey 
noted that the School Committee has 
not gone into negotiations with Mit¬ 
sakos yet, and that a pay raise would 
be in order, since Mitsakos’ five- 
year employment date is this year. 

Jervey also chastised Selectman 
Powers, who called for $500,000 
worth of cuts from the school 
budget. He added that while Powers 
served on the School Committee, the 
latter never suggested significant 
cuts from the budget. 


Jervey noted that the Taxpayers 
Association “spoke of fat in the 
school department.” By running 
through these reports of waste, 
Jervey totaled only $15,000 worth of 
cuts which could be made; a figure 
far from the $500,000 worth of cuts 
that Powers and the Taxpayers 
Association suggested could be 
made, Jervey indicated. 

“We’re not perfect,” said Jervey, 
“but we’re not just throwing around 
money either.” 

He said if a cut of $200,000 or 
$500,000 was required of the school 
department budget, “it’s going to 
hurt a lot.” 

Member Ponna Brandt Landry 
agreed. “That is an excellent 
response to what I have heard,” he 
said. 

Mitsakos noted, “We have a com¬ 
mitment to excellence in our 
schools. And we ask the community 
for their continued support.” 

Member Michael Ronayne noted 
that many residents may not be 
aware of the inner workings of the 
school department. 

“Some people think the ‘stuff’ 
which surrounds the teacher is 
fluff,” said Ronayne. “This is not 
so.”

Caparella sentenced

Stephen Caparella Jr., 23, of Swan- 
ton Street, was sentenced Feb. 9 to 
two years at Concord Stale Prison 
after his conviction on charges of 
distributing cocaine. 

The conviction resulted from two 
incidents, the first on July 27, 1988 in 
Cambridge and the second on Aug. 
17. 1988 in Woburn. Caparella was 
charged with the sale of two grams 
of cocaine in Cambridge and one 
ounce of the substance in the Aug. 17 
transaction in Woburn, at which 
time he was arrested. 

Following a week-long trial and 
lengthy jury deliberations, Caparel¬ 
la was found not guilty of trafficking 
and guilty on the lesser charge of 
distributing cocaine. This verdict 
was handed down by a Middlesex 
County Superior Court jury Jan. 20. 

Caparella had been targeted for 
arrest following an intensive under¬ 
cover operation by the Drug Task 
Force of Middlesex County. District 
Attorney Scott Harshbarger and the 
Woburn Police segment of the 
Northeast Metropolitan Law Enfor¬ 
cement Council (NEMLEC) Tacti¬ 
cal Drug Unit. 

Caparella was facing a minimum 


sentence of one year in prison and a 
maximum of ten under the terms of 
an amended state law that went into 
effect just prior to his arrest. 

Assistant District Attorney and 
Prosecutor in the case R. Bradford 
Bailey asked that Caparella be 
required to serve two years at Cedar 
Junction (formerly Walpole State 
Prison) with the balance of the ten- 
year maximum sentence suspended. 

According to Bailey, defense 
lawyer Alan Tutman asked that 
Caparella serve only one year in a 
house of correction. 

Judge Hiller Zobel, who presided 
over the case, imposed the sentence 
requested by Bailey, but with a pro¬ 
vision for the defendant’s age which 
requires Caparella serve the two- 
year sentence at Concord prison. 

Bailey added that he had asked the 
court to take into consideration, 
“evidence that was surpressed by 
the judge in the pre-trial hearing.” 

The evidence, which was not made 
available for the jury’s inspection, 
was an additional eighth of an ounce 
of cocaine as well as a cutting chem¬ 
ical used with cocaine, said Bailey. 
This evidence, he stated, illustrated 
that Caparella was “not an average 
consumer, that he was a dealer of 
knowledge and experience,” said 
Bailey.

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Casey vows to 
fight town’s label 


. Mmmm!

School Committee Chair Alice 
McCarter gave newly elected State 
Representative Paul Casey a few 
words of good advice. 

McCarter warned of the “rich 
town in the Commonwealth” label 
that is often applied to Winchester — 
a label that can make representation 
on Beacon Hill difficult for the 
town’s elected official. 

She noted that Senator Richard 
Kraus, who formerly represented 
Winchester before redistricting, had 
expressed his own feelings of vexa¬ 
tion regarding the labeling of the 
town. 

McCarter stated that in many 
ways Winchester can be considered 
a wealthy community, “but there 
are also limitations,” she added. 

Open land which could be deve¬ 
loped and proximity to Route 128, for 
example, are not assets to Winches¬ 
ter as in other towns, noted McCar¬ 
ter. Winchester depends on its prop¬ 
erty tax to raise revenue, she added. 

“We don’t have some of the 
resources other towns have,’’ she 
stressed. 


“And we sometimes get less than 
what we deserve because of it (the 
rich town label),” added McCarter. 

Casey, who spoke with the School 
Committee at their Feb. 14 meeting, 
vowed to work to reverse that 
“prejudice.” 

The new representative had been 
scheduled with the committee to 
speak about legislative issues for 
schools, yet because bills in the 
House are still being numbered, 
Casey instead updated members on 
his progress in his new position. 

Recently appointed to the Trans¬ 
portation Committee, Casey told 
members of the long history of rep¬ 
resentation that Winchester has had 
on that committee with former rep¬ 
resentatives Harrison Chadwick and 
Sherman “Whip" Saltmarsh. 

Casey has also been appointed to 
the Election Laws Committee. 1) 1 m 
ber Donna Brandt Landry requested 
that Casey keep the board updated 
on legislature that could affect 
Winchester Schools. She a'so added 
that in as much as the School Com¬ 
mittee will turn to Casey for infor¬ 
mation, she asked that he too, look to 
the committee as a source for his 
work in the legislature.

In an effort to shed light on the 
mounting budget crisis, the 
Winchester Taxpayers’ Association 
invited Barbara Anderson, a major 
proponent of Proposition 2Vfe, to 
speak. 

Anderson, who is the executive 
director of the Massachusetts Citi¬ 
zens for Limited Taxation, had a few 
words to say about state politics, and 
many more to say about taxes at her 
Feb. 9 lecture. 

Anderson said she has discovered 
that, “people are fascinated by the 
law (Prop. 2*/ 2 ) that they themselves 


have created.” Prop. was a mes¬ 
sage to people that the government 
can really work for them, said 
Anderson. “It was the first time 
people sent a clear message to Bea¬ 
con Hill of what they wanted,” she 
added. 

She noted that some changes have 
occurred within the law over the 
years since its enactment in 1980. At 
present, Anderson said, “We have 
Prop. 2*2 right where we want it.” 

In laymen’s terms, Prop. 2'-. 
places constraints on the amount of 
the levy raised by a city or town and 
how much that levy can be increased 
from year to year.

The levy, or property tax, is the 
revenue a community can raise by 
real and personal property taxes. 
The property tax is the iargest sour¬ 
ce of revenue for many cities and 
towns in Massachusetts. 

Prop. 2V 2 restricts the amount of 
property taxes a community can 
ievy by establishing two types of 
limits. First, a community cannot 
levy more than 2.5 percent of the 
total full and fair cash value of all 
taxable real and personal property 
in the community. This is known as 
the levy ceiling. 

Second, a community’s levy is 
restricted in that it can only be 
increased by a certain amount on a 
year-to-year basis. This amount, or 
levy limit, can be equal to, but not 
exceed the levy ceiling. 

With voter approval, a town or city 
may tax above the levy limit or levy 
ceiling on a temporary basis, or 
increase the levy limit on a perma¬ 
nent basis. This is called an 
override. 

There are also two types of exclu¬ 
sions which can be enacted. Exclu¬ 
sions are types of overrides. The 
first, a debt exclusion, allows a com¬ 
munity to assess taxes in excess of 
its levy limit in order to raise funds 


for debt service costs. The second is 
a capital outlay expenditure exclu¬ 
sion, the same type of allowance, but 
for capital project costs. 

Anderson said she would not com¬ 
ment on Winchester’s predicament 
specifically, but said that in the 
“early days” of Prop. 2M>, miscotn- 
munication often surrounded the 
law. “Now they (town officials) like 
it,” said Anderson. 

“The first two years were a boon. 
It was easy for an override. Now we 
must work together so people feel 
confident enough to override,” said 
Anderson, “Prop. 2 Vi works, and in 
the process helps the state.” 

The current state budget crisis, 
said Anderson, was caused by “the 
state overextending itself." She 
added that Gov. Michael Dukakis’ 
campaign for the presidency also 
adversely affected the state’s 
finances. 

Currently, Anderson is fighting to 
make Prop. 2>/ 2 a part of the state 
constitution. The only argument 
against this proposal is that some 
people believe the voters should not 
be trusted with an override, she 
said. Yet, Anderson maintains that 
the residents of a town should keep 
the right to vote on overrides.

Connery urges maintenance of downtown area

Winchester Center has been revi¬ 
talized in the last several years, but 
now is not the time to sit back and 
relax, according to Developer John 
Connery. 

The watchwords which will con¬ 
tinue this growth and change in 
Winchester are “vigilance and 
maintenance,” according to 
Connery. 

Introduced as a “vital part" of the 
downtown revitalization projects 
which have taken place during this 
decade, Connery spoke to a gather¬ 
ing of Chamber of Commerce mem¬ 
bers Feb. 9. 

Winchester has reached a pinna¬ 
cle in scale, and now has a sense of 
image and place in the region, said 
Connery. 

“We have come to understand that 
Winchester Center is very impor¬ 
tant,” he said. 


He noted the sidewalks, lights, 
trash receptacles and other recent 
improvements have highlighted the 
efforts of the downtown 
revitalization. 

However, he added that improve¬ 
ments have not been made on only 
the public side. The private sector in 
town has also grown and expanded 
with a sense of community. Both 
public and private have come 
together for events such as Town 
Day and the 350th anniversary 
celebration, giving the town a “justi¬ 
fiable” sense of pride. 

One specific area that Connery 
pinpointed however, is the Town 
Common. The landscaping of the 
Common, said Connery, is not set 
right in relation to the Congregation¬ 
al Church. Connery said the area 
would be better served by having the 
buffer of trees on the parking lot side 
of the Common, rather than in front 
of the church. In addition, lighting 
on the Common is more suitable for 


highways, and does not promote the 
mystique of the Common, he said. 

However, the bottom line on such 
a renovation project is money. Con¬ 
nery called for a public/private 
effort to get the improvements 
underway. 

Connery said the islands in the 
downtown area could be put to better 
use. Parking is another point of 
contention for Connery. He called 
for either “free or fee’’ parking, but 
not a mixture of both, as is the 
present case. 

“The whole issue of parking needs 
to be rethought,’’ noted Connery. 

The Manchester Field lot, where 
Connery admits he has parked dur¬ 
ing the week for the past six years, 
should be set up for those wanting to 
use the field first, with the extra 
spaces utilized for commuter and/or 
merchant parking. 

He added that the northern end of 
Main Street’s commercial strip is 


essential to the Center, calling it a 
“symbiotic relationship.’’ 

“It’s a relationship that must he 
protected,’’ said Connery. 

Connery also called for an annual 
report from the Economic Develop¬ 
ment Committee to be presented to 
selectmen with a list of priorities to 
he worked on. 

“It’s a public and private relation¬ 
ship that created the success we 
have,” said Connery. 

Winchester’s downtown is not just 
a commercial center, he pointed out. 
It is also a religious, service, social 
and educational center among 
others, the “ultimate public space,” 
he added. 

Connery said that the “principles 
of stewardship and cooperation’’ 
must be reinforced. “If we can do 
that, budget constraints notwiths¬ 
tanding, we will always have a suc¬ 
cessful center,” said Connery.

MUNICIPAL PARKING IN THE REAR 
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Vrotsos brings the world closer to home

Most folks in Winchester know 
Susan P. Vrotsos to be one of the 
town’s movers and shakers in the 
visual arts community. 

As a member of the Cambridge 
Art Association, Vrotsos extends her 
energy, talent and influence into a 
regional arena as well. She is also a 
gallery instructor at the Museum of 
Fine Arts, Boston, planning and giv¬ 
ing lectures to both school and adult 
groups. And, with her yearly teach¬ 
ing stint in Italy, Vrotsos not only 
expands her own boundaries as an 
artist but stretches ours as local 
visual arts participants and viewers. 

This past fall Vrotsos took on, at 
the invitation of Cambridge Art 
Association’s Board of Directors, 
the formidable task of chairing and 
organizing one of the 300-plus- 
member organization’s largest and 
most important exhibitions of the 
year. CAA at the Fed II was a juried 
show of members’ work at Boston’s 
Federal Reserve Bank gallery. The 
well-received show was a tribute to 
Vrotsos’ commitment to maintain¬ 
ing and presenting quality work by 
the group, and a singular achieve¬ 
ment by the spirited organizer who 
found herself putting it together at a 
time when the CAA was without a 
director or office help. 

The Vrotsos energy factor is very 
much in evidence in the artist’s own 
work too. Her current exhibition, 
Garden Varieties, on view through 
March 2 at the Winchester Art Asso¬ 
ciation, 585A Main St., gives us a 
sense of the lively joie de vivre that 
forms the matrix of her broad 
involvement in the visual arts. 

The references in Vrotsos’ paint¬ 
ings to places far from her Winches¬ 
ter home are seen in a friendly, 
intimate context. Distances are 
bridged with little ado, as if the deep 


green cypress trees of Tivoli or the 
acrid light out a New Orleans win¬ 
dow w’ere as accessible in Winches¬ 
ter in February as the silvery winter 
afternoons we savor minutes longer 
each day. The world comes in a little 
closer through the work of Susan 
Vrotsos and we are cheered by its 
warmth, its spunk and its playful 
sensuality. With an uninhibited 
palette and a natural propensity for 
spontaneity, the artist invites us to 
revel in the visual delights each land 
and culture serve up. 

Many of the works on view- were 
painted during Vrotsos’ teaching 
sojourns in Italy. After a trip to 
study and paint independently there 
about seven years ago, and the 
encouragement of an art history 
professor friend at Wellesley College 
(where Vrotsos herself received a 
BA and MA in art history), she 
decided to lead groups through the 
places where her own senses had 
been made more acute and where 
visual discoveries lie in wail. She 
now’ looks forward to her fourth 
summer of sharing with fellow 
travellers the experiences of ploin 
air sketching and painting the 
delights of Italy’s gardens, foun¬ 
tains, interiors and countryside. 

Vrotsos teaches by example. She 
takes classes to sites that inspire the 
kind of visual note-taking we see in 
her watercolor sketches, encourag¬ 
ing students to select their own point 
of view and paint or draw what they 
see. “We begin to notice more of 
what’s around us,’’ she notes, “and 
the entire experience is life- 
enhancing.’’ At the end of the tour 
teacher and students gather in yet 
another place that will become an 
important part of their memories — 
last year it was the Villa d’Este, 
near Rome — to open their sketch¬ 
books. By this time, says Vrotsos, 
people have lost their inhibitions and 
the sharing and critique of work are 



a natural conclusion to the experi¬ 
ences that were its impetus. 

That impetus remains a major 
statement in Vrotsos' work. In the 
watercolors, especially, the immedi¬ 
acy of the w’ork gives us a direct link 
with the artist’s response. Nymphs 
lie languid in the sunshine, their 
stone bodies flowing with the same 
ease as the fountains and gardens 
surrounding them. The artist is 
taken by their quite natural pre¬ 
sence in the landscape and paints 
them with a corresponding lightness 
and liquid movement. Such a sense 
of motion is a constant throughout 
the exhibition. Trees dance merrily 
through rolling, bending landscapes, 
while flowers bend and sway with 
tipsy charm.

Housing partnership board 
schedules housing workshop 


Tentative date is set for April 1

Plans are underway for an afford¬ 
able housing workshop sponsored by 
the Housing Partnership Board. 

The workshop, tentatively sche¬ 
duled for April 1, will be designed to 
provide a step-by-step breakdown of 
affordable housing in Winchester. It 
will be broken into four parts cover¬ 
ing the state’s affordable housing 
requirements, Winchester’s housing 
needs, state programs that are 
available to meet those needs and an 
actual demonstration of how these 
requirements, needs and programs 
would fall into place. 

Although still in the working 
stages, the specifics of the workshop 
are beginning to take shape, as 
board members decide on guest lec¬ 
turers to be invited and assignments 
to be undertaken by board members 
to get the project off the ground. 

At the Feb. 2 meeting of the part¬ 
nership, invited guest Allan Rodgers 
presented his version of an outline 
for the workshop. Rodgers, a

Winchester resident, has a long line 
of credentials in the affordable hous¬ 
ing field. 

Rodgers helped develop the prop¬ 
osal for the anti-snob zoning act, 
works with the Executive Office of 
Communities and Development 
(EOCD) and is a member of the 
Massachusetts Housing Partnership 
Board (MHP) as well as the 
Winchester Interfaith Housing Coun¬ 
cil where he serves as vice 
president. 

Partnership members found Rod¬ 
gers to be a valuable resource on 
affordable housing and instrumental 
in the workshop plans. 

The outline drafted by Rodgers 
was compared and integrated into 
the one presented by Partnership 
Vice Chairman Dennis O’Malley. 

Members decided that the work¬ 
shop would not focus on entirely on 
(Executive Order) 774 (anti-snob 
zoning) housing. Said Rodgers, 
“(Executive Order 774) is an iso¬ 
lated piece of a larger struc¬ 
ture. . .the focus (of the workshop) 
is on housing projects in Winchester. 

“We’ll look at what the state 
offers, programs, (etc.) and see 
what the state role is. Then we can 
look at what Winchester has, and 
(what Winchester) can do,’’ said 
Rodgers. 

Members decided that representa¬ 
tives from the legislature, State 
(EOCD), Housing and Urban Deve- 
loment (HUD) league and local

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authorities, would be invited to dis¬ 
cuss these housing issues. 

“It is important to have people 
from the state tell us what is 
expected,’’ said committee member 
Thomas Schmitt. 

Executive Director of the MHP 
Joseph Flately, State Representa¬ 
tive Augusto Grace D-Burlington 
and Executive Director of the 
Winchester Housing Authority Jere¬ 
miah Keefe were candidates consid¬ 
ered for guest speaker spots. 

Committee member David Mor- 
tensen added that a moderator is 
essential to the process. The work¬ 
shop, he said will be “to educate, not 
to debate." Members decided Town 
Meeting moderator John Sullivan 
would be invited to serve in that 
capacity. 

As discussion continued on the 
workshop plans, partnership mem¬ 
bers agreed the plan was beginning 
to take shape. However, Schmitt 
voiced concern that the program 
was overly lengthy. 

It was agreed that the workshop 
would remain a one-day event, pre¬ 
ferably in the morning and early 
afternoon hours. “One session will 
keep interest up," added Schmitt. 

Members also decided to get writ¬ 
ten feedback from those attending 
the workshop. Discussion will con¬ 
tinue as the plans for the program 
are worked into their final stages.

Partnership will be held Feb. 16.

This week afforded a dazzling 
peek into the possible musical 
future of Our Town when Anne 
Fraticiose Perrault graciously 
provided us with a tape from the 
350th Festival Concert held at 
Town Hall in December. 

Anne Perrault, one of the gifted 
local artists who performed at 
that historic concert, is a dedi¬ 
cated member of the local musi¬ 
cal community — people who 
sensitively support quality music 
education and performance stan¬ 
dards in Winchester and sur¬ 
rounding towns. 

A playing of the tape reaffirms 
our belief that time is ripe for a 
limited series of chamber and 
symphonic concerts here in town. 

As of April, the town will con¬ 
trol two halls well adapted to the 
presentation of such concerts. 

At Town Hall, the Winchester 
Room has proven admirably 
suited for the intimate nature, of 
chamber concerts. All seating 
remains close to the performers, 
the accoustics are good, and the 
architecture lends restful 
ambiance to events held there. 

It remains to be seen how our 
new auditorium will — however it 
will be reopened as a decidedly 
more versatile space. 

Accoustical correction is found 
in portions of the ceiling vaults 
and will be further enhanced 
through judicious use of rolling 
panelled doors installed at the 
front edge of the balconies. Then, 
too, a custom sound system has 
been specified for the hall. 

Perhaps the most striking new 
feature will be the permanent 
stepped platform at the rear of 
_ the auditorium. 

;v K! Designed primarily to increase 
the useful seating space, it is 
25* conceivable, in the performance 
of a large work such as “Mes- 
,'2'siah,” that a chorus could be 
K mounted on these platforms, and 


the seating in the auditorium 
reversed. 

It does seem feasible, then, to 
mount a series of symphonic and 
choral concerts within the great 
spaces of the main hall. 

Possible, too, is the planning of 
a series of chamber concerts in 
the Winchester Room. 

Success would be assured for 
both types of concerts through 
subscription seating — a block of 
tickets being left for the sale of 
single concerts. 

Aggressive advertising and 
subscription canvassing is an 
absolute must. It is simply not 
enough, in Winchester, to drop an 
occasional notice to the town pap¬ 
er and expect supportive 
awareness. 

The recent gift to the town of a 
new Steinway Grand Piano will 
afford the priviledge of hearing 
the great works for keyboard on 
the finest of instruments. 

Underrated, sometimes, is the 
other world class instrument so 
often in evidence in Winchester. 

It is so obvious in Anne Per- 
rault’s tape. 

It is the one who is able to raise 
us above the mundane with a 
touch of the keyboard — or the 
voice soaring aloft in joy — or the 
melded beauty of the full 
orchestra or chorus. 

This year, from the excellent 
Celebration of the Arts Concert, 
presented by the Department of 
Music of the Winchester Public 
Schools, through the elegance of 
the 350th Chamber Concert — 
towards the keynote March 4th 
concert featuring Yo Yo Ma and 
Lucy Stoltzman, it is obvious that 
serious commitment from our 
local artists exists now. 

All that remains is sincere 
commitment from the communi¬ 
ty to these artists — a commit¬ 
ment which will insure the suc¬ 
cess of such a venture of faith. 
After all, we have not had a 
Winchester symphony series 
since 1917. 

Shall we give it a try? 
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Without an override of Proposition 214 , the budget monster will have 
a field day chopping away at the town’s budget.

Override question 
sparks debate 

TO THE EDITOR: 

There is no topic that creates more 
heated debate around town than 
whether or not the voters should vote 
to override Proposition 24. Before 
looking at that topic, it would 
behoove our citizens to remember 
why the overwhelming majority of 
the voters in Winchester supported 
Prop. 24. 

Winchesterites, like millions of 
other Massachusetts voters, were 
tired of paying more taxes, spending 
more money, and getting less pro¬ 
ductivity for the dollars they spent. 
Last Thursday, Barbara Anderson 
came to Winchester and reminded 
an enthusiastic audience about what 
life was like before Prop. 24 and 
challenged the community to 
remember that Prop. 24 works if 
the town boards are willing to work 
it. 

There is no debate about the fact 
that Winchester is in a financial 
mess. The question is how did a town 
with a Triple-A Bond Rating get into 
such a mess? The answer, however 
painful, is poor management, poor 
leadership and an apathetic electo¬ 
rate. Let’s look at the record. 

The restoration project of the 
Town Hall was the proverbial straw 
that broke the camel’s back. During 
the course of a heated debate on the 
Town Meeting floor, the then Chair¬ 
man of the Finance Committee and 
the Board of Selectmen, stated that, 
“this project would put us into defi¬ 
cit spending but that was o.k.!“ At 
no point did the Town Manager, the 
other Selectmen or other members 
of the Finance Committee take the 
floor of Town Meeting and suggest 
that support of deficit spending was 
an exercise in sheer lunacy. It com¬ 
es as no surprise that the people who 
gave us the Town Hall debacle are 
the same people who say we must 
override Proposition 24. What is a 
surprise, however, is the fact that 
after they opened the barn door, 
they expect the electorate to gather 
the livestock, close the door and put 
the barn in order! I guess we just 
might have to do it. 

Furthermore, in the next few 
weeks we shall be subjected to the 
usual campaign hype and predic¬ 
tions of dire consequences if the 
voters oppose an override of Prop¬ 
osition 24. Be prepared to hear a 
never-ending chorus of how our 
children won’t be educted, our plows 
won’t plow, and our police won’t 
patrol. If you really believe that, I 
know of some swamp land in Florida 
you can buy! 

Moreover, all this cavalier talk of 
an override of Proposition 24 cost¬ 
ing approximately only $500 per 
household is ludicrous. What about 
our Senior Citizens on fixed incom¬ 
es? Aren’t they already taxed to the 
max? What about our young fami¬ 
lies with children to feed and edu¬ 
cate? Can they afford uncontrolled 
spending? Finally, ask yourself one 
question — would you trust the town 
hoards to manage your personal 
finances?

If you vote 
not to override Proposition 24 then 
you tell the town boards, “We’re 
mad as hell and we’re not going to 
take it anymore!” 

As for me, when it comes to a 
ballot question concerning overrid¬ 
ing Proposition 24, on Tuesday, 
March 28, I’m voting no — it’s the 
only way to go!

Winchester is a good, liveable 
town. Winchester has been a well- 
managed town. People move to 
Winchester with high expectations. 
No pot-holes in the streets. A well 
lighted town; a better school sys¬ 
tem; highly respected police and 
fire organizations; and an excellent 
library. 

Since the coming of Proposition 
24- we have seen a falling tax rate 
despite the inflation of house-values, 
construction costs, and salary infla¬ 
tion. And now there is beginning a 
deterioration apparent in town 
services. 

We have not been taking care of 
this town. The retirement of Vin 
Carroll from Town Meeting 
reminded me of his battles these 
past 15 years to adequately replace 
town trucks with proper heavy-duty 
capacity trucks. It struck home dur¬ 
ing last week’s ice storm when the 
DPW did not show to sand and salt 
Prospect Street, and when they did, 
the truck stalled in front of my 
house, and slid to the bottom of the 
hill. Vin, you were right on that one, 
as with so many others.

in history 

30 years ago: 1959 

The Metropolitan District Com¬ 
mission (MDC) accepted a contract 
for $124,406.80 to develop and land¬ 
scape the Sandy Beach area that 
runs along the hank of the upper 
Mystic Lake on the Mystic Valley 
Parkway side. 

The beach, which is owned partial¬ 
ly by Winchester and partially by 
Medford, was to he converted into a 
parking area with a shallow lagoon 
to create a bathing beach. This land¬ 
scaping would make the beach safer 
for bathers. 

It was common knowledge that 
many streets in town, including 
some which were heavily traveled, 
had no sidewalks. Yet the Town 
Engineer at the time indicated that 
property lines on the streets were 
frequently as much as eight to 10 
feet from the edge of the pavement. 

It had come to the attention of the 
police department that a few people 
in town had been making children 
walk in the street when passing their 
homes. Police Chief Charles Harrold 
advised citizens against this prac¬ 
tice and to respect the rights of the 
public. 


25 years ago: 1964 

Approximately 80 Town employ¬ 
ees from the highway, park, cemet¬ 
ery, water, incinerator and school 
departments went before selectmen 
to register a complaint against the 
Personnel Board. The board had 
planned to go before Town Meeting 
to recommend against a general pay 
raise for the Town labor force. Town 
employees asked for a 10 cent an 
hour pay increase in compensation. 

The Finance Committee esti¬ 
mated the local tax rate for 1964 
would rise to $79.80, a whopping 
jump of $9.40 or a percentage 
increase of 13.4 over 1963’s $70.40 
total. This was recorded as the 
largest dollar and percentage tax 
increase in the Town history. 

A meeting of concerned parents, 
teachers and administrators heldia 
meeting to discuss the topic of, “Are 
Winchester Schools Adequate for 
Today and Tomorrow?" Thirty 
parents and school committee mem¬ 
bers and other concerned residents 
attended the discussion. 


20 years ago: 1969 

On the roster for the Feb. 28 Apollo 
mission was Astronaut Russell 
Schweickart, a former resident of 
Winchester. Schweickart had recen 
tly moved from his residence on 
Cross Street in the early 1960s. He 
would join Astronauts McDivitt and 
Scott aboard the giant Saturn rocket 
that would pave the way for a land¬ 
ing on the moon. 

A special Town Meeting was held, 
lasting approximately one hour and 
45 minutes, in which members 
authorized a total expenditure of 
$130,640 for Town improvements. 
For incinerator improvement, 
$101,140 was appropriated; $5,000 for 
real estate appraisals and $24,500 for 
land acquisition on Highland 
Avenue. 

An amendment was also made to 
the Town bylaws regulating political 
pamphleteering. 
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Nunn’s idea poses a challenge

Senator Sam Nunn of Georgia, 
together with a group of other Demo¬ 
cratic legislators, thinks young peo¬ 
ple should be asked to engage in 
some kind of public service for a 
period of one or two years in their 
early adult life. 

If someone had asked me to do this 
at age 19,1 would have been stunned. 
What, stop working on all my own 
projects for a year? Stop navel- 
gazing? Mood-indulgence? The full¬ 
time task of hair maintenance? It 
would have been all but unthinkable. 

It didn’t dawn on me then, or for 
years later, that we were here in the 
first place to serve others. 

It’s not that I’d never heard of the 
idea There’s been references to it 
along the way: there was that fam¬ 
ous mouthful of pronouns and pre¬ 
positions by the Apostle Paul about 
how from those to whom much has 
been given much is expected. There 
was the Golden Rule, of course. 

But how much of this was nursery 
stuff, I wondered, the gossamer con¬ 


fections of childhood? Like Peter 
Pan and Happily Ever After? Happi¬ 
ly Ever After was surely moonshine, 
it look like, and had done more harm 
than good in fitting folks for mar¬ 
riage, which can go along as hump¬ 
less and event-free as the New 
Jersey Turnpike for long stretches, 
only to turn without warning quite 
bumpy and eventful indeed. 

So if that was a fiction, was not the 
ideal of serving others a bit of Fairy 
Talk too? 

We wonder about this periodically 
on the path toward adulthood. If 
we re lucky, we wonder about it 
still: how much of our resources are 
we permitted to keep for ourselves, 
and how much should we pass 
along? 

It’s hard to know today where the 
right balance lies. Country folk or 
city folk, we are all soon confronted 
with this question when we see suf¬ 
fering in any form around us. My 
friend walks a gauntlet of homeless 
men on the way to work each day. 

Each one asks him for money. 

“What should 1 do?” he wonders. 


“Give to them all? Give to none 
because I can’t give to all? Choose 
among them by just guessing at 
merit or need?” What are the ethical 
obligations?, this good man won¬ 
ders. What is a sucker and am I 
willing to be called one? 

In the Bible, God questions Cain, 
after the first murder, as the where¬ 
abouts of his brother Abel. When 
Cain sarcastically asks, “Am I my 
brother’s keeper?” he gets, as I 
recall it. a pretty sharp reply. 

Later, in the same book, Jesus of 
Nazareth remarks that it’s easier 
for a camel to pass through the eye 
of a needle than for a rich man to 
enter into Heaven. We don’t suppose 
he means us, we say from our pinna¬ 
cle of modern smugness. Perhaps 
that held true in Palestine, we say, 
where they had no income taxes or 
something. And what does he mean 
“rich”?, we further dissect it. What 
does he mean “Enter Into?” Maybe 
only this: if you have and you fail to 
share, you’re no longer walking in 
the light.

In 1893, Charles Francis Adams 
wrote, “In Winchester...you will find 
in the community a very unusual 
civic spirit. The people of that town 
take an intelligent interest in the 
management of its affairs and in its 
continual improvement and 
beautification.” 

I believe that sense and spirit still 
exists in the people of Winchester, 
whether it is police or fire, DPW or 
water, newcomer or senior. We the 
people brought forth a Charter in 
1975 which gave to you, the Board of 
Selectmen the responsibility for 
Leadership in town affairs. You 
could do no better than follow those 
of 1893, “The continual improve¬ 
ment and beautification (of our 
town).” 

In 1979 the burden of the $74.70 tax 
rate was much heavier on the wage 
earners of the town than this year’s 
rate of $14.38. I want those potholes 
filled. I want the school roof leaks 
fixed. I want that energy saving 
window replacement program that 
died in the mid 1980’s reinstated. I 
want the deteriorating playing fields 
restored to safety levels. I want to 
buy books and periodicals for the 
' Library. 

All of us realize the overwhelming 
magnitude of the increase in costs of 
water and sewer treatment are due 
• to our own 50 to 100 year neglect of 
those systems. And here in Winches¬ 
ter the example of the cost of neglect 
1 is our own Town Hall and the $6 
million necessary to restore it. 

Selectmen, your leadership is 
1 necessary to put our town back on 
- the track. It is not hard to look back 
and find Selectmen who were faced 
V with asking the Town to endorse a 
■ tax rate increase of $3 or $4 or even 
$5. Today, even the most extreme 
“ request put forth by the Finance 
Committee would result in an 
increase of less that $2. 

‘ I want Charles Francis Adams’ 
" statment of 1893, “You can’t do bet¬ 
ter than to go to Winchester” to be 
’ true in 1993 and 2003 and 2093. 


Please do what is right for our 
town.

The authors of last week’s letters 
to the editor who can’t wait to raise 
our property taxes by overriding 
Proposition Vh have much in com¬ 
mon with Governor Dukakis, in that, 
to paraphrase the memorable works 
of Ted Koppel, “they just don’t get 
it!”

Sam Nunn and his colleagues 
describe programs wherein a Citi¬ 
zen’s Corps of young people would 
work in hospice centers, let’s say, or 
with the homeless or AIDS patients 
or the elderly. They describe a few 
possible carrot-and-stick methods 
for getting them involved inpro bono 
work, among them hefty vouchers to 
be used toward higher education 
afterward. 

It would be wonderful if our youth 
responded and signed up for this 
kind of service to the community It 
would be more wonderful if they did 
it not from hope of gain or fear of 
penalty, but because it seemed the 
right thing to do. I expect it will 
begin increasingly to seem so to 
them only when they see it beginning 
to seem so to the rest of us. 

Sam Nunn's program for youth is 
a challenge to us all, then. Because 
you can legislate good works, but 
you can’t legislate the sense of com¬ 
mitment that fuels them and keeps 
them coming. That sense still grows 
the slow way, 1 think: through exam¬ 
ple, in heart by individual heart.

League takes on town’s major issues

Winchester’s League of Women 
Voters (LWV) has long been active 
in town, and is constantly dreaming 
up new ideas to address issues in 
town. 

According to member Kit Dobelle, 
the national League formed in 1920 
in an effort to educate women about 
voting. Winchester’s league followed 
soon thereafter, forming in 1921. 

Today, the League boasts a mem¬ 
bership of approximately 115 people. 
The group is primarily made up of 
women, but is open to anyone over 18 
years of age, and has a few male 
members. 

The League of Women Voters is a 
non-partisan organization that 
promotes political participation. 
The League does not endorse candi¬ 
dates, nor does it take a stand on any 
issue unless a consensus has been 
taken. 

Designed to address all aspects of 
government — local, state and 
national - the league promotes 
programs which are informational 
to voters. 

One of the important functions of 
the League is voter services. Local¬ 
ly, this branch of the group has been 
responsible for organizing activities 
«uch as “Meet the Candidate” for¬ 
ums prior to elections, compiling a 
brief summary of warrant articles 
for Town Meeting, aid in voter 
registration and compilation of the 
list of Town Meeting members. 

The League is presently studying 
issues of interest to all residents, 
such as daycare in Winchester. In 
addition, the group has sponsored 
public policy forums on the town’s 
financial situation. According to 


Dobelle, another important topic of 
discussion this year is recycling, an 
area in which the League is working 
with the Waste Study Committee. 

Each year, the League holds a 
brainstorm brunch as well. The con¬ 
cept of the brunch is to allow a 
grass-roots approach to issues. At 
the brunch, this year held Jan. 29. 
members work to provide the state 
and national Leagues with input on 


current issues. In addition, it pro¬ 
vides an opportunity for the local 
group to set priorities and action 
plans for the following year. 

Since the 1930s, all levels of the 
League have begun in-depth exami¬ 
nation of issues ranging from local 
water and sewer plans to state tax 
proposals, from equal rights amend¬ 
ments to handgun control. 

Once a study is completed, infor¬ 


mation packets are distributed to 
the membership for discussion. 
Each local chapter reports on their 
findings, and the League then forms 
a consensus on an issue. As a result, 
the League then has a new plank 
upon which it works. 

The League is open to new mem¬ 
bers, and welcomes input. For more 
information, contact Lindsay 
McSweeney at 721-1274.

light of the trip will be a joint perfor¬ 
mance of two Russian high school 
choruses and the Winchester group. 

On the way back to the States, the 
Winchester group will stay in Hel¬ 
sinki for two nights and take a tour 
of that city. 

Some excited students had a few 
minutes the other day to talk about 
their upcoming trip. Aaron Stevens, 
a senior at the high school, says he 
hopes to see what the “real” Russia 
is like, “as opposed to the movies 
where you get a tainted view," said 
Stevens. 


Although Stevens admits he’d 
rather go to the Bahamas or Austra¬ 
lia at this time of year, he looks at a 
trip to the Soviet Union as a golden 
opportunity. 

“I’m glad we’re going to Russia. 
When I’m 30 you may not be able to 
go there,” said Stevens. 

Tom Mannion and Lisa Carlson 
agreed that they’ve heard and read 
a lot about the Soviet Union, but they 
want to experience the country firs¬ 
thand for themselves. 

The students were trying to learn 
a little bit of the language before 
they head over to Russia and a 


Boston College language professor 
had given a quick session of the 
basics of the Russian language. 

Although the students are getting 
some time off from school, they’ve 
referred to the trip as a “special 
class.” While abroad, the students 
will have group discussions concern¬ 
ing social, economic and cultural 
aspects of the Soviet Union.

Scholars compare Soviets, Chinese

Residents got a look at changing 
life in China and the Soviet Union 
during a recent lecture at the Jenks 
Center. 

China expert Merle Goldman, wife 
of internationally recognized Soviet 
scholar Marshall Goldman, spoke in 
place of her husband during the Feb. 
12 winter lecture sponsored by the 
Winchester Library. She told the 
audience that her husband had been 
invited to join President Bush in 
Kennebunkport, Maine and sent her 
as a stand-in. Merle Goldman is a 
professor of Chinese studies at Bos¬ 
ton University and the author of 
three books about China’s culture 
and literature. 

David Maxwell, a dean of under¬ 
graduate studies and professor of 
Russian literature since 1971 at 
Tufts University, also spoke on his 
experiences living in the Soviet 
Union. 

Goldman offered a larger look at a 


country undergoing political and 
economic change radically different 
from previous government policies 
while Maxwell spoke of how these 
policies were affecting one area of 
Soviet society. 

Sticking to her personal area of 
expertise, Goldman discussed the 
reforms inacted in China under 
Deng Xioping and juxtaposed the 
information with the Soviet Union 
and the change begun there by 
Mikail Gorbachev. Goldman said 
she believed change was more inhe¬ 
rent in the Chinese society and that 
it was accomplished with greater 
ease than in the U.S.S.R. 

As reasons for this difference, 
Goldman cited the fact that China 
has been a communist country for a 
shorter period of time and is there¬ 
fore maleable under reform. The 
U.S.S.R., said Goldman, is more 
entrenched in the Stalinist form of 
government and Gorbachev is 
encountering much more resistance 
than his Chinese couterpart. 

Goldman reduced the conflict 


about the new glasnost policy to one 
of basic needs. She said she felt 
Gorbachev would have been better 
to institute his first changes in rais¬ 
ing the people’s standard of living 
thereby giving himself more time to 
initiate other changes. She cited long 
lines for many staple goods, poor 
quality of food products and lack of 
agricultural initiative as factors 
fueling discontent among citezens. 

According to Goldman, by ignor¬ 
ing the causes of the discontent 
while at the same time granting 
citizens greater freedom of express¬ 
ion. Gorbachev's own policy could 
very easily backfire against him. 

David Maxwell also spoke of the 
changes resulting from glasnost and 
specific chages in the academic cli¬ 
mate at universities in the U.S.S.R. 
Maxwell chairs a consortium made 
up of 36 American colleges and uni¬ 
versities that participate with Lenin¬ 
grad University in an exchange 
program. 

Maxwell refered to a battle being 
waged between young serious 
academics and older “hatchetmen 


bureaucrats” — a battle of educa¬ 
tion and research vs. money and 
politics — as a result of more inde¬ 
pendence granted to schools under 
glasnost. In addition, he said the new 
entrepreneurial outlet available in 
the U.S.S.R. has created a feeling of 
underlying chaos as schools no lon¬ 
ger subsidized by the government 
attempt to bring foreign students 
and money into their schools. 

As a representative for the consor¬ 
tium, Maxwell said he has recently 
faced many difficulties. He said that 
once financially independent, 
schools immediately raised tuition 
for foreign students. 

In addition, he said housing given 
to foreign students was unaccept¬ 
able, but that Soviets have been 
unable to make changes demanded. 
This, he said, was due to the fact that 
state labor forces have been drasti¬ 
cally reduced as people set off on 
entrepreneurial ventures which pay 
much more. Overall, Maxwell 
expressed a rueful consternation at 
the changes wrought in the academ¬ 
ic world by glasnost.

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Selectmen put debt

Prior to the vote, some residents 
voiced concern that if a $3.8 million 
override was passed, Town Meeting 
would appropriate all that money 
this year, and leave the town in even 
more dire straits next year. 

Deering noted that the $1.7 million 
debt exclusion will provide enough 
money to prevent layoffs in person¬ 
nel. In addition, he said there would 
not be a severe reduction in person¬ 
nel. “To the everyday citizen, there 
wouldn’t be a noticeable differ- * 
ence,’’ he added. 

Next year the town will again be 
faced with the question of an over¬ 
ride, according to Deering. Howev¬ 
er, Deering said he could not support 
an override of $3.8 million, because 
it would likely fail to pass the 
electorate. 

“We all realize this is a multiple 
year problem, but it can’t all be 
solved in one year,” he said. “With a 
debt exclusion this year, we’re edu¬ 
cating the public.” 

Of the 109 Prop. 2V 2 overrides that 
have been attempted across the 
state, Deering said 39 percent have 
passed. Of the debt exclusions that 
have been proposed in Massa¬ 
chusetts, he said 70 percent have 
passed. In looking at the numbers, 
Deering said he would opt for the 
better odds. 

“We need a question that’s framed 
so that everyone can get their sup¬ 


port behind it," said Deering. 
“Everyone on this board (select¬ 
men) is committed to maintaining 
the level of services we have in this 
town.” 

When the public hearing closed, 
Deering allowed selectmen to make 
a statement with regard to the debt 
exclusion question. 

Selectman Frank Sopper said he 
had requested a balanced budget be 
presented, rather than the Town 
Manager’s $2.3 million deficit. He 
also voiced concern that Town Meet¬ 
ing would abuse a $3.8 million gener¬ 
al override. 

“When you give the people who 
spend our tax money a blank check, 
it is going to disappear,” he said. 
Sopper criticized the “nine percent 
raise in a 5Vfe percent economy” 
granted to teachers this year. 

Sopper was angered at what he 
said were program cuts targeted at 
the elderly and youth. If an override 
of some sort does not pass, Sopper 
said programs such as the Council 
on Aging, Youth Center and Recrea¬ 
tion Department have been targeted 
for cuts. 

“They use our children and senior 
citizens as hostages and as pawns,” 
he said. “These are designed to 
punish the public. They want to 
punish you and make you sorry for 
not approving an override.” 

Sopper said he would only support 
putting a debt exclusion question on 
the ballot if his vote was needed to 


exclusion 


make a majority. “I think the public 
perhaps has a right to decide these 
things.” he said. However, when the 
four other selectmen voted in the 
affirmative, Sopper voiced his 
dissent. 

Selectman Judith Muggia 
addressed areas that could be cut if 
the referendum does not pass. She 
said that while departments will be 
forced to adjust, their efficiency 
levels will be reduced. 

Muggia said one of Winchester’s 
problems is that it has a very low 
industrial base. Over the years, 
Muggia said the town has gone from 
15 percent industrial to its present 
rate of eight percent. 

While she felt a general override 
was necessary, Muggia said she 
would be willing to support a debt 
exclusion question if supported by 
the board. 

Selectman Steve Powers said he 
did not support a general override, 
since it would give Town Meeting 
more of a free rein. “Having 
watched Town Meeting in the last 
five years, I wouldn’t bet they’re 
going to do the right thing,” he said. 

“I don’t want anything to get into 
the levy. I don’t want to price people 
out (of town),” he said. 

Powers said he felt there were “a 
lot of scare tactics” in the list of cuts 
that will be required if the referen¬ 
dum does not pass. However, he said 
he supported the debt exclusion 


on ballot 

since “it has a definite period of 
service.” 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt said 
Winchester has “pulled the last fis¬ 
cal rabbit from the hat.” Schmitt 
said the board had an obligation to 
put a question to the voters. 

“It doesn’t take a rocket scientist 
to figure out if costs go up 8V 2 
percent and taxes go up 24 percent, 
we’re going to have a problem,” he 
said. 

At that point, Town Meeting mem¬ 
ber Sally Kincaid asked Deering for 
a point of personal privilege. “I 
personally resent having Town 
Meeting represented as being profil- 
gate spenders of anything they can 
get their hands on.” 

Deering commended the Finance 
Committee for their recommenda¬ 
tion for a $3.8 million general over¬ 
ride. From a fiscal point of view, 
Deering said it made sense. “From 
a practical point of view, I could not 
support that decision,” he added. 

Deering again cited the statistics 
of a debt exclusion versus a general 
override passing. “Going with the 
odds, the logical solution is that debt 
exclusion will pass,” he said. 

“By putting all of your eggs in one 
basket, you would be forced to make 
$2.3 million in cuts,” added Deering. 

Deering said if the electorate does 
not support the debt exclusion, 
“They wouldn’t have supported a 
general override either.”

On the road of discovery 


Radcliffe program helps displaced homemakers

Margaret L., a 42-year-old home¬ 
maker and the mother of three 
teenagers, had her world turned 
upside down when her husband was 
permanently disabled in a work- 
related accident. A part-time secret¬ 
ary before her marriage, she now 
bears full responsibility for the 
financial well-being of five persons. 
Although she attended college, she 
did not earn her degree. 

Margaret’s situation is not uncom¬ 
mon. Through changing family cir¬ 
cumstances such as divorce or dedth 
of a spouse, many women who chose 
to be full-time homemakers are now 
being forced to become financially 
self-sufficient, and few are properly 
prepared to shoulder the responsibil¬ 
ity. Affecting their ability to succeed 
is lack of education, training, work 
experience and age or gender 
discrimination. 

Helping women like Margaret to 
take charge of their lives and 
become successful in a business 
career is the goal of DISCOVERY, a 
three-year pilot program at the 
Radcliffe Seminars in Cambridge. 
Now in its second year, DISCOV¬ 
ERY enables displaced homemak¬ 
ers to earn a graduate-level Certifi¬ 
cate of Advanced Studies in 
Management from Radcliffe Col¬ 
lege, on a part-time basis. This pilot 
program is being funded by a $129,00 
challenge grant from The Jessie B. 
Cox Charitable Trust, an organiza¬ 
tion that supports educational prog¬ 
rams for groups of under-served 
people. The college and alumnae of 
the Harvard-Radcliffe Program in 
Business Administration are active¬ 
ly seeking the additional funds 
necessary to see DISCOVERY stu¬ 
dents to completion of the program 
with the high level of tuition assis¬ 
tance they need. 

According to Phyllis Strimling, 
the coordinator of DISCOVERY, the 
program evolved through discus¬ 
sions among staff at the Radcliffe 
Seminars and Radcliffe Career Ser¬ 
vices. “The goal was to offer a 
specific group of people — displaced 
homemakers — an opportunity to 
become self-supporting and success¬ 
ful in management. Nancy Downey, 
the director of the Seminars and a 
strong advocate of life-long learning 
opportunities for women, was the 
real force in getting the program 
organized and funded,” said Stri¬ 
mling during a recent interview. 

The educational opportunity that 
DISCOVERY provides is unusual. 
Strimling doesn’t know of any simi¬ 
lar program, although she said she 
“just read about a Connecticut prog¬ 
ram for women entrepreneurs. 
When homemakers apply to DIS¬ 
COVERY, it isn’t as though they are 
choosing between our program and 
others. There simply aren’t many 
alternatives.” 

The program takes three years to 
complete, and students attend clas¬ 
ses part-time in the evening. Their 
first semester course, DISCOVERY, 
is a self-contained program. It con¬ 
sists of four-week introductions to 
marketing, organizational behavior,

accounting and business communi¬ 
cation, all core subjects. “The DIS¬ 
COVERY course doesn’t offer any 
one curriculum. It introduces the 
women to business language, 
retrains them in study techniques, 
introduces the Seminars faculty and 
shows them how to successfully add 
another area of responsibility to 
their schedule,” said Strimling. 

After successfully completing the 
DISCOVERY course, particpants 
move into the Management Prog¬ 


ram, taking both core courses and 
electives. The core curriculum 
includes business policy, economics, 
financial management, quantitative 
methods, marketing, accounting, 
business communication and organi¬ 
zational behavior. The electives 
range from courses in starting a 
business to negotiation and conflict 
resolution. Counseling, career assis¬ 
tance sessions and study skills work¬ 
shops are also offered along the way. 
According to Strimling, the women 
take one or two courses per 
semester. 


Although the program takes three 
years, the homemakers don’t have 
to wait until earn their certificate to 
better themselves. “We hope that 
they’ll find a better position and 
advance as they go through the 


course,” she said. 

The program, however, does have 
a drawback: its length. “It can be 
hard for these women to visualize 
the end. Most programs for dis¬ 
placed homemakers are relatively 
short, such as a i2-week course in 
word processing or a semester for 
office skills. This is a whole different 
experience. You need women who 
are committed because they will 
encounter obstacles along the way. 
Children will get sick, a car will 


break down and finances will be 
tough.” 

The first DISCOVERY class, 
which began in the spring of 1988, 
has now moved into the Radcliffe 
Seminars Management Program. 
Said Strimling, “The feedback 
we’ve gotten has been very positive 
The women feel supported and wel 
corned at the Radcliffe Seminars 
and Radcliffe College, and they feel 
that the program is an extraordin¬ 
ary opportunity. However, there are 
also genuine feelings of anxiety and 
apprehension. They worry about 
keeping their lives together during 
the program." 

DISCOVERY participants are 
recruited from several sources. “It 
trakes intense searching and out 
reach to find our candidates. We 


look for publicity through newspap¬ 
er articles, and contact social ser¬ 
vice agencies, state-run displaced 
homemaker agencies, churches and 
organizations like Parents Without 
Partners. We want a pool of racially 
and ethnically diverse candidates,” 
she said. 

This year’s class, which began 
Feb. 7, has 21 participants ranging 
in age from 25 to 58. According to 
Strimling, students in this class and 
its predecessor come from Cam¬ 
bridge, Boston, Newburyport, Hyan- 
nis, Dorchester, Lynne, Quincy and 
many other communities, und “rep¬ 
resent every situation, although the 
majority are divorced. Their work 
backgrounds include waitress, 
bookkeeper, general office worker, 
customer service representative, 
technical writer, nurse and bank 
employee.” 

Interested candidates may apply 
in September for the next clas, 
which begins in the spring of 1990. 
Admission is competitive. “We are 
looking for women with an economic 
hardship; an ability to do graduate- 
level work, even if they haven’t 
completed college; perseverenee; a 
clear sense of why they want to be in 
the program; and a willingness to 
take advantage of the opportunities 
the program offers. We welcome 
inquiries throughout the year.” 

She concluded, “Being part of 
DISCOVERY is very satisfying for 
me; I see a group of women feeling 
hopeful, encouraged and supported. 

I see them learning and growing, 
despite their personal struggles. 
Helping them to succeed is what 
DISCOVERY is all about.”

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New options in heart surgery 

Developments give new options to patients with heart problems

When “Anna" was 21, her condi¬ 
tion began to rapidly deteriorate. 

Diagnosed with congenital heart 
valve disease as an infant, plagued 
with health problems throughout 
childhood and adolescence, her aor¬ 
tic valve had degenerated danger¬ 
ously in the past few months. 

Death was imminent. 

Normally, the best hope doctors 
could offer Anna was an artificial 
valve, or a valve created from ani¬ 
mal tissue that would have to be 
replaced every decade or so. 

Two or three successful heart 
surgeries would be about all she 
could expect, along with a lifetime of 
dependence on anticoagulant drugs 
and worry about blood clots. 

In 1985, University of Oklahoma 
Health Sciences Center thoracic sur¬ 
geon Dr. Ron Elkins decided he 
would not accept this verdict for his 
patients, most of whom were 
children. 

Instead, Elkins and fellow thorac¬ 
ic surgeon Dr. Paul Stelzer decided 
to experiment with an alternative 
surgery, previously performed only 
by Dr. Donald Ross, who pioneered 
the procedure two decades earlier in 
London. 

The surgery took longer, took 
more skill and was riskier, but the 
long-term results were spectacular, 
according to Ross’ data. 

Elkins and Stelzer accordingly 
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have become the only physicians in 
the United States to perform the 
pulmonary autograft, in which a 
patient’s own pulmonary valve is 
removed, and reattached on the 
other side of the heart to create an 
aortic valve. 

In the same operation, a human 
donor valve is then used to create a 
new pulmonary valve. 

Between the two, Elkins and Stel- 
zer have performed the procedure 
on 35 patients since August of 1986, 
and have lost only three. Fewer than 
five of the 32 surviving patients have 
experienced complications. 

“It’s an operation in which you 
have to be willing to do twice as 
much work on the heart as with a 
regular aortic valve replacement,” 
Elkins said. “You are basically 
doing a double valve replacement, 
and you’re taking a step that’s 
irretrievable. 

“Once you move that pulmonary 
valve, you can’t take it out and put it 
back. You can never put the patient 
in a situation in which he or she was 
previously. 

"Plus,” he continued, “the regu¬ 
lar valve replacement operation is a 
fairly standard procedure and has 
fairly low mortality and good 
results. A remaining problem is that 
its lasting effects are not nearly as 
good as we would like. 

“The autograft employs a double 
valve replacement in which you now 
have the possibility of problems with 
two valves. But the likelihood of 
complications is low enough and the 
long-term results are good enough, 
that it’s worth taking that risk. 

“If the valve works as we hope, 
and by all data it should work, and if 
the patient avoids other complica¬ 
tions, such as infection or bleeding, 
the valve could very well last the 
patient his lifetime," Elkins said. 

“That’s the inference from other 
experience. We haven’t proved it 
here because our length of time in 
observing patients with these valves 
is still relatively short. But the 
expectation is that this is the one 
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type of operation on the aortic valve 
that could well allow the patient to 
have only a single operation.” 

“The alternative — putting in a 
mechanical valve — requires put¬ 
ting the patient on anticoagulants 
and there is still a risk of clots or 
bleeding," Stelzer added. 

“Ten to 15 years after putting in a 
mechanical valve, you have a 50 
percent to 60 percent chance of hav¬ 
ing had either a major clotting prob¬ 
lem or a bleeding episode. It’s even 
worse in children. After five years, 
less than 50 percent of children are 
trouble-free with the mechanical 
valve.” 

Using valves from animal donors 
— pigs for example — has an even 


Elkins and Stelzer, in 1985, ini¬ 
tiated their own program to acquire 
the valves, setting up a team of OU 
Health Sciences Center personnel to 
“harvest” valves from donors 
across Oklahoma. The valves are 
then shipped to the Cryolife laborat¬ 
ory in Atlanta, Ga., which sterilizes, 
tests (for disease) and cryonically 
freezes the valves for long-term 
storage. 

“That solves the problem of tim¬ 
ing the need of the patient with 
availability of donors,” Stelzer 
explained. “Size is the primary 
thing we have to match. We have 
two physicians’ assistants whose 
primary responsibility is to go get 
donor valves. If they are not avail- 


dized, there will be an increasing 
number of surgeons who will do 
autografts, particularly in children, 
if the evidence continues to be as 
favorable as it has been,” Elkins 
said. 

“One of the surgeons who has been 
most instrumental in doing homo¬ 
grafts (regular valve replace¬ 
ments), Dr. Mark O’Brien of Austra¬ 
lia, and I talked at a recent 
symposium in Atlanta, and he 
turned to me and made the com¬ 
ment, ‘I wish I had started doing the 
autograft 15 years ago.’” 

“It’s a tough surgery. It’s harder 
to do and if you make a mistake, the 
price is going to be high,” Stelzer 
added. 

“The heart is turned off for a 
longer period of time — Vk to 2 
hours — as compared with about an 
hour for a bypass and a transplant, 
or less than an hour for a regular 
aortic valve replacement. 

“The operation itself takes about 


six to eight hours. But again, those 
long-term results are just superb, 
and the quality of life for the patient, 
which is the bottom line, is so muclr^ 
better.” 

Elkins and Stelzer learned the pro¬ 
cedure by reviewing Ross’ literature 
and experimenting on animal hearts- 
for nearly a year. They have per¬ 
fected their technique during the • 
three years of performing the opera¬ 
tion, which they now teach to senior : 
residents. 

“There are some additional ques¬ 
tions we will try to answer in animal 
models. For example, will the valve 
grow?” Stelzer said. “We think it 
can, and that’s really exciting, to 
think we can put a valve in a child 
and have it grow with them.”

more bleak outlook tor the patient. 
Such valves slowly degenerate and 
must be replaced every 11 years or 
so, weakening the patient with 
repeated chest surgeries. 

“The operations are brutal on a 
child born with aortic heart disease, 
and to come up with something that 
would enable us to make only one 
trip in there was something Dr. 
Elkins really wanted to be able to do, 
because it does get riskier and more 
difficult as repeated operations go 
on through the years,” Stelzer said. 
“That was the driving force for 
using this technique.” 

What has made the pulmonary 
autograft procedure possible at the 
OU Health Sciences Center is an 
assured donor supply, a problem 
that has prevented many medical 
centers from learning the autograft. 
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able, then Dr. Elkins and I will 
saddle up our horses and go. 

“We basically all are dedicated to 
retrieving a donor valve whenever 
possible from all across the state.” 

Both physicians are now spending 
a considerable amount of time on the 
road, discussing their work with 
other members of the field in such 
places as Toronto, Canada; Atlanta; 
Chicago and San Diego. Physicians 
from Duke University, the Mayo 
Clinic and Australia have asked to 
visit and observe. 

Yet, given the success rates, other 
doctors have been surprisingly 
reluctant to leap on the bandwagon.

“For most 
of these parents, the Parent Aide is 
that one and only person.” 

The Parent Aide volunteer meets 
with the parent for about an hour 
each week, at a mutually convenient 
time and place. Volunteers receive 
training and ongoing staff support. 

Canty noted that some parents 
need help with specific parenting 
and personal survival skills, while

Something 1 look foward to every 
spring is the parcel of seeds I 
receive from All-American Selec¬ 
tions, for it always contains 
surprises. 

The seeds I’m sent arc of flowers 
and vegetables selected and slated 
for AAS awards the following year. 
With these advance trial seeds I can 
grow the new- cultivars in my own 
garden and write about them from 
personal experience as they appear 
on the pages of the new' year’s 
catalogs. 

Since 1933, vegetable and flower 
breeders have submitted the best of 
their new varieties each year to be 
judged in AAS trial gardens across 
the continent against the most simi¬ 
lar varieties already on the home 
garden market. 

New' seed-grown flowers and veg¬ 
etables that exhibit clear and signif¬ 
icant improvements over existing 
similar varieties in a wide range of 
growing conditions receive an All- 
American Selections Flower or Veg¬ 
etable award. A recently introduced 
award category, the Bedding Plant 
award, recognizes varieties that 
exhibit superior performance while 
growing in commercial greenhouses 
as w'ell as in the garden. 

The aim of the AAS awards is to 
promote the growing of flowers and 
vegetables from seed among home 
gardeners. To do this, the organiza¬ 
tion selects and promotes cultivars 
that have been judged to be especial¬ 
ly easy to grow, disease- and 
weather-resistant, and early to pro¬ 
duce bloom or flavorful edibles. 
Flowers are judged also for 
improved colors and length of 
bloom. 

A unique feature of the 1989 AAS 
award winners is that they are all 
flowers. This occurs rarely. And one 
of the flowers has been awarded a 
gold medal, the first in 15 years. This 
highest award is reserved for variet¬ 
ies that represent a major breeding 
breakthrough. 

The 1989 Gold Medal flower is a 
perennial, Coreopsis “Early Sun¬ 
rise," unique and new for the ability 
of every plant to begin blooming in 
its first year of growth from seed. 

I seeded Early Sunrise indoors at 
the beginning of April and set the 


sturdy plants out into a sunny flower 
bed in late May. By the first week in 
July the 18-inch tall plants were full 
of many-petaled orange-gold 
blooms. This cheery show continued 
until frost, with no care except for 
the occasional deadheading The 
plants provided bountiful supplies of 
cut flowers for the house all 
summer. 

Another real winner in my garden 
last summer was Dianthus "Tclstar 
Picotee," which w'on a 1989 AAS 
Flower award for the earliness and 
length of its bloom, uniform dwarf 
growth and attractive color pattern 
in crimson with a neat white, ser¬ 
rated edge. My plants, set both in 
cedar boxes and along the edge of a 
sunny flower bed, covered them¬ 
selves in bloom all summer. 

Along the same warm and sunny 
flower bed edge, and in patio boxes, 

I grew the two 1989 AAS award¬ 
winning verbenas. Of the two, Ver¬ 
bena “Sandy White” was the more 
robust and bushy, and longer in 
bloom. In late September the plants 
still presented a full splash of spar¬ 
kling white. 

Offering an eye-catching contrast 
to Sandy White, Verbena “Novalis 
Deep Blue” produced rounded clus¬ 
ters of deep, velvety, violet-blue 
flowers with large white eyes, a rich 
and dramatic color combination. 
For its uniform and early flowering 
and compact habit, this verbena won 
a 1989 AAS Bedding Plant award. 

A new petunia in the fine “Daddy” 
series is the first flower to be given 
awards in both the bedding plant and 
flower categories. I grew “Orchid 
Daddy” in the garden and in plan¬ 
ters, and was delighted with the 
speed of the bloom. From a mid- 
March seeding and transplanting 
around mid-May, the sturdy, com¬ 
pact plants were covered by the first 
week in June with large, soft laven- 
dar flowers vividly veined in deep 
plum. 

Speedy, too, was “Golden Gate,” a 
new dwarf French marigold that 
formed nicely mounded plants 8 
inches high. They remained covered 
all summer and early fall with full 
double flowers 2 inches across in 
sprightly combinations of bright 
orange-gold with mahogany red 
centers. 

The last two 1989 AAS award- 
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That’s the number of females reported missing in Massachusetts alone. 
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winning flowers are a New Guinea 
iinpatiens called Tango and Torenin 
“Clown Mixture.” both warmth- 
loving, semitropical plants that arc 
suited equally well to pot and garden 
culture. Tango grows up to 24 inches 
tall in a broadly branching pattern 
that makes it ideal for hanging 
baskets and patio planters. The 
large flowers are bold orange. New 
Guinea iinpatiens grows best in light 
or partly shaded sites. Clow Mixture 
bears bicolored and tricolored 
trumpet-shaped flowers in rose, 
white and shades of blue on 10-inch- 
tall plants that thrive in warm, 
shaded locations.

The 1989 High School team weight 
lifting championship is now history 
and, although the turnout for the 
event was somewhat lighter than 
expected, the contest proved to be 
both competitive and lively. 

The competition, which was held 
at CMK Fitness Center in Woburn on 
Sunday, Jan. 29, drew a total of 28 
competitors from the Middlesex reg¬ 
ion, and provided lifters and onlook¬ 
ers an opportunity to experience 
first-hand this unique and innovative 
event. 

Unlike traditional weight lifting 
competitions which require competi¬ 
tors to lift as much weight as possi¬ 
ble, Sunday’s event, which was 
organized by 1-to-l Personal Fit¬ 
ness, Inc. of Melrose, required lif¬ 
ters only to lift a percentage of their 
body weight. .

ultrasonographer. 

The Acuson ultrasound device 
gives distinct, live pictures of the 
fetus’ heart beating, eye sockets, 
vertebrae and limbs. Features like 
fingernails, earlobes, and eyelids 
can also be seen. 

The Acuson is used in many other 
areas of medicine besides obstetri¬ 
cal. It can aid in the evaluation of 
diseases of the abdomen, gallblad¬ 
der, and pelvis. The Acuson also 
aides in differentiating between 
cysts and potential cancers of the 
breast. 

Physicians can use the machine to 
distinguish organs that would 
appear gray or have subtle differ¬ 
ences on other ultrasound units 
because increased resolution pro¬ 
vides greater detail. 

“Winchester Hospital’s Radiology 
Department has experienced a sig¬ 
nificant increase in volume during 
the past year,” said William Bray, 
director of Radiology at Winchester 
Hospital “To accommodate 
patients needs, hours have been 
expanded for ultrasound exams to 
include Tuesday and Thursday even¬ 
ings and Saturday morning."

Dolly Springer gives tips to would-be stage performers

As she walks through her home, 
decorated with ornate Japanese 
pieces, Deborah Bach talks about 
her children, and her husband, and 
tries not to scold her dog Candace 
for jumping on the furniture. It is 
this resident of Oakland Circle that 
her neighbors know. 

But when Bach drives to her office 
in Boston, somewhere along Route 
93 she is transformed. Winchester 
resident Deborah Bach turns into 
Dolly Springer, television and radio 
performer, coach and innovator of 
.the Boston acting community. 

While growing up, Springer said 
she would watch every Bette Davis 
movie that came out, hoping some¬ 
day to emulate the flair of the classic 
actress. 

"I wanted to copy her style and I 
naturally gravitated to theatre,” 
said Springer. 

Springer knew’ she needed an edu¬ 
cation to achieve any type of success 
so she went on to college to study 
theatre. She threw herself into her 
work hoping "one day I would be 
discovered," laughs Springer. 

Through the 1940s, Springer 
became interested in radio — in her 
salad days of college. She chose the 
stage name of Dolly Springer and 
began her career. 

She got in on the ground floor of 
live television at Channel 4 in the 
1950s. At that time she was also 
doing a talk show every morning 
with Bob of the "Bob and Ray” radio 
comedy team. 

It was around that time, when 
Springer was living in Wakefield, 
that she decided she really wanted to 
teach. She moved on to directing and 
coaching and also taught some clas¬ 
ses at Emerson College. 

Springer was raising a family as 
well, and w-ould let her husband stay 
with son Josh and daughter Faith, 
three nights a w'eek, to take off.to 
direct any number of plays she was 
involved w ith. 

In the 1960s, Springer was a free¬ 
lance performer and was the chair 
of the theater department at Wake¬ 
field High School from 1904 to 1972. 

She was appointed administrator 
to the National Association for Tele¬ 
vision and Radio Artists, the New 
England Branch of the Emmy 
Award. She became "very involved 
in the administrative point of view 
(of theatre)," says Springer. 

"I found it was far more exciting 
to plan things," she added 

In 1979. Springer joined the Work 
shop for Television as the director. 
"Our main mission is to gel actors 


trained,” says Springer. According 
to Springer, New England actors are 


often faced with the proposition of 
moving to either Los Angeles or New 



York to find acting work. Now, 
renewed interest has been spurred 
in the Boston area. 

Springer says the establishment of 
production houses in the area and 
training for actors have brought 
more films and television series to 
New England. 

Her students at the workshop 
include people from "various walks 
of life,” says Springer. Fifty percent 
of her students are actors, the other 
50 percent are "lawyers, business¬ 
men, nurses. . .We even had a psy¬ 
chiatrist at the workshop,” said 
Springer. 

Springer, a longtime member of 
the Screen Actors Guild, gives some 
free advice for would-be television 
or radio personalities. 

What you need are three things, 
says Springer, "personali¬ 
ty. . .excellent reading abili¬ 
ty. . .and verbal personality." 

To people who are "looking for 
new challenges" or always wanted 
to try their hand at acting, Springer 
says that it is "open to every 
one. . .there are avenues out there.” 

"People find they can make it,” 
says Springer, "there is every 
opportunity in the world out there."

Markey opposes 
phone rate hikes 


Congressman Edward Markey 
(D-MA), Chairman of the House 
Subcommittee on Telecommunica¬ 
tions and Finance, recently wrote to 
Dennis Patrick, the Chairman of the 
Federal Communications Commis¬ 
sion, opposing the Commission’s 
plan to adopt an untested deregulat- 
ory system which could cost con¬ 
sumers $10 to $12 billion in higher 
telephone rates. 

“The FCC is proposing changes 
which could directly and dramati¬ 
cally affect the cost and quality of 
telephone service for all consum¬ 
ers,” said Markey, who noted that 
the FCC’s proposal has attreted cri¬ 
ticism from telephone consuemrs, 
state regulators and even segments 
of the telephone industry itself. 

The FCC’s proposal, called “price 
caps,” would abandon the current 
regulatory system which passes on 
the benefits of reduced operating 
costs to consumers. Instead, the 
telephone companies would reap 
those benefits for themselves in the 
form of higher profits. 

In his letter, Markey, along with 
Representative John Dingell 
(D-MI), asked the FCC “to provide 
the Congress and the public with a 
detailed, quantitative analysis of the 
impact the price cap proposal would 
have on consumers,’’ before moving 
ahead with “price caps.” 

At three hearings held by Markey 
last year a wide range of witnesses 


pointed out serious flaws in the plan. 

Consumer advocates said adop¬ 
tion of the proposal in its current 
form could result in unjustifably 
high rates for residential consumers 
and very high earnings for regulated 
companies with market power. 

Business community representa¬ 
tives objected to basing price caps 
on rates that have never been 
approved by state or federal 
authorities. 

Long distance telephone compa¬ 
nies argued that the plan would not 
prevent ar.ti-competitive behavior 
and would jeopardize the goal of a 
fully competitive long distance 
marketplace. 

Even the Reagan Administra¬ 
tion’s Federal Executive Agencies, 
including the Department of 
Defense and the General Services 
Administration, oppose price caps 
for local exchange companies 
because “allowing price cap regulai- 
ton as an option to AT&T merely 
ensures that its ratepayers will bear 
the highest charges generated by 
either price cap or traditional rate of 
return regulation.” 

Said Markey, “Telephone service 
binds this country’s people together 
und serves as a lifeline for the elder¬ 
ly and the poor. It is the backbone of 
our economy’s future growth. We 
simply cannot afford to implement 
policies that might jeopardize these 
goals.’’

Voke offers course 
for electricians 

The Northeast Metropolitan Reg¬ 
ional Vocational School in Wakefield 
will offer a 15-hour mandatory Conti¬ 
nuing Education requirement for 
licensed Journeymen and Master 
Electricians. The school will offer 
the program for the third consecu¬ 
tive year as an agent of the Massa¬ 
chusetts State Examiners of Electri¬ 
cians, according to Northeast Metro 
Tech School Committee member 
John F. Looney, Jr. of Winchester. 

Since the program was first 
created at Northeast Metro Tech in 
1987, 246 individuals, holding 351 
electrician licenses in Massa¬ 
chusetts, Maine and New Hamp¬ 
shire, have successfully completed 
this program and have been certi¬ 
fied by the school for the renewal of 
their licenses. 

“Those individuals who have been 
certified by Northeast Metro Tech 
have come from 41 cities and towns 
throughout Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire and Maine,” Looney 
said. “Of those 246, two were from 
Winchester.” 

The program was mandated in 
Massachusetts by the State Examin¬ 
ers of Electricians under the provi¬ 
sions of Section 4.09 of Rule 237 for 
the Commonwealth of Massa¬ 
chusetts. New Hampshire has a 
similar requirement while the State 
of Maine requires the completion of 
a 6 hour program. The purpose, 
according to School Committee 
member Looney is to insure that 


licensed electricians in the three 
states who wish to renew their 
licenses are made aware of the 
changes in the laws which affect 
public safety and the performance 
and quality of electrical 
installations.

Some tips for keeping foods wholesome, fresh 

Watch out for microorganisms that can turn your foods into potential health hazards

Recorded history tells us that 
from the earliest times, keeping food 
safe and wholesome has presented 
numerous problems. The Homans 
met this necessity by bringing wint¬ 
er ice down from the Alps and stor 
ing it in caves in order that food 
could lx* kept for summer use with 
out spoilage. This applied equally to 
cooling their wine 

In about 200 B C . there is a record 
that states that sauerkraut was fed 
to the workmen on the Great wall of 
China because it was preserved to 
keep a long time 

In the Middle Ages, smoking, salt 
ing. drying and preserving tech 
niques were perfected that are still 
i'o use Fruitcake studded with dried 
fruit and nuts and steeped in rum or 
brandy is a present day descendant 
Liquor retards mold and well-tinned 
brandied cakes have been known to 
last safely for twenty years. 

The United States Dept, of Agri 
culture's booklet published in 
December. 1984. 241. gives many 
suggestions for taking proper care of 


food today. Modern refrigeration 
and cooking make the problem of 
food spoilage much simpler to 
handle. Government inspection and 
strict standards within the food 
industry provide in America the saf 
esl, most wholesome and most a bun 
dant food supply in the world The 
law requires that inspectors check 
and re-check the quality of meat and 
poultry from the time the animals 
arrive in the packing plants until the 
product is ready for sale. 

Once the food reaches the home, 
however, proper care must be taken 
to prevent spoilage or contamina¬ 
tion. There are roughly two million 
cases of food poisoning yearly due to 
the improper handling of food in the 
home The temperature for storage 
must be controlled to prevent spoil 
age agents from reproducing. Most 
food poisoning bacteria thrive on 
temperatures around 60 to 90 
degrees fahrenheit. Most spoilage 
agents make themselves known by 
looks and smells. 

Several troublemakers in the 
realm of food poisoning are pre¬ 
sented for careful consideration in 
the preparation of food. Staphylo-

Markey hosts hearings 
on high-definition TV

Working as a 
team, government and industry can 
fashion a coherent national strategy 
on HDTV, a strategy that protects 
America’s national security inter¬ 
ests, and benefits American workers 
and American consumers,” stated 
Markey. 

The hearings announced today 
continue the work completed in the 
100th Congress by Markey. The Sub¬ 
committee held hearings concerning 
HDTV on Oct. 8, 1987. June 23. 1988, 
and Sept. 7. 1988. 


coccus aureus is the scientific name 
for small organism that is the lead¬ 
ing cause of food poisoning. Staph 
symptoms are nausea, vomiting, 
and diarrhea that appear from two 
to six hours after eating staph- 
infected food. The conditions last a 
day or two and the illness is usually 
not too serious for healthy people. 

While cooking kills most bacteria, 
the staph toxin is not destroyed by 
ordinary cooking. Don’t allow pre¬ 
pared foods, particulary starchy 
foods, cooked and cured meats, or 
cheese and meat salads to sit out at 
room temperature more than two 
hours. 

Salmonella is the name used for 
some 2,000 closely related bacteria 
that cause servere flu-like symp¬ 
toms which appear 12 to 36 hours 
after eating and may last two to 
seven days Infants, young children 
and the elderly can be seriously 
affected by this disease that continu¬ 
ally cycles through the intestinal 
tracts of people and animals. The 
bactiua is often found in raw or 
undercooked foods such as eggs, 
poultry, and meat. Unpasteurized 
milk is also a culprit. 


Another cause of food poisoning is 
perfringens which ranks third as a 
cause of illness. It is present in the 
soil, the intestines of animals and 
humans, and in sewage. It grows 
only where there is little or no oxgen 
and affects an individual with gas 
pains and usually diarrhea some 
eight to 24 hours after consumption 
and lasts about a day. People with 
medical conditions can be seriously 
affected. It is called the “cafeteria 
germ” because it often strikes food 
served in quantity and left for long 
periods on a steam table or at room 
temperature. It occurs in cooked 
beef, turkey, gravy, dressing, stews, 
and casseroles. Special attention to 
the refridgeration is an important 
hedge against perfringens. Dividing 
buffet foods into several small dis¬ 
hes exposes more of the food to the 
air, thus reducing the conditions 
perfringens likes. 


Botulism is very rare but it is the 
deadly food poisoning that stems 
from soil and water. Improperly 
canned food is a good place for the 
botulinum bacteria to grow. Low- 


acid vegetables such as green beans, 
corn, beets, and peas can be at a risk 
if safe canning procedures have not 
been followed. Symptoms will deve¬ 
lop in 12 to 48 hours. The poison 
attacks the nervous system causing 
double vision, droopy eyelids, trou 
ble in swallowing and difficult brea¬ 
thing Without treatment, a patient 
can die of suffocation since the 
nerves no longer stimulate brea¬ 
thing. An antitoxin has reduced the 
number of deaths from botulism but 
patients can still suffer permanent 
nerve damage. 

To avoid botualism, carefully exa¬ 
mine any canned food that looks 
suspicious. Danger signs are milky 
liquid surrounding vegetables, 
cracked jars, loose lids, and swollen 
cans or lids. Don’t even taste food 
when these conditions are present. 
Even a small amount of boutulinum 
toxin can be highly dangerous. 

Keep food clean. Cook it thorough 
ly and do not interrupt cooking by 
doing it partially. Thouroughly 
reheat left-overs. Bring gravies to a 
rolling boil before serving. A holding

Winchester’s Finance Commit¬ 
tee is less than happy about the 
selectmen's decision to place a 
$1.37 million override question on 
the March 28 ballot, and has 
decided to return school and 
municipal budgets to their mak¬ 
ers to be balanced. 


The committee voted unanim¬ 
ously at its Feb. 16 meeting to 
require Town Manager W. Chad¬ 
wick Maurer and Superintendent 
of Schools I)r.

Stoltzman makes

In the sixth grade, Lucy 
Stoltzman wrote a paper on 
how she wanted to be a violin¬ 
ist.

victor in 


civil rights judgment

In what the town’s lawyer calls a 
substantial victory, a federal judge 
has ruled against most of the claims 
in a $50 million federal civil-rights 
suit against Winchester. 

Federal Judge Robert E. Keeton 


approved motions from Town 
Counsel Douglas Randall for dismis¬ 
sal of claims that the Jan. 1, 1985, 
death of a man in the Winchester 
police lockup involved violations of 
his civil rights under federal law. 

The suit was filed against the town 
in 1985 by Catherine J. Carapellucci, 
administratrix of the estate of Vin¬ 


cent J. Marquardo, the man who 
died in the cell. 

According to reports, Marquardo 
was stopped by police officers Barry 
Donaghey and Jonathan Dean for 
failing to stop at a red light Dec. 31, 
1984. After observing Marquardo, 
police asked him to step out of the 
car to perform several field sobriety 


tests, which he failed, according to 
reports. 

Marquado was arrested at approx¬ 
imately 9:40 p.m. Although he was 
offered the opportunity to see a 
physician and/or make bail, Mar¬ 
quardo allegedly refused both, 
according to reports. 

Reports indicate that Marquardo 


was placed in a cell and checked 
periodically. At 1:40 a.m. Jan. 1, 
1985, Marquardo was found not to be 
breathing by Lt. Charles Culhane. 
Efforts to revive Marquardo failed, 
and he was pronounced dead at the 
Winchester Hospital Emergency 
Room at 2:26 a.m.

MWRA rates 
soak town’s 
pocketbooks 

Winchester water and sewer 
charges are expected to rise approx¬ 
imately $69 per family in fiscal year 
1990 as a result of increased charges 
by the Massachusetts Water Resour¬ 
ces Authority (MWRA). 

MWRA Executive Director Paul 
Levy recently announced that he has 
proposed the increase in water and 
sewer bills to continue the Boston 
Harbor cleanup and repair of the 
region’s aging water and sewer 
systems. 

According to Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer, the figure is high¬ 
er than what the MWRA originally 
projected for Winchester. Maurer 
said the original projection by the 
MWRA was a 40-percent increase. 
The new number is nearly 20 percent 
above that. 

Winchester is one of 60 communi¬ 
ties receiving MWRA water or sew¬ 
er service. The proposed budget is to 
be reviewed by the MWRA Advisory 
Board, followed by public hearings. 
The MWRA Board of Directors must 
act on the matter before June 30. 
New rates go into effect July 1. 

Overall, the MWRA’s combined 
water and sewer charges to the 
customer communities could rise 

43.4 percent, from $138 million in 
FY89 to $198 million in FY90. 

Winchester’s total projected FY90 
MWRA water bill is $218,423, up 85 
percent over FY89. The total pro¬ 
jected sewer bill is up $459,832, up 

52.4 percent from this year’s bill. 

‘‘The MWRA cost is the biggest 

single item in the water and sewer 
rate,” said Maurer. He added that 
improper maintenance of the sys¬ 
tem has caused these increases.

Residents 
receive 
water bills

A tidal wave of bills reflecting the 
new increase in water and sewer 
rates just washed up into resident’s 
mailboxes this week. 

The bills are the result of much 
debate stemming from Spring 1988 
Town Meeting and ending with duel¬ 
ing articles between citizens and 
selectmen on the Fall 1988 Town 
Meeting warrant. 

The 68 percent increase in water 
and sewer rates instituted at Spring 
1988 Town Meeting was followed by 
a change in the billing formula to 
compensate for the hike. Article 18 
at Fall 1988 Town Meeting was a 
citizens’ petition aimed at retracting 
that vote, and charging the 
increased rate only for water con¬ 
sumed after July 1, 1988. 

Prior to Fall 1988 Town Meeting, 
citizens claimed that those on the 
January/July billing cycle were 
charged more for water from Janu¬ 
ary to April than those on the April/ 
October cycle. The reasoning was 
that with rates retroactive to Jan. 1, 
1988, January/July bill payers were 
paying for six months of water under 
the new rate, while those on the 
April/October cycle would only pay 
for three. As a result, they filed the 
petition. 

Selectmen quickly countered that 
petition with an article of their own, 
stating the increase in billing should 
be retroactive to Jan. 1, 1988, as was 
originally voted by Town Meeting.

Winchester Housing Authority 
member and Housing Partnership 
Board (HPB) Vice Chairman Dennis 
O’Malley presented the HPB with a 
list of 10 potential affordable housing 
sites last week. 

O’Malley spoke before the HPB to 
outline sites chosen by consultant 
Peter Sandforn. Sandborn was hired 
by the IJfusing Authority • i.h the 
help of ffvZvi/yw ->^ p,ranl the town 
received from the Executive Office 
of Communities and Development 
(EOCD). 

According to O’Malley, Sandborn 
met with Town Engineer John 
(Jake) Ciarcia, and together they 
came up with a list of 100 potential 
sites. O’Malley said the majority of 
sites had a very low potential due to 
swamps, ledge and inaccessibility. 

The top sites were: the purk at the 
corners of Eaton Street and High¬ 
land Avenue; three separate lots 
bordering the Lynch School; the site 
of the tennis courts at Manchester 
Field on Mystic Valley Parkway; 
Nathaniel Road and Washington 
Street near the Muraco School; Can¬ 
al Street at the bottom of Noonan 
Glen near the old Noonan School; a 
site at Leonard Field; a site on 
Alben Street across from Winches¬ 
ter Hospital; the Metropolitan Dis¬ 
trict Commission (MDC) lot at the 
corner of South Border Road and 
Mystic Valley Parkway; conserva¬ 
tion land on Chardon Road off Main 
Street near Symmes corner; and in 
the vicinity of units already under 
construction on Ridge Street and 
Lockeland Road. 

O’Malley said the EOCD prefers 
sites that can accommodate 12 uniLs, 
but added that this is very hard to 
accomplish in Winchester due to the 
lack of available land in town. 
O’Malley said what he sees as a 
solution to the lack of affordable 
housing in town is scattered site 
housing. He noted that there are 
presently 200 families on a waiting 
list for low-income housing in 
Winchester.

Marquardo’s rights not violated

According to a medical examin¬ 
er’s report, Marquardo died of 
asphyxia due to aspiration of vomi- 
tus, in addition to what were deter¬ 
mined to be lethal levels of codeine 
in his blood. 

The suit charges that Marquardo 
did not receive proper treatment by 
the police department following his 
arrest, and states that his Fourth, 
Eighth and Eighteenth Amendment 
rights were violated. 

In a letter to selectmen, Randall 
states, “I am pleased to report that 
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all the defendant’s motions for sum¬ 
mary judgment under the federal 
civil rights law have been allowed. 
In addition, the police defendants 
have been released as party defen¬ 
dants on the state law claims against 
them, leaving pending only the state 
claims against the Town and the 
Selectmen. 

“This decision (by Judge Keeton) 
is a substantial victory in that it 
clearly finds that no defendant vio¬ 
lated the civil rights of Mr. Vincent 
J. Marquardo, whose untimely 
death occurred after his arrest on 
New Year’s eve 1984,” noted 
Randall. 

Randall went on to state that the 


importance of the decision was that 
claims totalling $50 million under 
the federal civil-rights act were now 
reduced to a maximum claim of' 
$ 100 , 000 . 

According to Keeton’s decision, a 
hearing will be held at 4 p.m. March 
14 to “consider whether the court 
should retain pendent jurisdiction 
over the remaining claims, and, if 
so, to schedule further 
proceedings.” 

Randall noted that the plaintiff 
has rights of appeal from the judge’s 
order, either immediately or at 
some point after the other claims 
have been acted upon by federal or 
state courts.

However, if it does not pass by a 
majority vote, that $2.38 million will 
have to be cut from the budget. 
Passage of the referendum would 
still require cuts nearing $1.1 
million. 

Earlier this month, the committee 
made a recommendation to select¬ 
men that a $3.8 million general over¬ 
ride of Proposition 2^ be placed on 
the ballot. The Finance Committee 
estimated that this measure would 
have raised the annual tax levy by 
approximately $375 for a hypotheti¬ 
cal average home costing $250,000. 

However, selectmen opted to go 
for a $1.37 million debt exclusion, 
which Finance Committee members 
say will not, in itself, resolve this 
year’s problem to say nothing of 
future problems. The debt exclusion 
will increase taxes for the average 
$250,000 home by $135 this year, 
according to the Finance 
Committee. 

Finance Committee Chair Chester 
Haskell said if the selectmen’s 
referendum passes, which is not 
guaranteed, the town will still not 
have adequate revenue. Significant 
cuts and/or reductions in reserve 
funds will have to be made, he said. 


The end result will be higher taxes 
and reduced services, said Haskell. 
Haskell told the committee that 
Selectmen Chair Robert Peering 
said be believed the $1.37 million 
override “was the largest override 
question that had any chance of 
passing." 

Haskell said that those who fail to 
see the seriousness of the situation 
are living “a fantasy.” There are 
those, according to Haskell, who 
want “something for nothing.” 

According to Finance Committee 
member John Williams, the FY90 
budget is the first in history to be 
handed to the committee 
unbalanced. 

At the beginning of the month, 
both Maurer and Mitsakos pro 
sented the committee with a list of 
cuts that would have to be made if 
they were required to reduce $2.38 
million from the budget. Williams 
said he believes that because the 
committee was only appointed and 
advisory, the final cuts should come 
from the elected officials. He asked 
that the budget be returned to the 
“responsible people,” and that 
changes be made before “we go any 
further.” 

Member Walter Tonaszuck said he 


believes, “The hard choices should 
be made in the front office .” 

Many members also fell that 
Maurer and Mitsakos would have a 
better understanding of the effects 
of budget reductions to each depart¬ 
ment . “We can’t tell them how to run 
their business,” said Member Ran¬ 
dolph “Biff" Kazazian. 

Included in Mitsakos’s "conting¬ 
ency plan” were $ 282,000 worth of 
capital budget items. Haskell said 
he believes Mitsakos felt that “when 
push comes to shove, it’s better to 
keep people than buildings." 

Committee members agreed they 
do not believe it is the right of the 
School Committee to take money 
from the independent, and what has 
been referred to “a woefully under¬ 
funded” capital budget. 

The ratio of reduction between 
town and school budgets will be left 
to Maurer and Mitsakos, although as 
Wendy Nolan Sutton pointed out, 
Maurer’s authority supersedes that 
of Mitsakos. “The man on the hot 
seat is the Town Manager,” added 
Tonazuck. 

The committee unanimously 
agreed to maintain the capital 
budget at its current level of 


$860,000. In past years, the capital 
budget has been reduced to provide 
additional revenue for other budget 
items when revenue hasn’t matched 
expenditures. 

The committee also voted by a 
slim 6-5 margin to reduce the free 
cash and stabilization funds down to 
$700,000. 

Members voiced concern about 
drawing so deeply and quickly from 
the reserve funds. Member Candace 
Margies said she fears that if the 
town spent down to the $700,000 
level, it would have insufficient 
funds to deal with a future crisis. By 
spending down the free cash, Marg¬ 
ies said she believes the committee 
wants to protect jobs. 

However, she noted that this is 
still a short-term solution and the 
problem will not disappear at the 
end of the year. Margies said that 
these jobs are going to be lost next 
year, and the money that has been 
reduced tp save the jobs will also 
disappear. 

John Williams reminded fellow 
members that the stabilization fund 
was originally set up as a "rainy 
day” fund and, he said, it isn’t going 
to get much cloudier than this.

Residents showered with new water bills

Fall Town Meeting decided that 
making new water rates effective 
from July 1, 1988, was the most 
equitable way to handle the 
situation. 

According to Acting Director of 
Department of Public Works (DPW) 
Robert Morin, the credit residents 
receive in their bills reflects the 
difference between the old rate and 
the new rate for the time from 


January to July. Residents billed in 
October will receive a credit for the 
difference from the period of Janu¬ 
ary to July also, but not for the July 
to October period. 

The bills residents received last 
week were late, but reflect the 
effects of Town Meetings decision. 
All residents will now begin to 
receive water and sewer bills quar¬ 
terly, as opposed to the former sys¬ 
tem of billing on a semi-annual basis 


— half the town being billed in 
January and July and the other half 
in October and April. 

January and July billings will now 
be based on actual readings and the 
April and October bills will be issued 
based on estimated use, according to 
Morin. 

Residents who were previously on 
the October and April billing cycle 
will receive a bill only for the period 
of usage since their October 1988 bill. 


Morin noted that a major 
changeover in the computer soft 
ware was necessary to calculate the 
changes in billing schedules and the 
rate increase. This changeover 
slowed the billing process. There¬ 
fore, bills received last week are the 
January bills. 

Morin expect the April bills will be 
on schedule since the calculations 
will be only for water consumed in 
1989.

“Essentially, we’re paying for the 
mismanagement of the system for 
many, many years in the past,” said 
Maurer. 

In addition, Maurer said Massa¬ 
chusetts does not have the federal 
aid it could for the sewer system 
components if proper application for 


such funds had been made 10 years 
ago. 

“We’re paying 100 percent of the 
cost,” he noted. 

Maurer said that two-thirds of 
Winchester’s water comes from the 
town’s reservoirs, but that the 
remaining third is purchased from 
the MWRA to supplement that 
supply.

Winchester the saga of a sleepy 
farming hamlet, slowly gaining a 
small patrician class of well-heeled 
mill owners finally blossoming 
into the quintessential Victorian 
railroad community refined by Bos¬ 
ton lawyers and real estate barons. 

This was the lovely community in 
which Charles Francis Adams found 

a very unusual civic spirit.” 

Winchester has had its “golden 
age” for it was in the above spirit 
that the Common, the town park 
system, extensive civic building, 
and our present residential 
ambiance was created. 

Later, the citizens of this town 
look on, with great courage, the 
construction of the town library, an 
addition to its high school, and a new 
junior high school all during the 
darkest years of the great 
depression. 

Our school system, of enviable 
quality, was built up over countless 

years. 

Throughout this former “golden 
age,” individuals who loved this 
town created for all of us, Manches- 
ter Field, Ginn Field, the War 
Memorial, the linked waterways 
throughout the town, a town forest, 
l and was freely given for a high 
si hool and for parts of Wildwood 
Cemetery. 

Trusts funds abound — the gener¬ 
osity of those who treasured this 
town even beyond their own 
concerns. 

The present day “Winchester 
Mystique” acknowledges all of these 
unique qualities indeed they are 
the very qualities that induce people 
to make their home among us — but 
does not acknowledge the obligation 
to maintain that which was pain¬ 


stakingly built up over long years of 
public and private sacrifice. 

We cannot wait to get our “piece of 
the rock” but once it is obtained, we 
will not make the necessary sacri¬ 
fices which preserve its foundation. 

The Town Hall was literally falling 
down. The police and fire stations 
became a local shame. The school 
roofs leak. The common is barren. 
The parks and playgrounds are 
ragged. The cemetery needs work. 

But when community leaders put 
the price tag on taking care of the 
very things which make Winchester 
the envy of its sister communities, 
those who stridently profess respon¬ 
sibility for the well-being of the town 
pare the capital budget to the bone. 

When the inevitable occurs and we 
are literally forced into “paying the 
piper,” these same people take sol¬ 
ace in berating town boards and 
committees who are only honoring 
the trust placed within them. 

Proposition 2Vfe may work for 
some people — and it does work for 
those on fixed incomes — but is 
certainly does not work for the good 
of the whole community — nor for its 
necessary maintenance and growth. 

Now, perhaps more than any other 
time in our town’s history, we are 
going to have to address what we 
want from our community — and 
what we are going to be willing to 
pul in. 

Mean-spirited attacks on those 
officials who have been elected to 
maintain intelligent growth plan¬ 
ning — and to further attack the 
very essence of New England demo¬ 
cracy, Town Meeting, is extremely 
short-sighted and non-productive in 
a town which, in years past strode 
ahead confidently toward each new 
challenge, painful or otherwise — 
together.

Town Hall is ‘not 
an issue’ in 
override question 

There has been a lot of discussion 
recently about the FY’90 Budget 
(which covers the calender months 
of July 1,1989 through June 30,1990). 
There are some critics who object to 
the end result of the restoration/ 
renovation of the Town Hall and who 
claim that because of that work we 
are now in the red financially. I hope 
that those who are in a decision 
making position are able to see that 
these two stand separately in the 
overall running of the town. 

The decision by Town Meeting to 
borrow money to upgrade and 
restore the Town Hall was not an 
easy decision and followed consider¬ 
able debate and proposed alterna¬ 
tives. In fact, at the April 28, 1986 
Special Town Meeting, the main 
motion to appropriate $4,720,000 fail¬ 
ed. With the guarantee of an over¬ 
sight committee (the Town Hall 
Building Committee) there was an 
overwhelming yes vote (135 yes to 18 
no). When the project was put out to 
bid it became painfully apparent 
that either the scope of the project 
would have to be rolled back or 
additional money ($1,230,000) would 
have to be appropriated. After con¬ 
siderable debate, on July 20, 1987, 
the Town Meeting approved the 
expenditure of the additional funds. 

The whole debate was carefully 
considered and the decision to bor¬ 
row $5,950,000 for the restoration/ 
renovation of Town Hall was made. 
The Town Meeting was advised at 
that time by the Finance Committee 
that the decision to proceed would 
bring us up against the limits of 
Proposition 2'.•* a little sonner hut 
that point would be reached regard¬ 
less of a yes or no vote on this 
matter. 

And here we are. If we keep the 
present level of services, we fall 
$2.38 million short of a balanced 
budget. Of that, we are paying 
$962,760 for the work on Town Hall. 
This is the peak payment year. We 
would still be in the red this year 
with or without the decision to 
upgrade the Town offices. 

The work that was done on the 
Town Hall will enable the town to go 
into the 21st century with the equip¬ 
ment it needs to run efficiently. Too 
many Town Meetings have avoided 
the need to up grade that building 
and those offices. The Town Meeting 
in 1986 and 1987 had the courage to 
address those needs. We have a lot to 
be proud of on that project. I don’t 
believe we should apologize for job 
well done. 

Winchester has a AAA bond rating 
which allows us to benefit from low 
interest rates. Our debt represents 
0.2 percent of the assessed valua¬ 
tions of the town and 2.9 percent of 
our operating expenditures. As a 
benchmark used by the Department 
of Revenue in Boston, 10 percent is 
positive and greater than 20 percent 
is negative. Compared to the 14 
communities that Winchester has 
compared itself to recently, we are 
on the low end of the scale. 

Those who would like to tie the 
work on Town Hall to the FY’90 
budget situation are ignoring the 
context of the two issues. One is not 
the result of the other. With inflation 
up to 4.8 percent, and probably high¬ 
er in this area of Massachusetts, 
incresaing fixed expenses (Work¬ 


man’s Compensation, health insur¬ 
ance, etc.) and contract settlements 
around 5 percent, you don’t come up 
with a 2'/z percent increase in 
expenses. It is greater. That plus the 
loss of local aid from both the feder¬ 
al and state levels is why we have 
the present anticipated short fall. 
This budget does not represent any 
growth or expansion of programs. 

Something has to give. Either the 
town will cut services or it must 
increase revenue. But let’s not be 
side tracked by a debate from last 
year. Town Hall is not the issue here. 
That debate took place in 1986 and 
1987. The issues were carefully con- 
sidererd and a decision was made in 
a democratic forum. Some people 
like the decision, some do not. But, 
understanding that, let’s not get con¬ 
fused with the argument that the 
Town Hall renovation and the FY’90 
budget are one and the same issue. 
They simply aren’t.

Stop ‘blackmail’

Why didn’t they 
get permission from the voters for 
an override before beginning the 
Town Hall renovation? 

Not only are they lardy in present 
ing the bill to us taxpayers, but they 
are trying to blackmail us into pay¬ 
ing it. Cuts by the School Committee 
and the Town Manager were clearly 
chosen to force citizens into voting 
for an override. But as with all 
blackmail, there will be no end to 
their demands. No matter how much 
the taxpayers pay, it will never be 
enough. Stop the blackmail now. 

Rising debt, both locally and 
nationally, is crippling our economy 
An override will, little by little, eat 
away our savings we have all work¬ 
ed so hard for. Working or retired, 
few of us will be able to continue 
living In Winchester. 

And this is only the beginning 
Plans are for another override next 
year, and possibly every year in the 
near future. 

According to the Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen, a $1.37 million 
override means an 8.4 percent total 
increase in property taxes for Fiscal 
Year 19(H). Add to that the increased 
fees to the MWRA applied to your 
water bill (projected to go up in 
percent in Fiscal Year 1990 by the 
Town Manager). And don't forget to 
add the $3.8 million water and sewer 
bond issue to your water bill (ha!

before even a mention is made of 
overriding Prop. 2 1 - or laying off 
even one teacher. Let us examine 
two of your specific topics: 

Dn the subject of the Administra¬ 
tion Center staff you state that there 
has been a sizable decrease in staff 
since 1972 and that in this center 
office there has not been a staff 
increase in the last five years. What 
you conveniently fail to mention is 
that all tasks performed by the origi¬ 
nal staff you listed are still now 
performed but under different titles 
or at the individual schools not at the 
center office. Also there has been at 
least one major addition to the 
Administration Center staff, but 
prior to the last five years. 

Secondly, you stated that if the 
school department purchased school 
buses under a lease to own program, 
the savings for the first three years 
would be “minimal.’’ What you 
again conveniently fail to mention is 
that the savings after five years 
when the town would own the buses 
would be $150,000 a year. That siz¬ 
able amount of money could pay the 
salaries of six teachers or fund 
almost one-half of all the athletic 
programs at the high school. Mr. 
Jervcy, where are your priorities? 

I find it very disturbing that the 
School Superintendent and the 
School Committee repeatedly 
recommend cuts in teachers and 
athletics but never in adminstrators 
or curriculum specialists. It is obvi¬ 
ous that the cuts recommended were 
chose to aim at parent’s basic 
instincts to protect their children 
and homes and scares voters into 
supporting an override of Prop. 2'6. 
Fortunately the voters in Winches¬ 
ter are smarter than you think. 

Please keep in mind that only 18 
percent of families in Winchester 
have children in the school system 
yet the school budget makes up 56 
percent of the overall town budget! 
Quality education is not made by 
throwing more and more money into 
the school budget, it is made by 
stressing the basics and motivating 
our students. You do not need bottled 
water, catered meals for hungry 


School Committee members, golf 
programs, specialists, and directors 
with fancy titles that did not even 
exist in our schools until a few years 
ago and very expensive drafting 
computer equipment usually only 
found in technical schools and well 
equipped engineering offices to pro¬ 
vide quality education. 

Finally, Mr. Jervey, last year the 
Winchester Taxpayers’ Association 
stated that you were the “worst 
exponent of hysteria” in the school 
system. I see that you are attempt¬ 
ing to retain that title for another 
year. If School Committee members 
are unwilling to make serious efforts 
to eliminate waste from the educa¬ 
tion budget, then they will have to 
answer to all the parents, taxpayers 
and voters in Winchester.

Resident supports

Your paper has headlined the 
news that Winchester has a 23 mil¬ 
lion dollar financial crisis and that 
the Finance Committee recom¬ 
mends that the town address it by a 
general override. I wish to focus the 
attention of your readers on a key 
point in the situation we face. 

Who should make the decision 
with respect to the trade-off Taxes 
vs Town Services—the Town Meet¬ 
ing or the Board of Selectmen?

2Vi vests the power to put an over¬ 
ride issue on the ballot by a majority 
of the Board of Selectmen—a clear 
impediment to our Charter provision 
that the Town Meeting act on the 
Finance Committee budget. 

3. Both taxes and the level and 
quality of Town Services are sensi¬ 
tive issues to the many constituents 
in Town; for example: Parents of 
school children; parents and child¬ 
ren served by recreation of athletic

Levon Boodakian 

Levon (Leo) Boodakian, principal 
of Koko Boodakian and Sons, Inc., of 
Winchester, died suddenly Feb. 10 at 
the Palm Island Resort, Cape Haze, 
Fla. He was 66. 

Born in South Boston, his family 
moved to the town of Winchester 
when Leo was six. At the time, his 
father, Koko, was working in Boston 
for Adalian Brothers, a leading rug 
firm. During a delivery to the 
Winchester area, Koko fell in love 
with the town. 

An active member in the Winches¬ 
ter community, Leo Boodakian was 
instrumental in the success of the 
1982 Gift of Health Campaign at 
Winchester Hospital that produced 
the new operating room suites and 
the Hood Building that houses the 
Emergency Department and Outpa¬ 
tient Services. 

Mr. Boodakian was a corporator 
at Winchester Hospital for the past 
15 years. At a recent public forum, 
he noted that he had been a patient 
at the hospital and was impressed 
with the quality and personal care 
that he received from the hospital’s 
staff. 

Upon graduating from Winchester 
High School in 1938 at age 16, Mr. 
Bookakian entered the family orien¬ 
tal rug and carpeting business, Koko 
Boodakian and Sons, located at 
Lochwain Street, which is still the 
site of their cleaning plant and ware¬ 
house. Under the tutelage of his 
father Koko, he became an expert in 
the field, specializing in the areas of 
repair, appraisal and consumer 
education. 

At the urging of his colleagues 
across the country, Leo Boodakian 
joined in creating the first-ever cer¬ 
tification examination for oriental 
rug appraisers through the Oriental 
Rug Retailers of America, (ORRA.) 

His brothers, Harry and Michael, 
also residents of Winchester, joined 
the firm following their high school 
graduation and still remain active. 

Through two major fires, Leo and 
his brothers displayed great stami¬ 
na by rebuilding their business. Dur¬ 
ing revitalization, they purchased 
the building located on Main Street 
in Winchester, which is the site of 
their present sales room. 

“My father touched so many 
lives,” said his son Stephen Booda¬ 
kian. “He added new life to the 
Winchester Scholarship Foundation 
with rigorous fundraising efforts. 
Henry Van Dyke and my father 
developed the ‘Buy a Share in 
Winchester Youth’ to help fund the 
scholarship program. He was an 
active member and longtime moder¬ 
ator at the Second Congregational 
Church.” 

He was active professionally as 
past president of the Oriental Rug 
Retailers of America, a member of 
the Boston Executives Club, past 
president of the Winchester Mer¬ 
chants Association, past president of 
the Winchester Rotary Club and a 
member of the National Board of 
Arbitrators. 

For the past 50 years, Mr. Booda¬ 
kian spoke at colleges/universities 
and fraternal/civic organizations 
throughout New England, creating a 
model consumer education 
program. 

He is survived by his wife, Leona 
(Topjian); a son, Stephen of 
Winchester; two daughters, Linda 
Stepzinski of Derry, N.H., and Susan 
Crossley of Kennett, Fa.; two 
brothers, Harry and Michael, both of 
Winchester; a sister, Diane Becha- 
kian of Woburn; and four 
grandchildren.

Real estate realities for 1989 


By MARY PRICE 
For What’s UP 

Each of us is affected one way 
or another by the state of eco¬ 
nomy and, in particular, that of 
the real estate market. There¬ 
fore, as the president of your 
local council of Realtors, I am 
providing this information from 
the Greater Boston Real Estate 
Board to inform area residents 
of directions the real estate 
market is liable to take in 1989: 

As we enter the new selling 
season, it is useful and poten¬ 
tially instructive to review the 
past year’s trends and develop¬ 
ments in the metropolitan Bos¬ 
ton economy. From the per¬ 
spective of where we’ve been 
and where we stand now, it is 
possible to make a reasonable 
and informed prediction of what 
1989 holds in store for us. Such 
predictions, however, no matter 
how carefully formulated and 
deeply rooted in historical per¬ 
spective, are fraught with dan¬ 
ger. Since any number of 
unforeseen factors can effect 
interest rates, consumer prices, 
unemployment trends, and the 
like, specific predictions 
degarding the real estate mark¬ 
et must be used with caution — 
it’s trite, but true, to point out 
that no one has a “crystal ball.” 

Using the most recently avail¬ 
able information — in most 
cases, third-quarter or October 
data — and extrapolating for 
the entire year, we can estimate 
that total residential sales vol¬ 
ume fell by approximately 12 
percent during 1988, while 
median sales prices rose by 
about 3 percent. Mortgage 
interest rates were relatively 
stable during the year, with fix¬ 
ed rate loans fluctuating by less 
than one percentage point. 
After falling during the spring 
and early summer, and again 
briefly during the fall, rates 
were on the rise at the year’s 
end. New construction activity 
dropped sharply during 1988, 
with building permits for single¬ 
family homes off by more than 
20 percent and permits for 
multi-family units down 
approximately 35 percent. 

General consumer price infla¬ 
tion in the Boston area ran at 
about 6 percent during the past 
year — higher than the national 
average inflation rate, but con¬ 
siderably less than that exper¬ 


ienced at the beginning of the 
decade. Significantly, inflation 


in residential rents was a rate 
somewhat less than overall 
inflation, and the price index for 
household fuels and other utili¬ 
ties increased by little more 
than one percent over the year. 

In general terms, the regional 
economy continued to do quite 
well during 1988. Total Boston 
metropolitan area employment 
increased by nearly 2 percent 
during the year, although man¬ 
ufacturing payrolls contracted 
by almost 5 percent. Employ¬ 
ment growth in construction 
and “high-tech” industries, 
e g., computer processing and 
software services, was espe¬ 
cially strong. Unemployment 
continued to be extraordinarily 
low; during October the metro¬ 
politan area’s 2.5 percent rate 
was only half the national 
average. 

What will 1989 look like? 
From most current indications, 
very much like 1988. The con¬ 
sensus of opinion is that we are 
unlikely to see any dramatic 
changes in the regional eco¬ 


nomy during the next 12 
months. Employment and per¬ 


sonal income have been grow¬ 
ing at slower, although still 
healthy rates during the past 18 
months. After five post¬ 
recession years during which 
the rates of economic growth 
exceeded national growth rates, 
employment and personal 
income are now rising more 
slowly here than in the nation at 
large. 

Labor shortages will continue 
to place constraints on the abili¬ 
ty of many area businesses to 
expand employment and aggre¬ 
gate income growth will remain 
moderate, although the labor 
shortage will tend to bid up the 
wages of employed individuals 
more sharply than in most other 
areas of the country. Unem¬ 
ployment may rise somewhat 
during the year as the result of 
state government layoffs and 
the increasingly serious prob¬ 
lem of labor supply/labor 
demand skill mismatches, but 
even at 4 percent the rate 
should remain below the U.S. 
average. 


For residential real estate, 
this should mean a sales volume 
more in line with the “normal 
market” days of 1984-85 than 
with the “frantic” period of 
1986-87. Median sales prices 
should increase at about the 
rate of general price inflation 
which we forecast to be between 
4.5 and 6 percent. Interest rates 
should continue to rise slowly 
but inexorably until mid-year, 
or until some meaningful prog¬ 
ress is made on the budget and 
trade deficit fronts. However, 
we don’t for see the peak con¬ 
tract interest rate on fixed rate 
mortgages exceeding 12 
percent. 

All of this could — and should 
— mean good news for the area 
housing market in the long-run. 
With the stabilization of house 
prices, the Boston area will 
become ever-so-slowly more 
affordable, at least in relative 
terms. Our median single¬ 
family sales price, which dur¬ 
ing the last two years has gone 
from first to sixth among the 
major metropolitan areas 
nationwide, will not be quite as 
discouraging to potential in¬ 
migrants. Pent-up demand for 
ownership on the part of poten¬ 
tial first-time homebuyers who 
can now almost qualify will be 
unleashed the next time interest 
rates drop significantly for an 
extended period of time. Unfor¬ 
tunately, we are unlikely to see 
this during 1989. 

From a broader perspective, 
the most significant issues and 
problems facing the regional 
economy in general, and the 
real estate community more 
directly, during 1989 are likely 
to include: 

— First-time Homebuyer 
Affordability, especially the 
need for downpayment and 
closing assistance; 

— Growth Management, as it 
relates to temporary growth 
moratorium proposals in vari¬ 
ous communities concerned 
with traffic, environmental, 
infrastructure, and general 
“quality of life" issues.

Landscape painting is making a 
comeback. So we have been assured 


by The New York Times and popular 
news magazines. So we have heard 
discussed on National Public Radio. 
So we have seen in stylish art galle¬ 
ries where concepts of “what’s in” 
and quality are interchangeable. 

Artists who have doggedly pursued 
the newly re-popular motif for years 
and reap the rewards of such sanc¬ 
tioned fashion are probably deserv¬ 
ing. Artists who crop up smartly with 
work that falls under the “post¬ 
modern landscape" rubric are playing 
the game well. In the end, the work 
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that survives the trend is, as always, 
work that tells us something signific¬ 
ant about and through the subject 
matter — the motif — while tran¬ 
scending it to effect a clearer under¬ 
standing of our world and ourselves. 

If the works in the Cambridge Art 
Association's Landscapes exhibition 
don't always measure up to such high 
standards, the tender and honest 
moments among them are compensa¬ 
tion enough for these high-stakes 
times in the art world. 

The show is comprised of 39 rela¬ 
tively small, two-dimensional works, 
and some of the smallest and most 
unassuming among them are the 
most satisfying. Noa Hall’s modest oil 
on canvas, Hayden’s Pink Towel, has, 
despite its dry, blotchy surface, the 
kind of sweet and romantic irony we 
associate with French films that cele¬ 
brate the charm of the banal. A fuzzy- 
edged pink towel and white boat are 


the sole and somewhat tentative 
events poised on the upwardly- 
positioned edge of a quiet pond. A 
narrow line of sky meets the picture's 
top edge above the dark trees on the 
pond’s border. But the water below 
reflects an endless pale blue sky, 
turned upside-down to be the paint¬ 
ing's foreground. 

Another picture of water's edge is 
similarly gentle In alluding to human 
presence without quite depicting the 
figure: Ed Mason's color photograph, 
Grassy Beach, lingers on a painterly 
mist rising up through its horizontally 
stacked space to muffle the bright 
colors of a single lawn chair and the 
green grass underneath it. The easy 
rapport of nature with solitude is 
evoked in a soft, lovely whisper. 

The exhibition was open to mem¬ 
bers of the Cambridge Art Associa¬ 
tion (CAA) as well as artists outside 
the group.

Harcus Gallery, and Carole Bolsey, 
artist and lecturer at Harvard Gradu¬ 
ate School of Design, selected the 
works from 192 entries. Although 
both jurors lament the dearth of 
abstract work submitted, the rep¬ 
resentational show is not without its 
abstract considerations (ANY strong 
work is not...), and their predilection 
for brisk brushwork, dense darks and 
active configuration comes across 
quite as conclusively as does 
imagery. 

There is a tendency in some 
instances toward illustration, where a 
motif seems to have been selected 
and executed in the chosen medium 
with little attention to its poetic, emo¬ 
tional or spiritual potential, and we 
are aware more of method than of 
content. Sometimes description is 
limited by literalness. At other times 
what is left unsaid is also left unfin¬ 
ished: we wish that form had been 
pushed further and developed with 
greater conviction. 

A fine balance is struck, though, in 
more than a few works. Karen Wal¬ 
ter’s dramatic black and white etch¬ 
ing, Tree Fort, manages to get bey¬ 
ond its strong figure-ground design 
statement and give some sense of a 
space defined by perceptively varied 
vertical tree trunks. Helle Hutchin¬ 
son’s lithograph, Yellow Triangle 


Landscape, is rich in color and, 
except for the triangle of the title that 
flips up to its surface, gives the 
subject a fluid presence that reminds 
us of the work of Edvard Munch, at 
once sensual and spiritual. Changes 
in the density of the ink give Sara 
Girard’s tiny monoprint a thoughtful 
economy in which every mark on the 
paper, and the paper itself, have 
meaning. 

A high point of the show, Sheryl 
White's oil on paper, Landmarks, is 
drenched in characteristic waterfront 
light. The beige grasses of its fore¬ 
ground are interrupted with intelli¬ 
gence of scale and space interval by 
contrastingly dark bushy landmarks. 
A thin line of water on the marsh’s 
horizon echoes another in the paint¬ 
ing's foreground. The overall drama 
of White’s painting sacrifices neither 
subtlety nor sensitive handling of 
form and content for its impact.

Parent aide 
volunteers needed 

“We all need a friend to be there 
for us, no matter what,” wrote a 
Parent Aide volunteer recently 
about her work with stressed 
parents. “I am that friend. It is not 
too much to ask.” 

This volunteer and others are part 
of the Council of Social Concern’s 
Parent Aide program, which match¬ 
es stressed parents with volunteers 
for one-on-one friendship that is 
designed to overcome isolation, 
offer a connection to community 
resources, and reduce the possibility 
of child abuse. 

The program is currently seeking 
additional volunteers from Winches¬ 
ter. An orientation and training will 
be held on March 9, from 7 to 9 p.m. 
at the Council of Social Concern 
office, 19 Campbell St., Woburn. 

“All of the parents referred to the 
program need at least one person in 
their lives who will care about them 
and help them to care positively 
about themselves,” said Program 
Coordinator Jane Canty. “For most 
of these parents, the Parent Aide is 
that one and only person.” 

The Parent Aide volunteer meets 
with the parent for about an hour 
each week, at a mutually convenient 
time and place. Volunteers receive 
training and ongoing staff support. 

Canty noted that some parents 


need help with specific parenting 
and personal survival skills, while 
others need encouragement to take 
more control over their lives during 
a particularly stressful time. 

Volunteers may or may not be 
parents, but should have friendship 
and listening skills, acceptance of 
people with different lifestyles, and 
a willingness to commit to the prog¬ 
ram for at least one year. 

Those interested in the program 
are invited to the orientation on 
March 9, and to six other weekly 
sessions on communications skills, 
developmental needs of children, 
issues of abuse and neglect, profiles 
of parents under stress, and the role 
of the Parent Aide. 

“The training is a free, ‘no obliga¬ 
tion’ way to explore this volunteer 
option,” Canty said.

twice stepped in quickly for head- 
locks and hip throws for first period 
takedowns. The second throw was so 
hard that he caught his stunned man 
in a scarfhold for a near fall. 

In the second period he worked 
inside for a stand-up and reverse. 
Control was superb with a sequence 
of a leg ride, double arm bar. single 
leg ride, crossface and a terrific 
turkey bar for more points to end the 
period. From standing in the third 
period he hit the headlock combina¬ 
tion into the scarfhold against a 
disoriented opponent and took an 
11-1 major decision. In this scribe’s 
opinion, this was the best-wrestled 
final of an evening in which there 
were plenty of good ones. 

Earlier in the day Cholmondeley 
had pinned his men from Lexington 
and Reading, each in the first per¬ 
iod. This fighter hasn’t previously 
gotten the recognition he deserves 
because it’s tough to show your stuff 


when you nearly always have to 
fight bigger guys. 

Dean Jackson at 140 started with a 
bye and pinned his opponent from 
Melrose in the second period of the 
semi-final. In the final, he faced a 
Burlington wrestler that Jackson 
had beat with a headlock and scarf¬ 
hold at the December Lowell Tour¬ 
nament. However, Burlington wrest¬ 
lers learn from their mistakes and 
every time Jackson tried to set up an 
upper body move his opponent 
dropped his butt and raised his 
shoulders for effective blocks. 

Toward the end of the first period, 
Jackson tried an underarm lift but 
his legs were a little too wide and 
about half a minute later Dean was 
showing the signs of a deep groin 
pull. He kept trying but the upper 
body attack requires both legs. 
Jackson, a senior and co-captain, 
has treated us all to a fine season 
and we hated to see him struggling 
half-crippled and in a cold sweat 


trom pain. Fortunately, the match 
was stopped for an injury default 
before more damage occurred. 

Freshman Will Thilly didn’t make 
weight at 112. His problem has been 
exacerbated because he has been 
growing despite the customary short 
rations of wrestlers everywhere. 
However, 119 was open for Winches¬ 
ter and Thilly opened with a fast pin 
over Belmont and then drew a well- 
seeded Burlington opponent. All 
things being fair, the Burlington 
man would have won since he was a 
senior with a clear size advantage. 

However, people who have names 
that rhyme grow up tougher than 
average and Thilly pulled out an 8-7 
decision. That was it for our fresh¬ 
man though. In the final he faced a 
Melrose senior who was second in 
the state tournament in 1988 and, 
after a well-wrestled opening period, 
succombed to an alternating arm 
and crotch and leg ride. 

Thilly never really rose from the 


mat in the final and didn’t find a way 
to get both arms down to tear off the 
hated leg ride. McSweeney, his 
opponent, took a major decision and 
was also awarded the trophy for 
outstanding tournament wrestler. 

Sophomore Jeff Foster did a very 
fine job at 125, finishing third. Foster 
had a solid winning record this year 
but showed even better form in this 
tournament. He opened with a tech¬ 
nical fall over Belmont using a 
sprawling, spinning counter for 
takedowns and deep chickenwings 
for many near falls. In the semi¬ 
finals, he lost 6-1 to Reading’s 
captain. 

Foster was trying hard all the way 
but was really out of gas at the 
finish. In his first repecharge match, 
he again used the chicken wing for a 
first period pin and not coincidental¬ 
ly to avoid any unnecessary further 
exertion. In the second repecharge, 
he pinned his earlier Belmont oppo¬ 
nent using the headlock and 


scarfhold. 

David McIntosh has been out with 
an injured arm and was not up to 
midseason form and finished fourth. 
This handicapper would have given 
even money on place or show but he 
needed both arms working to deliv¬ 
er. McIntosh pinned his man from 
Melrose late in his first match but 
lost a 6-4 decision to Burlington. This 
match would not have been lost by 
the normal McIntosh. A rematch 
against the man from Melrose 
showed deterioration (probably due 
to loss of training time) and a loss by 
decision for fourth place. 

Co-captain and senior Chad 
Haskell was caught in a series of 
buzz saws throughout the day 
despite fighting hard all the way. He 
got slammed and pinned in his open¬ 
ing match against the eventual 
champ from Burlington. He got 
wallopped by a slick customer from 
Woburn. 

By some obscure rules of repe¬ 


charge, he got one more chance 
against Belmont and racked up the 
points for a technical fall. He lost the 
final repecharge match in a hearL 
breaking last-second flurry to Read¬ 
ing but still hauled fourth place 
home. 

At 160, Mike Britt was fighting 18 
pounds above his weight and lost two 
matches against Wakefield and Bel¬ 
mont. Readers will recall that Britt 
was the man who turned a sure loss 
into a stunning victory for himself 
and the team in the match against 
Melrose two weeks ago. Josh Briggs 
and Mike Marquardt also suffered 
losses but neither was fighting at his 
regular weight. Briggs looks like 
he’s learned a fair amount this year 
however and Marquardt never 
stopped trying. 

Of the Winchester men fighting at 
competitor’s weights, all seven 
placed in the League Tournament 
proving that if a man can provide his 
own self-discipline he can surely 
learn to wrestle in Winchester.

Suhrbier attends 
housing program 

John Suhrbier, a Commissioner of 
the Winchester Housing Authority 
and a Director of the Winchester 
Interfaith Housing Corporation, has 
received a certificate from Tufts 
University for completing their 
training program for housing 
authority members. 

The program was conducted by 
the Tufts Center for Management 
and Community Development, 
which is affiliated with the Graduate 
Department of Urban and Environ¬ 
mental Policy. James Stockard, an 
Adjunct Associate Professor at 
Tufts and a commissioner of the 
Cambridge Housing Authority, 
taught the individual sessions, along 
with six other instructors. 

The purpose of the training prog- 
arm, which was attended by 43 com¬ 
missioners from throughout the 
Commonwealth, was to become 
familiar with the technical aspects 
of housing programs, to discuss cur¬ 
rent issues facing housing authori¬ 
ties, and to learn what is expected of 
a housing commissioner and the 
authorities they guide. Specific top¬ 
ics covered included the history of 
public housing, financing mechan¬ 
isms, management, modernization, 
housing development, maintenance, 
personnel, and tenant selection. 

Suhrbier reported that the three 
days and evenings of sessions were 
extremely helpful in developing an 
understanding of how Winchester 
compares to other Massachusetts 
communities, current state policies 
regarding elderly and family hous¬ 
ing, and of the need for a long term 
modernization and development 
program. 

“While Winchester has taken 
giant strides in the last few years 
and the first of the newly con¬ 
structed Section 705 family houses is 
about to be occupied, the long applic¬ 
ant waiting lists are an indication of 
an on-going need. The town must 
continue to take initiatives to pro¬ 
vide the full spectrum of affordable 
housing," he said.

Nancy 
Bartlett, Program Director of 
Minuteman’s Alzheimer’s Commun¬ 
ity Support Services, explains that 
wandering and the possibility of 
being lost are major risk factors for 
Alzheimer’s and related disordered 
persons. 

This ID Project is based on the 
model successfully used by the Med¬ 
ic Alert Program. According to 
Bartlett, Minuteman is offering to 
those in the 16-town Minuteman reg¬ 
ion stainless steel bracelets or neck¬ 
laces having a red caduceus symbol 
on the front, “memory impaired” 
and personal information on the 
back. Hopefully, such essential 
informalioin would be sufficient to 
promptly reunite the lost person 
with the caretaker. 

Without a bracelet, private citi¬ 
zens and police may be severely 
hampered in the process of reunion. 
Bracelets will be offered free of 
charge for a limited time, as a pilot 
program to help determine the effec¬ 
tiveness of this approach.

Makeup in jewel tones perfect for brides 


“Unlike their older sisters who were 
married in peasant dresses and no 
makeup, hridcs today tend to choose ele¬ 
gant gowns and all the trimmings," says 
Glenn Roberts, Creative Beauty Director 
for Elizabeth Arden. 

“These formal fashions and the tradi¬ 
tional pomp that accompanies them re¬ 
quire thoughtfully planned makeup that 
is appropriate, contemporary and, most 
of all. very pretty.” 

This season’s bride has a vast range of 
makeup shades to choose from, shades 
that are truly contemporary and emi¬ 
nently compatible with bridal gowns — 
both the bride’s and those of her attend¬ 
ants. 

“Pinks, peaches, mauves and corals 
are the colors best for brides, and in 
them are shades that will work with any 
coloring or outfit,” says Glenn. 

With pinks on the lips and cheeks, the 
eyes coordinate with shades of soft pur¬ 
ples, Glenn suggests. With corals, the 
eyes will complement nicely in medium 
blues. Peach tones on lips and checks can 
be beautifully offset by eye shadows in 
soft greens and peaches. 

Mauves can be used to create a very 
contemporary “monochromatic" face — 
with all the features wearing different 
shades of the same color palette. Lips 
and cheeks in soft mauves coordinate 
with eyes shadowed and lined in deeper 
mauve shades.

This means a 
daily regimen specifically for your skin 
type, which includes cleansing, toning 
and moisturizing." 

Hands that cut the cake should be soft 
and beautifully manicured, so give them 
early attention too. Since beautiful nails

don’t happen overnight, weekly profes¬ 
sional manicures (or thorough at-home 
versions) should begin at least a month 
before the wedding. And don’t forget 
daily use of moisturizer or hand cream. 

Finally, after the bridal wardrobe, 
hairstyle and makeup are decided upon, 
be sure to try them all together. If possi¬ 
ble, do it in the place where the cere¬ 
mony will be held, in the actual wedding 


lighting and with the eye of a trusted 
friend looking on. Then make any neces¬ 
sary adjustments—a deeper shade of lip¬ 
stick, more definition on the eyes, etc. 

"If you’ve done as much planning 
ahead and dress rehearsal as possible, 
wedding day preparation should be rela¬ 
tively fail-safe, and you will be a beauti¬ 
ful, confident bride," Glenn says.

“A fine strand of pearls is probably the 
best single jewelry item a bride can 
wear,” states Linda Weichenrieder of 
Modem Bride magazine. 

"Not only are pearls elegant, tradi¬ 
tional and always in fashion, but they 


complement almost any bridal design as 
well. They seem to have the unique abil¬ 
ity to pick up and enhance the glow of a 
woman on her wedding day." 

Indeed pearls, which come in a variety 
of shapes from round to baroque, in col¬ 
ors from white to black, and in lengths 
from choker to opera, will surely flatter 
any woman and the gown she chooses to 
wear. 

With the wide array of different bridal 
designs on the market today, all it takes is 
a little fashion savvy and good taste to

select the perfect strand of pearls to suit 
a particular look. 

For off-the-shouldcr, scoop and boat 
necklines, shorter strands of pearls in 
single or multiple layers are the key. For 
high and “V" neck styles, long strands of 
pearls create a regal, yet demure feeling. 

Just as a woman will consider the style 
of gown when selecting the right length 
of pearls for her. she should also take into 
account what color pearls go best with 
her skin and hair tones. 

Experts say that creamy pearls with a 
golden overtone look best on women 
with dark skin and dark hair. Off white, 
cream colored pearls are perfect on 
women with olive and fair complexions 
and dark hair. And rose or slightly pink- 
hued pearls are smashing for those with 
fair complexions and blonde or red hair. 

When shopping for pearls, keep in 
mind that lustre (the clarity of the re¬ 
flecting surface of the pearl) and orient 
(the deep seated glow that seems to come 
from within the heart of the pearl) are 
two important factors that influence 
price. 

While natural pearls are the most ex¬ 
pensive, they are also very rare. Cultured 
pearls, which are also fine jewelry, are 
considerably less expensive. 

The only difference between cultured 
and natural pearls is that man has given 
the oyster a helping hand by surgically 
inserting an irritant into the oyster rather 
than leaving it to nature. Imitations are 
by far cheaper than cultured or natural 
pearls, in more ways than price alone, 
and arc completely manmade. 

According to Freddy Kohn, president 
of the Cultured Pearl Association of 
America, a marked increase in cultured 
pearl sales across the country over the 
past three years has been directly related 
to a growing appreciation for formal 
weddings in the U.S. 

"I think that in this day and age when 
things seem to be moving faster, growing 
larger, and selling ‘harder’ than most 
people care to admit, traditional con¬ 
cepts such as marriage and family life are 
looked upon as a basis for stability." he 
said. 

"American brides are wearing cultured i 
pearls as opposed to imitation pearls, not I 
simply because of tradition, but because 
cultured pearls are gems that will hold 
their value over time. Cultured pearls are 
as real and warm as brides hope their 
wedding day will be." HRR93630

Wedding choices 
are varied and numerous, ranging from 
large, formal, traditional weddings to an 
outdoor wedding in the country with a 
picnic reception. 

All of this leads to the freedom of ex¬

BRIDAi. GIFTS 

If your recollections of getting married 
include memories of thoughtful, but use¬ 
less bridal shower and wedding gifts, 
take heart. 

A recent survey commissioned by Ro¬ 
bert Krups. North America, a leading 
manufacturer of kitchen and personal 
care products, sheds light on what Amer¬ 
icans consider perfect, and perfectly aw¬ 
ful. wedding presents. 

The 1,000 people surveyed identified 
America’s “Top 10" best wedding gifts, 
as well as the worst choices: Knick- 
knacks. plaques and figurines. 

“With 66 percent of the country choos¬ 
ing pots and pans and toasters as the best 
wedding presents, it appears that practical, 
rather than fanciful gifts are most appre¬ 
ciated,” says Michael Kramm. general 
manager of Robert Krups.

#2 Linens/bedding (11.2 percent); 

#3 Pots/pans and toasters (tied at 7.7 
percent); 

#4 Towels (5.6 percent); 

#5 Silverware/cutlery (3.9 percent); 

#6 Television sets (3.5 percent); 

til Vacuum deapers (3.1 percent); 

#8 Irons and washing machines/dryers 
(tied at 2.8 percent); 

#9 Coffee makers and bedroom sets 
(tied at 2.5 percent); 

#10 Microwave ovens (2.3 percent). 

The survey also reveals that money 
doesn’t play a pivotal role in rating best 
wedding gifts (coffee makers tied with 
bedroom sets in ninth place). 

Over half the country (52 percent) 
gave their votes to kitchen gifts, followed 
by gifts for the bedroom and the living 
room. 

As might be expected in a country as 
diverse as ours, many surprising and 
* sometimes bizarre items were offered as 
appropriate wedding gifts, including pen¬ 
cil sharpeners, his and hers socks, ce¬ 
ramic ducks and metal scrub brushes.
